PREFACE 


The preceding volume of this Calendar (Vol. XXIV) covered 
the unusually brief period of six months. No more than half 
that space of time (July, August and September, 1683) is comprised 
in the present volume. Even so it is clear that the State Papers 
of the last years of the reign of King Charles II (as of that of his 
successor) are only partially preserved in the national archives. 
The Secretaries of State at this time were, for the Southern 
Department, Sir Leoline Jenkins, who had been in office since 
1680, and, for the Northern Department, Robert Spencer, second 
Earl of Sunderland, who had superseded the Earl of Conway in 
the early days of 1683. Jenkins’s correspondence, both the letters 
which he received and those which he wrote, is voluminous and 
may be regarded as virtually complete. That of Sunderland is 
evidently far from being so. A single Entry Book (No. 56) 
suffices for his two terms of office as Secretary, extending 
respectively from 1679 to 1681 and from 1683 to 1688. The 
majority of the letters of his which are calendared in this volume 
are addressed to his colleague, being written at times when 
Sunderland was in attendance on the King at Windsor, New- 
market or Winchester and Jenkins was at Whitehall; and they 
exist as originals preserved among Jenkins’s in-letters, not as 
out-letters copied into official Entry Books. Very few letters 
received by the earl are to be found. 

Sunderland was notoriously careless and unbusinesslike, but 
the explanation of the disappearance of his papers is perhaps 
to be sought in the tortuous character of his political dealings. 
It may well be that, on his hasty departure from Whitehall and 
England a few weeks before the Revolution, he either destroyed 
his correspondence or carried it away with him. If it is still 
extant in some as yet unexplored private collection, its discovery 
would be of very great value to students of history. 

That in spite of this hiatus the State Papers for 1683 are 
exceptionally numerous is due to the revelation, in June of that 
year, of the ramifications of intrigue which were to have culminated 
on the one hand in an insurrection to enforce the demand of the 
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Whig magnates for the exclusion of the Duke of York from the 
succession and, on the other, in the assassination of the King and 
the Duke at the Rye House in Hertfordshire on their return 
journey from Newmarket to London. To bring these two 
distinct conspiracies fully to light, to sift the evidence relating to 
them and fix the responsibility where it was due entailed an 
enormous amount of correspondence between the Secretary’s 
office and the county and municipal authorities, examinations of 
suspects almost daily before the Privy Council (at which the 
King was usually present and the minutes of which are incor- 
porated with the State Papers), the taking of informations by 
magistrates, the search of houses in town and country and other 
kindred activities which will be found reflected in the following 
pages.

Searching him I found the papers and pocket-book sent herewith. 
I have folded down some leaves of his journey to Ireland and I 
find an appointment how to find out Hone’s lodgings. He 
confesses he is acquainted with him and I believe him to be one 
of those rebels. I am ordered away for the Downs so that J 
cannot send up my boat with him but, if I go before I have your 
order what to do with him, I will leave him with the officers at 
Tilbury. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 1.] 


The Earl of Abingdon to Secretary Jenkins. Sending the enclosed 
information from Sir Thomas Clayton (calendared in previous vol., 
p. 369). As for Heaborne, who is mentioned in it, you received 
some depositions formerly from Sir Thomas, importing that he 
was to have been a captain and was so called amongst that party, 
on which, when I was at Oxford, I not only searched his house 
but bound him over to the assizes. Wakeland is a desperate 
bold rogue and therefore, Sir Thomas sending me word that he 
had bound him over to the assizes, I desired him to commit him 
to gaol, there being, as I apprehended, treason in the information 
and there being no reason to trust such fellows with more liberty 
than the law allows. If you have any occasion for venison in this 
county, I hope you will command my park. [Ibid. No. 2.] 


Col. William Strother to Secretary Jenkins. I received his 
Majesty’s commands from you at 6 yesterday morning by an 
express, which was immediately sent to Berwick. I placed my 
troop of dragoons that night on these roads for the Duke of 
Monmouth and Lord Grey. They shall not pass these roads in 
this part of the county but in all probability I shall meet with 
them. I shall make strict search in all suspected places hereabouts, 
especially Lord Grey’s house at Chillingham Castle. [Ibid. No. 3.] 


Capt. Ralph Widdrington to Secretary Jenkins. The pro- 
clamation coming to me last Wednesday, I immediately met the 
Mayor and ordered a search in the town, strictly ordering the 
ports to apprehend all strangers, and on Thursday went into the 
country to consult with the deputy lieutenants and Justices, where 
we met with the Duke of Newcastle’s particular orders and, after 
Wt. 2355.—B, & S.—375, D. 1. 
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we had performed our duty in obedience to them, I returned to 
Craister, where I received yours of the 26th and on Saturday 
morning yours of the 27th by express, on which the Sheriff and I 
immediately sent an express to Col. Strother that his troop might 
be quartered about the Borders and other places, as he should 
think fit, and, after we had agreed on places to be searched, I 
repaired that afternoon to Berwick and in the evening, after 
the gates were shut, got the Mayor to issue his warrants for a 
strict search through the town, ordering officers and a guard to 
attend each constable, which, instead of being desired as an 
assistance by the Mayor, was several times refused, he telling me 
I was no Justice in Berwick and that they would execute their 
own warrants themselves. Being probably certain that no dis- 
affected person will ever be apprehended by them, I com- 
manded the guards to assist the constables and, showing the 
Mayor a copy of yours to the Duke of Newcastle for disarming 
all disaffected and suspicious persons, I desired a warrant to that 
purpose, which he refused, saying it belonged to the civil magistrate 
and that he would not grant any without an order from above. 
Being very well acquainted with their practices in such matters, 
I made use of the opportunity of the other warrant and had my 
orders ready for a strict search for arms, but found only a few 
unserviceable ones. It is impossible to have other success, unless 
we be legally empowered from above, for so soon as the Mayor is 
acquainted, intelligence is immediately spread all over the town. 
I have given Lord Home, Sheriff of the Merse, and Mr. Carr, 
Sheriff of Tividale, an account of your orders. As yet we have no 
discovery of any of these treasonable conspirators, but no care 
shall be wanting. I beg that the weakness of this garrison in 
all kinds be recommended to his Majesty. [2 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car. II. 427, No. 4.] 


Francis Bastinck to Secretary Jenkins. To-day Mr. Cook was 
with me in his way from Rye and showed me your warrant for 
searching for Lord Grey. In his way to Canterbury he goes to 
Acruse, Mr. Papillon’s house, as suspicious as any place, we 
believe, to harbour a traitor. I have sent two officers that know 
the country to assist him and to make strict search there. Mr. 
Cullen, our Mayor, is not to be trusted far, as he has been all 
along a Fanatic, so your orders to him are first communicated to 
that party. I have viewed our guards here two nights together 
and find he has posted disaffected persons fitter to let a traitor 
escape than to do the King service, whereupon we have resolved 
to keep a strong guard of our militia, commanded by Capt. West. 
At Deal, with the assistance of the Mayor of Sandwich, from every 
small boat the sails and oars are taken ashore so that no person 
can depart thence without examination. [Jbid. No. 5.] 


The Bishop of Chichester to Secretary Jenkins. Two letters 
from you came to me last Thursday, one to Sir Edward Selwyn, 
High Sheriff of Sussex, and the other to the Mayor of Chichester, 
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Both proved ineffectual, that to the Sheriff through his incon- 
sideration by staying in London to attend his own business, when 
he should have been in the country, as you may perceive by his 
own letter to Sam. Carleton, my secretary, which I enclose. 

Your letter to the Mayor met with such an unmannerly recep- 
tion, as if Major Breman or Farrington had been required to put 
its contents in execution against themselves, for he peremptorily 
refused to obey the King’s command, nor would he permit anybody 
else to do it. Capt. Sandys and his officers were with me when 
I delivered your letter to him. They and I earnestly desired him 
to command them to assist him and they engaged to-search all 
disaffected houses at once and return him a faithful account, but 
he refused their assistance. There was such a mixture of guilt 
and consternation in his countenance, when we pressed him to 
his duty, that we all wondered at it, but on further inquiry we 
found him as guilty as those he was to search for. I am sure that 
the Sheriff’s indiscretion and the Mayor’s treachery have been so 
great a disservice to his Majesty in this county and city that I 
know not how either of them can be quit of his just displeasure, for 
about 12 last Thursday six of those traitors that were fled from 
justice escaped beyond sea from Cockbush, a creek 5 miles from 
Chichester, where they might have been taken with little trouble, 
if any in authority had had a watch there. It is more than 
probable that the Duke of Monmouth and Lord Grey were both 
concealed in the Mayor’s own house the very night he was com- 
manded to search for them, the house being in no danger of being 
searched by any but himself and so they were safer there than any- 
where else in the city, and we suppose that the reason why the 
Mayor would not admit the officers to assist him was lest they 
might have apprehended the other fugitives. 

That old traitor, Major Hurst, and the Mayor have had a small 
ship between them for some time, which lay not far from Cockbush 
about a week on purpose to convey these traitors or such as them 
for Holland, and Everett, an officer lately turned out of the 
Custom house, conveyed these fugitives to the Mayor’s ship and 
went aboard with them. The ferryman, whom he got to waft 
over those six from Cockbush to a little island where the Mayor’s 
ship lay to receive them, says he knew Everett, but none of the 
rest. It is likely that the Mayor and Major Hurst find this the 
most gainful way of trading and such passengers the most liberal 
paymasters, for ‘tis believed this was the very vessel that wafted 
the Earl of Shaftesbury into Holland from this very same creek. 
We think if the Mayor and Hurst were sent for by a pursuivant, 
the major I know to be of so timorous a temper that he may make 
a great discovery of the treasonabie designs of Major Breman and 
the factious party both in this city and the parts about us. 

Postscript. Mr. Sparks of the Custom house, living within a 
mile of Cockbush, brings word, since I wrote this, that there are 
two small vessels that have cruised up and down near Cockbush 
there almost this far, and this morning there are three of them. 
He thinks the third is the vessel Lord Grey made his escape in. 
They apprehend themselves now to be out of danger and, it’s like,

stay in hopes that more of their companions will come to them, 
by making their escape from the same place, since themselves 
were not disturbed. Ifthe King send a yacht or some small frigate 
speedily to that place, he may haply take all these three ketches 
and retake all that escaped. The Sheriff should be sent first down 
to the county to prevent more escapes. [2 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car. II, 427, No. 6.] 


Minutes of the following examinations. Cole.—Lee told me to 
get in all my money for fear of French invasion and that the 
French Protestants were of that design, that an army was to be 
levied and 1,000 seamen. Money ready. He asked me to be 
ready with person or purse. I answered that on a good account 
I would. He talked of a blackbird and goldfinch, which coming 
to understand the meaning of, [ would have no more to do with it. 
I know not how much he said was ready. Lord Keeper. Who 
did you know were the blackbird and goldfinch ? Cole. Ithought 
it was the King and the Duke. Lord Keeper. Why did you not 
declare this to a magistrate? Cole. Mr. How came in and 
declared it, otherwise I would. Lord Keeper. What religion ? 
Cole. The Church and sometimes Presbyterian meetings. I 
know no person concerned, only Lee named one John Meekins, a 
dyer in Old Street. Lee said to me, If we can take the blackbird 
and goldfinch, our business will be well enough. When I under- 
stood it was against the King and Duke, I would not meddle with 
it. [1} pages.] 

Wood.—I am a poor man and a young man. Maybe, | have 
heard some things I ought not and by my ignorance did not reveal 
them. Lee told me there was a plot, but made so dark a story 
of it that I could not gather what the form or method was. He 
said persons were engaged to rise or make a rebellion. He 
propounded to me to make one, but [ did not consent. J owned 
the Sabbath day and am of Dr. Chamberlaine’s religion. Lord 
Keeper. Who was it that was abed with you? Wood. Samuel 
Thompson, that lives in Drury Lane. I live in Catherine Wheel 
Alley. I did not understand that I was to declare what I knew. 
Duke. Why did you not reveal it to a magistrate? Wood. 
Because J did not know it was necessary. Lord Keeper. Did 
you not go with Mr. Lee to Mile End Green ? Wood. We walked 
there to take the air. Mr. Lee. When we went there, you told 
me you had a friend that was excellent at granadoes and was 
desired to come into the King’s service but would not. Wood. 
This man was a physician and I knew not there was such a thing 
asa granado, I discovered all knew. [2} pages.] 

Lee.—Charles Bateman, the surgeon, told him he must speak 
at a great distance. Franks near Bunhill Fields near Blue Anchor 
Alley. Patchell, a brewer in Southwark. Rouse told him of 
several sea captains and said the King and Duke should be seized. 
He would have the seamen invited by 10 captains and treat them 
on Blackheath and thence they were to come to seize the Tower. 
I told Mr. How I was to meet Mr. Goodenough, but it was too 
early and therefore dined with him. I remember nobody else. 
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I discoursed Wood about the rising and he was willing to engage 
and said there would be 5,000 weavers. I told Goodenough I had 
discoursed a weaver. This Wood went with me towards Mile End 
Green to show me a man dexterous at throwing granadoes, but - 
found him not. 

Jeffreys, a wooleomber.—I knew not of any design against the 
King. J know Hone and was to be concerned with him in the 
arrest of the Lord Mayor. 

Hone.—Lord Keeper. Do you know this man? Hone. Yes. 
Lord Keeper. Was he concerned in the business of the cross-bow ? 
Hone. I spoke to him of it. Harris was the chief. I spoke to 
him of the cross-bow at Davies’ coffee-house. Jeffreys disowns it. 
Hone. I met Sir Robert Peyton about 14 days ago. He told me 
he would have me know he could raise 500 horse and, if they would 
not come in to help him, they should be hanged as well as he. 
Lord Keeper. Do you know Samuel Archer? Hone. Not by 
that name. I may, when [ see him. [ knew Rumbold was in 
the business of the Rye by his and his brother’s discourse in 
Moorfields about the King’s death. I was at the Dolphin in 
Barhol Lane. Keeling, Goodenough and West were there. 

Wade.—I made about 30 suits of silk armour about 2 years ago 
for Lords Albemarle, Fauconberg, Norreys, Plymouth and 
Mordaunt. One Wright made the arms I saw, they are not of 
my way of making. [made one suit for Lord Lansdown. I have 
no correspondence with the Earl of Argyle. 

How.—Lee mentioned to me the Duke of Monmouth to head 
the party to be raised and Goodenough and Jenks concerned to 
the tenor I discovered before. He said particular men were to 
be appointed to head every division of the City. This was on 
Thursday, 14 June. The rising was to have been very expeditious 
and he did not question the success. He did not name the King 
and Duke, but named them the blackbird and goldfinch. Lee 
dined with me that day and said he should have dined with 12, of 
which Goodenough and Jenks were to be, and named nobody else. 
He said he was one of the 10 to be ready at an hour’s warning. 
[S.P. Dom., Car. II. 425, No. 138, pp. 57-84.] 


The examination of Thomas French. Has lived at the house 
near where he was taken 12 weeks. He fled, when the messenger 
came to search, because he apprehended being taken up as 
convicted in the Act for not going to church. Met Rumbold on 
the road about 14 days ago but says he did not speak to him there 
nor for half a year before. He knows Rumbold to be an Anabap- 
tist and is himself of the same persuasion. He never was with, 
nor spoke to, Carstaires nor ever had any thing to do with him. 
His wife used to go to hear him preach, but he never did. [S.P. 
Dom., Car. II. 426.] 


Rachel, Lady Russell to Secretary Jenkins. My request is, if 
it may be asked without displeasing the King, for that my lord 
would not do by any means—he is contented with the liberty he 
has—but, if a little might be added to it, he would be-glad, as he 
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has but one room for all uses. He begs permission to have liberty 
to use a room just before it, for a little change of air. The same 
door serves both but the outward room is a little more private, 
for in that he has the next prisoners hear all he says and he all 
they say. 

One question more, whether your order be that there must not 
be more than two in his sight at a time. If it be so, do not anger 
the King to ask more but only let me know ’tis his pleasure. 
[S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 7.] 


Sarah Blunt to John Blunt at Mr. Holmes’ in Tentor Alley, 
Little Moorfields I am sorely sensible of this cross providence. 
It has made you forget all things. You were so long before you 
sent that Hill has taken Tom Knight, so you lose all opportunity 
of making advantage of your house. Mr. Belcher and Tommy 
Woodward all go for London to- ct (Symbols for some of the 
commonest words like ‘‘ be,” “in,” “‘ to,” “ you.”) [Zbid. No. 8.]

Secretary Jenkins to the Lieutenant of the Tower. Signifying 
his Majesty’s pleasure that Lady Russell have permission to visit 
Lord Russell, her husband, that evening, if she desire it, and as 
often as she shall think fit at seasonable hours. (S.P. Dom., 
Eniry Book 66, p. 233.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Earl of Oxford. The Sheriff of 
Sussex and the Mayor of Chichester were writ to as soon as I had 
notice that Lord Grey had escaped. Capt. Sandys does well to 
reserve himself to come in in aid of the civil magistrate, whom, if 
he find him backward, he is to excite with all earnest instances, 
but, if he find any place where any of the conspirators may be 
justly suspected to hide themselves, he may by virtue of the pro- 
clamation search the place, but he must take a constable and 
others that are not military men with him. He must not meddle 
with searching for arms; that is the work of the lieutenancy.

Roger L’Estrange to Secretary Jenkins. The author of the 
following information has my promise not to have his name 
produced, unless there be occasion to make use of his oath. On 
the day of the Brentford election for the last Westminster parlia- 
ment he was at the Elephant and Castle near Temple Bar at 
breakfast with College, one S. Treating about a horse he had to 
sell, the third man said, God damn me, I'll kill them all, I'll kill 
the Duke of York. Are you mad, said the informant, to talk at 
this rate before me? Why that’s no treason, says he. Why 
what a devil, says he again. No, says College, that’s but killing 
of the Dux. At the last Westminster parliament the informant 
being at Richard’s coffee-house betwixt the two Temple gates 
there was one — with half a score more. I was told, said he, 
by a person of quality that he is a madman that does not see the 


‘plot, but now ’tis gone so far that it is impossible to prevent it. 


That Duke of York is a villain and a traitor, God damn me, if I 
do not level a brace of pistols at his head, whenever he comes into 
England. He is in the plot to murder his brother and the head 
of it too. God damn me, if I do not kill him or any that takes 
part with him. I shall supply the names, if you judge meet to 
direct any proceeding on it. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 10.] 


The Bishop of London to Secretary Jenkins. Last Saturday I 
had notice of two persons, who harboured at Burnham or Crixy 
(Cricksea) near this at the house of Stacy, a great rogue, and there 
bargained for a boat at 20s. per diem to go down to the East 
India fleet, one Bayly, the other a fat lusty man. The news of 
the proclamation made them quit their bargain and fly. Mr. 
Elliston and Mr. Semple, two of the clergy in these parts, bestirred 
themselves so well as to take six persons at Bradwell juxta mare 
last night, and have this morning sent after the other six. I 
have sent to give notice to the yachts that be near Leigh. [Ibid. 
No. 11.] Enclosed, 

Matthew Elliston to the Bishop of London. I have sent my 
man to acquaint you of the consternation of this Hundred. 
Last night were apprehended six suspicious persons, who are 
this morning carried before a Justice. Six more were since 
discovered by a fisherman of Tillingham, who talked with 
them, who says they are all well armed. They made away on 
the seawall to Bradwell Chapel to take boat there. I have 
taken what care I can to raise the country to secure them and 
hope to have a good account of them in a few hours. A 
vessel came into Bradwell Creek last night to take them in, but 
was seized by the people there. The same fisherman saw a 
little hoy full of others of them. He was on the sands at low 
water and was so near as to discover them to be in very good 
habits. If a vessel were sent from Leigh on our coast, it 

is very probable that a great many more may be seized. I 
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-have sent a messenger to Sir Richard Everard, a deputy 
lieutenant, to desire him to send down a party of soldiers 
to secure the coasts. July 2. Tillingham. [S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Thomas Carr to his brother[-in-law] William Clopton, Fenchurch 
Street. All our militia are up in arms and search all the Dissen- 
ters’ and all the men’s houses that voted that way for arms in the 
town and county. They searched Dr. Eedes’, Lord Cottington’s, 
Counsellor Peachey’s and the Serjeant’s and Braman’s and take 
away all the arms they find and my friend Mr. Holney’s house 
and all those honest people in general from top to bottom. Last 
Thursday night Capt. William Peckham and his troop went all 
round our coast and, if they had come two hours rather (7.e. earlier) 
to Cockbush in the Manhood about 7 miles of us, they had taken the 
Duke of Monmouthand Lord Grey. They took boat across a ferry 
and to shipping at about 11 Thursday night. Four or five more 
went with them. The man that carried them over the ferry 
had 3d.a piece. He told the captain he hoped he should come into 
no trouble, for he said he knew none of them but Mr. Evans, who 
was Capt. Peachey’s lieutenant, when they walked before the 
White Boys. Several people saw the Duke and Lord Grey and 
four or five more with them going towards the seaside. 

Major Hurst had two parts, Thomas Woodyer one and the 
master one in the ship that carried them away. She was laden 
with thills for carts and was bound for London and then for 
Sunderland with coals, but I believe now she is bound for Holland. 
This is a fortunate ship for that sort of people. She carried away 
Lord Shaftesbury. Her master is a very noted man. He has 
lost one leg.

The Bishop of Bath and Wells to Secretary Jenkins. Yesterday 
some honest citizens of Bristol told me that Emmanuel Tusden, 
the Exeter carrier, met Wade, one of the traitors, on the Exeter 
road as he came up and, as soon as he understood at Bristol that 
he was in the proclamation, he immediately took his best horse 
and is gone after him. I am now writing to Exeter and describe 
him as well as I can from the character I received from the 
Bristol gentlemen. 

The wife of Mr. Speke of White Lackington is now in London 
and has been there some time. There is not a more dangerous 
woman in the West, and what her sons are I need not tell you. 
I heard very late an express came post to her husband. I wish 
some particular order were directed to Lord Stawell to take Sir 
Edward Philips and some other to his assistance and examine him 
and search his house, which is the receptacle for all the malcontents. 
What is done at Taunton I yet know not. I am afraid the alarm 
went so fast they have secured all. There are very ill men in 
that quarter and too many everywhere. (Misdated June 2 but 
endorsed July 2.) [Ibid. No. 13.] 
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Lord Stawell to Secretary Jenkins. I gave you an account on 
Saturday that I was then in Taunton, where the deputy lieutenants 
were not so brisk as I wished. The Sheriff, Sir Francis Warr, and 
myself were for making a general search in all Fanatics’ houses 
in the country as well as that town. The greater part was against 
it, boggling as if the authority were not full enough being not 
under the hand of the King and Council, which I thought looked 
like an excuse. Pray, to remove the scruple, let the Sheriff have 
as strict an order as can be drawn to search all suspected houses 
in the county and for all the deputy lieutenants to attend him 
and, if we do not find them, for it is certain a great deal has been 
sold in to that town, I offer that a reward be offered to discoverers 
and that after a proclamation if any conceal them they may be 
proceeded against as disturbers of the peace. I spoke very plain 
to some, but did not find they would do anything, so I came home 
about 2 Sunday morning, supposing them resolved not to act as 
I thought they ought, but I since understand that yesterday they 
searched again and have found no arms to speak of but some 
papers that look ill, and some in character. I hope the gentlemen 
will be brisker than [I found them on Saturday. The officers 
searched while I was there and a gunsmith gave in an account of 
arms he had made, which was sent you by the Sheriff. [2 pages.

Lord Fitz-Hardinge to Sidney Godolphin. Mr. Secretary is like 
to have so many letters on this plot that I doubt he will be over 
buzed (busied) with them. I returned this morning from Taunton, 
where we examined to little purpose the packets going out and 
coming in. On Saturday and Sunday we searched above a dozen 
houses but to no effect. Our search was known to them before 
it was to ourselves. While London is in subjection, there is no 
fear of the country, at least of this. Taunton is a roguish place 
but not so considerable as they vaunt. There cannot be above 
12,000 souls in it, so that if unanimous, which they are not, the 
numbers of men could not be great. Our gentry are very loyal 
and powerful. We had a great meeting last Saturday at Taunton.

William Lacy and Ferrars Gresley to Secretary Jenkins. 
Sending the examinations and informations against Col. Henry 
Owen. He is committed to the county gaol at Ilchester. The 
witnesses are bound to appear and testify.

Sir Robert Cann and John Fitzherbert to the Duke of Beaufort. 
Understanding the happy discovery of the plot against the King’s 
life and that Col. Rumsey, the late collector here, has rendered 
himself and made some considerable discoveries, and being of 
opinion that the same design has a counterpart here, where he 
had great correspondents, we venture to mind you that he may 
be particularly interrogated about this city, and who was con- 
cerned with him here, for but a few days since Wade’s brother 
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that lived here with Mr. Hugget and is named in the late pro- 
clamation is fled, which induces us to believe that he and many 
others here are of the same conspiracy. If the colonel be well 
pressed and that you have some intimation and expect a further 
account suddenly, which will much reflect on him, if discovered 
by any other, we believe it would induce much to the discovery of 
their design in these parts. Their great correspondent here was 
Robert Henly, who stood for parliament at the last election, and 
Dr. Chancey, a pretender to physic, who is the bell-wether of all 
the Fanatics here, and they were continually caballing together, 
so that we are of opinion that something material might be 
discovered.

The Bishop of Durham to Secretary Jenkins. I have little 
more since my last, only a servant of Lord Grey was going towards 
London with two very good horses for him, but they were stopped 
in this county and are here. We are very watchful and have 
made diligent search for arms and for the persons mentioned in 
your letters. For better securing the peace I desired the Justices 
for several, whose affections to the government are justly sus- 
pected, to find sureties for their good behaviour. Lord Grey’s 
servant was examined and searched but nothing found. [Jbid.

Joseph Reed, deputy Mayor, to Secretary Jenkins. According 
to your directions [ have made search in this city and taken care 
to have notice given me of all strangers passing through or lodging 
here, but as it seems not probable that the persons mentioned in 
your letter will come through this city, being a garrison, I therefore 
accompanied the Sheriff of this county into the Borders and by 
the assistance of Mr. Aglionby, our Recorder, whose son has the 
command of some men for the defence of this county against 
moss troopers, good care is taken to watch and secure all the 
passages into Scotland from the Solway Frith to Northumberland 
and to apprehend all suspected persons. [Ibid. No. 18.] 


Edward Hasell to Secretary Jenkins. On receipt of your letter 
I went forthwith to the next market town and have taken such 
care that, if the Duke of Monmouth or Lord Grey come thither, 
they may be secured. Thence I went to Carlisle and discoursed 
the Mayor and the Recorder, John Aglionby, who both readily 
gave me their assistance and went with me next day to the Borders 
of this county and Scotland and there hired men proper to observe 
the motions of all passengers and to secure the Duke of Monmouth 
or Lord Grey and all persons that may be reasonably suspected, 
so that I hope neither of them can pass without their knowledge. 
I have also personally taken the like care for securing the other 
parts of this county.

Anthony Ettrick to Francis Benson at Lord Sunderland’s 
office. Last Friday I came home and went next day to Blandford 
to assist in the search for Norton. The search had been made the 
day before. All we did on Saturday was to secure a managed 
horse or two, about 10 lbs. of powder and a pair of pistols. In the 
evening, when I left Blandford, our deputy lieutenants sent for a 
boy lately come from his master, Norton, to examine him, of 
which they promised to give Mr. Secretary an account, but I 
have since learnt that Norton lies ill in London of a harm lately 
received in a Whig and Tory brawl. Mr. Edwards of Gray’s Inn, 
town clerk of Shrewsbury, and Mr. Oately, a parson nephew to 
Sir Adam Oately, Master in Chancery, can show you the surgeon 
that has him in care. This I had written to Secretary Jenkins, 
but feared his name on the letter might have betrayed it to the 
industrious faction ; pray acquaint him with it. 

They say the King has his venison only to gratify his friends, 
whom he cannot otherwise acknowledge. I bid my son will 
desire you to get me a brace of warrants out of King’s wood 
near Bristol. [Jbid. No. 21.] 


The information of Nathaniel Hartshorne. The day before or 
a few days before Lord Shaftesbury’s trial I was in Richard 
Goodenough’s study, where were Francis Jenks and Richard 
Nelthorp. They were in a dispute concerning a Chronology to be 
printed by Thomas Cotterell at the Three Legs in the Poultry. 
Jenks asked whether they would not insert therein the manner 
of the design they had to kill the King that it might be for future 
ages to see how they had served the son as they had the old king. 
Goodenough said that the Whigs were too great politicians to act 
the same thing over again and thought it impossible to accomplish 
the King’s death in town but rather abroad. The reason was that 
the King taking disgust at the City would be the more out of 
town, by which he desired to beggar the City but at last would 
be worse than a beggar himself, and that his often returns to and 
from town would at last tire out the Court and consequently he 
would have less guard with him and that then was the best time to 
kill him. They all agreed but I heard no particulars. Nelthorp 
said he would give his horse, saddle and good arms and would 
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promise more for them that would kill the King. Jenks and 
Goodenough said they would give 1001. apiece that it were but 
done, for delays were dangerous. 

At another time John Aliffe, Jenks, Goodenough and myself 
were in hisstudy. Aliffe said it was impossible England could ever 
be happy under such a government as we lived under, for the 
King designs to bring in arbitrary power, but that cannot be 
brought to perfection all at a time but must be done gradually, 
mentioning some things, which I wrote I had forgotten in the 
paper [ gave to Sir Philip Lloyd, but which I have since recol- 
lected, namely that the King had a visible enough design to 
introduce Popery and arbitrary power and overwhelm the light of 
the Scripture, saying that pardoning the Earl of Danby was un- 
lawful and preserving the other lords in the Tower from behead- 
ing was unanswerable and that the King ought to suffer in their 
steads, because he refused what the Parliament desired. 
Goodenough wished that it were now as in Oliver’s days, that the 
King was out of the way, and then out of sight, out of mind, and 
then we will have a good honest Commonwealth and the Tories 
shall see that the Jgnoramus juries shall be laid aside and Billa 
Veras enough to hang the butterflies at Court. 

A little before this Oxford parliament I heard Goodenough say 
that the Duke of Buckingham had 600 men and arms to go to 
Oxford with him and that most of the House of Commons would 
carry men and arms enough to do all their works, if the King 
would not pass the bills the House of Commons should present 
to him. This was said before Mr. John Trenchard to the best of 
my remembrance and myself. Goodenough, being my master, 
frequently gave me many papers and libels against the King and 
government, which I often refused to meddle with but he forced 
me to copy many and threatened to inform my friends ill things 
of me, which he has often done and afterwards confessed it was 
not true, and the occasion of my parting was for these and such 
things, whereby I am rendered incapable of doing anything for 
myself in my employment, so that I lost my 100/. I gave him.

The information of William Warde. When the parliament sat 
at Oxford, he was desired by Lord Shaftesbury to come there and 
was there with him and several other lords of the cabal as they 
called them, but the parliament being dissolved, he went again and 
found him with several of the same lords, who were highly disturbed 
at the dissolution and spoke strange language, but Lord Shaftes- 
bury told him they thanked him for discovering what he knew and 
desired to keep it in writing till another parliament, which should 
not be long or else there would be a great alteration in England. 

The occasion of my being desired to be at Oxford was thus. 
During the last parliament at Westminster in some discourse of 
the Popish plot I said I believed London was burnt by the Papists, 
because in 1665 at Powis Castle, being in the company of Parry, 
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a priest there, and Madame Mosell, Lady Powis’ woman, I asked 
the priest his opinion of the then common discourse of what would 
fall in 1666 from the words ‘‘ the number of the beast is 666,” 
which many thought would be the downfall of the Pope and that 
the rather because the Turk was so prevalent and coming so 
nigh with his vast army. The French woman answered that 
London would be burnt, but, I saying it could not any way relate 
to London, the priest said, If you live till then and-do not see 
London destroyed by fire in 1666 believe nothing I have told you, 
and, if you find that truth, believe all the rest. Sir William 
Waller, being told what I said, wrote to me to come to him. 
He asked me of this, desired me to write it, carried me to the lobby 
and fetched out Sir William Pulteney to swear me, and they both 
desired me to take it to Sir Patience Ward, then Lord Mayor, 
who sent me to Lord Shaftesbury, who discoursed me in it, asking 
me many questions, but the parliament being prorogued and a 
proclamation for another at Oxford, he, Sir. W. Waller and Sir 
P. Ward sent to me to come to Oxford. 

Since Christmas last he has been many journeys westward 
and in many alehouses and elsewhere has heard great discourse 
of what should happen in this year ’83 and great alterations to be 
in this year. The week after Easter at the coffee-house at 
Warminster divers men had the same discourse of ’83 and were 
railing against the present government for prosecuting them for 
serving God according to their consciences, but hoped God would 
send cursed cows short horns and much more such railing dis- 
course. The next morning, going to the sessions at Devizes, he 
overtook four of the same men. with four or five others, who 
told him they were going to the sessions, being prosecuted for 
Dissenters, who asked his opinion if the statute of 35 Eliz. was not 
intended for Popish Dissenters only. They also asked if Lord 
Shaftesbury were really dead, saying his death was a great loss 
to the nation ; and the chief of them, a rich man of great esteem 
of that party, said there had not occurred a greater loss in many 
years, Lord Shaftesbury being a good commonwealth’s man and 
standing for the liberty of the subjects, and if God did not 
strengthen the rest of the lords of his party the nation would be 
ruined ; that all hope was in the Duke of Monmouth, that it 
would be proved he was legitimate, and if ever he appeared in the 
field many thousands out of those countries would soon be with 
him ; and he hoped this very year to see such a change that they 
might serve God according to their conscience without disturbance, 
with much more discourse extolling the evidence of Oates, Bedlow 
and the rest and railing that the Popish Plot was no further 
prosecuted and that nothing was intended but ruling by arbitrary 
government. These men live all in and about Warminster and 
I can know them amongst many but their names cannot remember. 

The informant being at Hampton Court the day Lord Grey 
gave security for good behaviour, he told Lord Grey he was sorry 
he was in custody, who told him he should be discharged 
immediately and in short time would see an alteration in England.

The examination of James Baker of Deal, seaman. William 


‘Rouse, his partner, and John Holloway, the owner of the vessel, 


had made a bargain with Mr. Shrimpton for 5/. to go down the 
Swin Channel to meet some East Indiamen. If they did not 
find them, they were to go to Maldon river to Bradwell. He, 
Rouse, and Josiah Norden, another seaman, and Mr. Shrimpton 
went off from Deal Friday morning, 29 June, and about 10 a.m. 
the following Sunday came into Burnham river. He and 
Shrimpton were set on shore at Hollowell wall in Burnham 
marsh over against Foulness. Shrimpton desired him to go with 
him on foot to Bradwell, which he did, whilst the other two seamen 
were to carry the vessel to Bradwell to meet him and Shrimpton 
and, as soon as they came to Bradwell, they were taken by the 
watch. 

The examination of William Rouse of Deal, seaman. John 
Holloway owns the vessel and he and Baker and Norden divide 
amongst them what is earned by the vessel, Holloway having a 
part as owner, though he never goes any voyage with them. 
(The rest of the examination agrees with that of James Baker.) 

The examination of Epaphras Shrimpton of London, linen- 
draper. He married the daughter of Matthew Meade, late 
minister of Stepney, and being in debt he was forced to leave his 
trade for fear of his creditors. He used often to come to Deal and 
take a boat to meet the East Indiamen and buy calicoes etc. 
Last Thursday he hired a vessel at Deal to go to meet East 
Indiamen and, in case they could not meet any of them, they were 
to carry him to Bradwell, where he had appointed some of his 
creditors to meet him, only two standing out, and he hoped to 
compound all his debts. At last on closer examination he con- 
fessed that he had hired that vessel with intent to carry Matthew 
Meade, his father-in-law, Mr. Nisbet, who he said was his father’s 
man, and Mr. Bourne, a brewer in St. Giles’ in the Fields, who was 
also failed, either to Flanders or France as opportunity served. 

The examination of John Nisbet of Stepney. He was born in 
Northumberland, and bred a scholar in Edinburgh. He came to 
London and was usher at Mr. Walton’s school at Bethnal Green. 
Thence he came to Mile End and lived about a year in Matthew 
Richardson’s house and taught his children. He came to Brad- 
well with Mr. Richardson and, being a scholar, intended to go 
to Flanders and put himself into some college. He utterly denied 
that he knew Mr. Richardson to have any other name. 

The examination of Matthew Meade, alias Richardson, of 
Stepney. His name is Matthew Meade. He was formerly 
minister of Stepney but left that living for Nonconformity. He 
had been very much persecuted for his-judgment and several 
warrants were out against him, therefore he went by the name of 
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Richardson. He went to Bradwell to inquire of the value of an 
estate mortgaged to a friend of his and also to meet Mr. Shrimpton, 
who, he said, owed him 900/., and that Shrimpton had promised to 
him some of his money and to state the accounts between them. 
He at last confessed that he did not come down without some 
thoughts of going beyond the seas. 

The examination of Zachary Bourne, alias Wilson, of St. Giles’ 
in the Fields. He had been a brewer, but being in debt was forced 
to abscond. His name is Bourne, but for fear of his creditors he 
went by the name of Wilson. He came down with Mr. Meade, 
Mr. Nisbett and Mr. Preston intending to go beyond the seas with 
Nisbett. 

The examination of John Preston of Stepney. He holds a 
farm at Tillingham near Bradwell. He came down with his 
neighbour to show him the way to Bradwell, having business at 
his farm. He and Meade lay together at an alehouse in Tilling- 
ham last Saturday night. He was twice at Bradwell on the 
Sunday and Meade and he went through his marshes, which the 
neighbours affirm to be a mile out of the way, though he says, 
when he was in his marshes, it was the nearest way. [34 pages.

Richard Sandys to Secretary Jenkins. Col. Owen was last 
Monday before the Justices, where he owned he had been with 
the Duke of Monmouth at the Earl of Anglesey’s in Drury Lane 
about 10 days before he left London, but he did not then speak 
with the Duke, many of the nobility being present. The chief 
occasion of his going to the Earl of Anglesey’s was that he was 
employed in some business of his in Ireland, and he also did 
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business for him in England. He was to wait on the Duke the 
day before he came out of London but the Duke was not at home. 
He denied the greatest part of the contents of the affidavit, 
whereof I sent you a copy, though he had owned the same before 
the Justice and myself at the first examination. The Justices 
committed him to the county gaol, till he be cleared by order of 
the King and Council. 

I mentioned in my last that Bowers of Dunster was a very 
suspicious person. As I was riding to Bridgwater last Saturday 
I met him and carried him back with me thither, where I had him 
before a magistrate of the town, who without any full examination 
dismissed him. I was very much dissatisfied and acquainted the 
Justices at their meeting last Monday with the proceedings at 
Bridgwater and with the cause of the suspicion. They granted 
me a special warrant to bring him before one of them to-morrow. 
I went in search of him with a constable to his own house, where 
he was denied but wasfound hidinagarret. [14 pages. S.P.Dom., 
Car.

Roger Pope to Secretary Jenkins. Last Sunday a messenger 
came with a letter to Willey for Mr. Weld, and thence to my 
house in Bridgenorth with another to Mr. Edward Kynaston of 
Oateley, who was with me, and a third for Capt. Wolryche, all 
three deputy lieutenants, which were from Mr. John Walcott and 
enclosed a copy of a letter from you of 24 June to Lord Newport 
for preparing the militia. Mr. Walcott’s appointed a meeting 
about this at the next sessions at Salop this day sennight, but the 
time was too dilatory in the opinion of the said deputies. There- 
fore they appointed a meeting in Bridgenorth on Monday morning, 
where I took the enclosed examination. If inquiry be thought fit 
to be made at Trentham in Staffordshire or elsewhere, this may 
give some discovery, for I am informed a considerable quantity 
of arms are there at Mr. Leveson’s. All suspected places either 
of his or Charleton’s or any other on our side of the county will 
be searched to-day by Capt. Davenport, our Sheriff, who has a 
party of horse and foot to attend him. I have published the last 
proclamation and pasted it on the town hall, have ordered double 
watches and shall take all care for detecting and apprehending 
all traitors. [4 pages. Ibid. No. 35.] Enclosed, 

The examination of Edward Ouldbury, junior. He has made 
about 10 muskets and carbines for Mr. Leveson Gower. 
John Farr, another gunsmith, made as many and they 
delivered. them about a year since.

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Sir Henry Goring, William Morley and James Butler to the 
Earl of Dorset and Middlesex. In pursuance of your command 
we have ordered the militia officers to have their troops and 
companies in readiness. They have called part of their troops 
and companies together and searched for arms and have to-day 
made return of what they found, which we enclose. We have 
ordered all the troopers and foot soldiers to be discharged and 
writ for further orders. We have no orders to seize persons 
except those mentioned in the proclamation. [S.P.Dom.,Car. II.

John Pigott to Secretary Jenkins. According to his Majesty’s 
commands I went immediately to Taunton with notice to the 
gentlemen of our country, who met me there and last Saturday 
searched most of the suspected houses but found few arms. 
Sunday morning we searched again, but could find nothing but a 
few old swords, pistols and birding pieces, which are secured. 
(Names of the gentlemen who met.) At any time they will be all 
ready to stand by his Majesty with their lives and fortunes. The 
deputy lieutenants have divided themselves and intend to search 
the houses of all the disaffected through the county. I am sure 
this part, where I live, will not be left unsearched. [Jbid. No. 37.] 


Edward Thompson, Mayor, to Secretary Jenkins. In obedience 
to your commands I caused the gates to be shut and immediately 
ordered a strict search through the city but found no such persons 
as your letter describes, nor do I suspect they can be here, for 
since the first proclamation I have caused an account to be taken 
of all strangers that have come and lodged here. I also caused 
a hue and cry to be issued after them northwards according to 
the description in your letter and, considering that it appears 
that 5 of those persons were Scotchmen, who but three weeks 
before had been at the informant’s house with packs on their 
backs, I caused the persons mentioned in the enclosed informa- 
tions to be brought before me, being all such traders and so not 
unlikely instruments for carrying on so traitorous a corres- 
pondence, but by their landlords’ informations confirmed by 
other good citizens they are people that came purposely to our 
fair on St. Peter’s day last and none of them, except 3, have been 
out of Yorkshire or Lancashire above this twelvemonth and some 
of them more, but go up and down hawking and peddling. 
However I have taken bail that they shall not depart the city 
till I receive your directions, which I beseech you to let me have 
with the greatest diligence, they being all very poor men who stay 
here at great charges and I hope are no ways suspicious. 

Six of these persons are tenants to Lord Preston on the Borders. 
I have since had an account of the taking of the six Scotchmen at 
Ferrybridge. [14 pages. Ibid. No. 38.] Enclosed,

Coply, the deputy governor, and several aldermen made diligent 
search till 2 in the morning but found none of the said persons nor 
any other we could deem suspicious.

On receipt of your order we had search made 
for the persons named in the certificate and apprehended 20

Scotch pedlars. To-morrow we send them to the Bishop of 
Durham to take their examinations.

Nicholas Fenwick, Mayor, and 5 others to Secretary Jenkins. 
On search for two Scotch ministers in the house of John Mann, 
a suspected person, the men were fled, but we found many 
seditious books and some letters and papers and among them this 
enclosed, which in regard of the dangerous contents we thought 
convenient to communicate to you. We have bound Mann to 
appear at the next sessions and shall keep a watchful eye on him. 
Our watch is continued for apprehending those mentioned in 
your last two letters.

Paper apparently signed — Gordon but the signature is blotted 
out. After long observations on the sanctuary of the reformed 
church in these lands being laid desolate, the shedding of 
Protestant blood, the prevalence of Erastianism etc., it pro- 
ceeds :—The foregoing discourse will show that the Lord has 
justly broken down the hedge and the walls of government 
and is charging Scotland as he did Israel (see Isaiah, c. 5). 

Israel’s cause is a perfect parallel to Scotland’s. We may see 
why the hedge wall of government is broken down ; there 
was a stumbling block from the beginning that prevented the 
building from standing, which could not only not wall in 
with the building but hindered all the stones from cementing, 
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which has been of another building rather than a reformed 
building. This stumbling block of the idol of jealousy has 
drawn three parts after it and notwithstanding King James 
bringing in the bishops and persecuting the godly and not- 
withstanding King Charles I giving all encouragement to 
shed so much Protestant blood in Ireland and notwithstanding 
King Charles II being educated under Popish tutors and 
though it’s known he had wicked, malignant, atheistical 
counsellors over sea about him, though the Lord testified his 
displeasure eminently as against the father so against the 
son ;—after the Lord had relieved the nations of such a plague 
and idol of jealousy yet, without any apparent sign of repen- 
tance or any evidence of affection to the Covenanted interest, 
yet to call him home and contend zealously for him as a notable 
reformer, as we may discern our sad mistake so we may read 
our sin in the judgments lying and further threatened against 
a backsliding people, so that Scotland hath a rod of her own 
platting. Why should she complain that her sorrow is 
bitter? Why is she robbed? Her sins have procured these 
things unto her. The idol of jealousy was recalled, first to 
Scotland and then to the three kingdoms, yet the Lord has 
raised up witnesses to give in their testimonies against the 
court and a corrupt court party in the Church and against 
synods and assemblies driving on the court’s designs. Indeed 
that corrupted party has gained what they aimed at and has 
fairly mounted the idol of jealousy on an episcopal or 
Erastian supremacy or both. At first the Church tampering 
with that idol was divided into resolutioners, the greatest 
party, and into protesters or remonstrators which are one. 
The protesters soon discerned their mistake, which they could 
not remedy, nor is it remedied to this day, but reserved as the 
rod of God’s indignation against the nations, yet they all 
along protested against the proceedings of the court and the 
court party in the court. The party of the resolutioners are 
most of them episcopal and some few are turned indulged, 
but all that are indulged were either resolutioners, which were 
the great and indeed corrupt party of the Church, or are 
prosecuting the designs of the resolutioners, but have reached 
the sitting down on the designed purchase of either an episcopal 
or a more disguised and Erastian supremacy, which goes 
under the name of the Indulgence, which, though some 
favourably yet blindly construe to be an homologation of 
Erastianism, being it lies under the ordering and rules of the 
magistrate or his council, it cannot be an homologation but 
direct Erastianism, being the indulged have given the magis- 
trate power not only over the external government of the Church, 
which neither the indulged have power to give away nor the 
magistrate to receive, but they have also given over the internals 
of the Church to the magistrate in so far as they submit to 
his placing and displacing the ambassadors of King Jesus, the 
only head and king and sole governor of His house, as also 
they submit the soundness of their doctrine to the magistrate 
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or his council, and, if they be summoned before the 
council for transgressing the canons and rule the King and 
his council gave them, they compear. I doubt if any has 
heard of the protestations of any of the indulged against the 
council as incompetent judges in Church matters but on the 
contrary those deposed have obeyed the council, as is clear by 
the instance of Master Wallace, who was deposed by the council 
and obeyed. So examine who are they that have given the 
supremacy whether episcopal or Hrastian into the magis- 
trate’s hands and who are the owners, and who are compliers 
with and defenders of the idol of jealousy’s usurped supremacy 
over the matters of God’s house. Few will be found that have 
not declined to the right or left and few Calebs or Joshuas that 
have followed the Lord with their whole heart, few standing 
on the bottom of a covenanted interest so that Scotland’s 
apostasy has run so shameful a length that we may cry, Tell at 
not in Gath, publish it not in Ascalon. (Originally 8 pages, 
but the first 4 are missing.

God preserve us from all such horrid iniquities as are a shame to 
Christianity. “Tis better to suffer to the uttermost than to sin 
against God, till God shall plead the cause of his suffering servants. ~ 
As we in the country so [ doubt not you in the City lay to heart 
the dismal fruits of impatience and discontent, which, I hope, 
will be found on but a few unbridled persons, for whose enor- 
mities innocent people put on mourning. [Jbid. No. 45.] 


William Blathwayt to the Earl of Conway. On receiving your 
letter of the 30th I acquainted Secretary Jenkins with what you 
wrote concerning the militia, to which he answers that those 
methods may be very good in case of action, which is not now 
so much apprehended, but that his Majesty expects the militia 
to be ready at 24 hours’ warning.

He waited on the Duke of Monmouth on behalf 
of a soldier, a friend of his, about some arrears due to him so long 
ago as before the Duke went to the Low Countries and has never 
been in his presence since his return from thence. He never 
discoursed with Sir Thomas Armstrong above 2 hours in all, when 
there was a discourse of an election at Stafford, and never had any 
acquaintance with him. He has heard that about 10 muskets or 
carbines were bought by Mr. Charleton of Farr of Bridgnorth and 
that they were kept in the kitchen of Mr. Charleton’s house at 
Apply. He waited on Lord Russell in order to the procuring of 
a place for one Foxcroft and Charleton was then with him, but he 
was never above two hours in his life in Lord Russell’s company, 
and this was about two years ago. It is above a twelvemonth 
since he was at London, and then he did not converse with Lord 
Russell nor any time since. He has seen Mr. Whitaker at the 
Amsterdam coffee-house, but about two years since, but never 
was at any private place to discourse with him.

their own safety by hiding all things which might give suspicion. 
I have by the advice of the deputy lieutenants ordered three 
companies of the trained bands and a squadron of the county 
horse to keep guard at Winchester, who are to be relieved every 
week by the like number, till I receive command to dismiss them. 
Intelligence came to Portsmouth that four men and a woman in 
disguise came to a small creek near Chichester, where a vessel 
lay ready, which presently put to sea. On notice hereof a little 
yacht and the guard boats sailed to Spithead, hoping to have 
seized the passengers, but they are returned without any tidings 
ofthem. [14 pages. Ibid. No. 59.] 


Edward Seymour to Secretary Jenkins. Informing him of the 
arrest of a person at Appledore, going for Ireland, so like the 
Richard Rumbold mentioned in the proclamation, though he 
goes by the name of John Ceely, that he has ordered his close 
commitment. [Jbid. No. 60.] 


John Pigott to Secretary Jenkins. Enclosing a letter inter- 
cepted on Saturday at Taunton by him.—The person directed to 
is but an inconsiderable fellow. He says he does not know where 
the writer lodges in London. [Jbid. No. 61.] 


Nathaniel Reading to Secretary Jenkins. You will, before 
this comes, have received by Mr. Cooke from Dr. Gardner an 
account of the information against George Holgate. The severe 
usage of the bearer, Mr. Axton Curtose, from his ill creditors by 
reason of Lord Grey’s arms, which he discovered, has made him 
take sanctuary with me in our level and go by the name of Wilson. 
He comes on purpose to let you know the circumstances of that 
affair and to beg your directions, whether you think it more for 
his Majesty’s service to have him tried at the next assizes or be 
removed up. Let him have your favour in representing to the 
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King his ruin because of his loyalty and getting him some boon 
out of Lord Grey’s fine or some other way, as it will not only 
enable him to do further service but encourage others. [S.P. 
Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 62.] 


Thomas Ireland, postmaster, to Secretary Jenkins. As soon 
as [ received your letter I carried the information to the Alderman, 
who sent his constables and they searched in every ward, but 
could find no such persons. [Ibid. No. 63.] 


William Herring to Secretary Jenkins. I observed your 
commands in yours of 30 June in applying to the Mayor and 
making search for the persons mentioned but believe they are 
gone northward, for about noon on Saturday six persons very well 
armed passed through not unlike those described in your letter, 
but divided 4in one company and 2in another. Ihave acquainted 
the Duke of Newcastle, who hopes they may be taken further 
North. [Jbid. No. 64.] 


H. Hawdon to Secretary Jenkins. Describing the steps he 
took to search for the six persons, who, he is informed, lay at the 
post house at Bawtry from Saturday night till Monday morning.— 
As soon as the postmaster there received your letter he rode to 
Doncaster and they sent out a horse and man after them, so, 
I hope, before this comes to you, you will receive an account of 
their being taken. [Ibid. No. 65.] 


Thomas Johnson to Secretary Jenkins. Informing him that 
diligent search had been made but no suspected persons found. 
[Ibid. No. 66.] 


Edward Marshall to Secretary Jenkins. I carried yours with 
the enclosed information to William Ellis, a Justice for the West 
Riding, who immediately issued warrants according to the 
information to the constables. [Jbid. No. 67.] 


John Stainforth to Secretary Jenkins. I carried your com- 
mands to the Lord Mayor, who immediately issued warrants to 
make all possible search and sent a hue and cry into the North. 
We are informed that the persons are taken by Justice Tindall 
at Ferrybridge. [Jbid. No. 68.] 


Sir John Reresby to Secretary Jenkins. By the messenger 
sent to search Nelthorp’s house at Seacroft I have only learnt 
that Nelthorp was seen at Leeds last Sunday and that Alderman 
Headley of the same place, coming into the coffee-house there 
last Friday, saw a man booted in a by room, thought he had seen 
him, but could not recollect who he was, till, finding Goodenough 
in the proclamation, he remembered it was he. The messenger 
was told this by the keeper of the coffee-house. Nelthorp’s grand- 
father lives at Brigtown and his uncle or some of his relations at 
Barton in Lincolnshire, both disaffected persons. They are 
supposed to be fled that way. 
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The King’s arms were very lately pulled down and defaced at 
Keighley, near Leeds. 

(About the meeting of the deputy lieutenants as in the next 
letter.) I continue to stop all suspicious travellers, but we shall 
not long be able to do, many of our soldiers being sick with 
continual duty. I believe the 6 Scotchmen directed to be 
stopped are secured at Ferrybridge. One of them that denied 
at first being a parson has since confessed he is one. [Misdated 
June 4 but endorsed July 4. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 69.] 


The Earl of Burlington to Secretary Jenkins. Having by 
Saturday’s post given you an account of how far I had obeyed 
his Majesty’s commands, | must further acquaint you that I 
had yesterday a meeting at York with the deputy lieutenants 
and many others to receive what they had done. They have 
been very active in the search for Nelthorpe and Goodenough 
and since for the Duke of Monmouth and Lord Grey according 
to the orders in your last of the 27th, but nothing can be heard 
of any of them in the whole Riding, so that I believe none of them 
are yet come this way. Should they attempt it, such strict and 
strong watches are kept over the whole West Riding, that I do 
not conceive it possible they can escape that way, and the con- 
tinuance of them J have strictly commanded and appointed that 
a watchful eye be kept in all parts of the Riding on those of the 
disaffected party, who are to be secured on the least jealousy of 
them, and I directed the deputy lieutenants to disarm all those in 
their divisions that they shall justly suspect. I had likewise an 
account there from the militia officers that they were in a readiness 
to draw together, whenever I should signify his Majesty’s pleasure. 
I was told yesterday by one of the deputy lieutenants that his 
servant was informed near Doncaster last Thursday or Friday by 
a countryman that a stranger with one eye had lodged the night 
before at their town and had asked the way to another village on 
the road to Wakefield. and believing this might be the Rumbold 
mentioned in the proclamation I ordered hue and cry to be sent 
four several ways for his apprehension, he being on foot. In my 
return last night homewards I received notice from Justice 
Tindall living near Ferribridge that he had secured there six 
Scotchmen, whom he believes to be those mentioned in your letter 
to the postmaster there, whose examinations he has taken and 
will send them you this post. Till he receive your commands, I 
have desired him to take special care they be safely and strictly 
guarded. [3 pages. Ibid. No. 70.] 


George Mawson to Secretary Jenkins. I immediately carried 
yours of the 30th to the Mayor, who with the Lieut.-Governor, 
several of the Aldermen, the constables and a guard of soldiery 
made diligent search for all suspicious persons in this town and 
liberties. [Jhid. No. 71.] 


Thomas Carr to Secretary Jenkins. Having this morning’s 
post received a line from you with the enclosed paper I have been 
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to-day with Col. Strother’s brother about it, whose house is but 
3 miles from me, where [ also met our High Sheriff, where on 
communication of the paper to them they have promised to have 
all the care they can and to acquaint all the other Justices and 
deputy lieutenants, though I believe as to my lord’s coming this 
way it will hardly be found any way probable, but I rather 
apprehend he is either gone to the next sea port or may lie 
absconded in our great metropolis, all in Chillingham Castle 
being most narrowly searched yesterday by Col. Strother and his 
troop, the Sheriff also having been at other of his places. How- 
ever the search will not be given over, when they can meet with 
anything that comes but near the information you received. 
[S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 427, No. 72.] 


Robert Rodham to Secretary Jenkins. I immediately showed 
yours of 30 June with an information enclosed to our Mayor, 
who summoned the Justices and Common Council and on reading 
them they forthwith issued their warrants to search the whole 
town. To do it more effectually they sent with the constables 
and sergeants at mace the Alderman pro anno and the bailiffs, 
who divided themselves, each party taking a fourth part of the 
town, but found no such persons. By their warrants they were 
to bring all strangers before the magistrates to be examined, and 
they have continued their warrants in case they should hereafter 
meet any person they might suspect. I showed them also to the 
Governor, who has such a watchful eye over the gates that no 
stranger can pass or repass without strict examination, so that 
should they or any other come here ’twere hard for them to escape 
unless they give a satisfactory account of themselves. ([Jbid. 
No. 73.] 


Constant Oates to Secretary Jenkins. Offering his services. 
Is going to Dublin to receive money due to him there but will 
attend with all expedition if commanded. (Dated June 4, 
endorsed July 4.) (Ibid. No. 74.] 


K. Fysher to the Earl of Clarendon. I have been informed of 
Ralph Alexander, who, they say, was concerned with Blood in 
stealing the crown. He was some time a brewer in Brick Lane, 
Spitalfields, where he now lives and has for a considerable time 
made armour, which he covers with cloth. His neighbour does 
not know how he vends them. Possibly his house being searched 
and he examined some discovery might be made, for the dis- 
guising armour looks ill. They may be conveyed anywhere 
without discovering what they are. (Dated June 4, but endorsed 
July 4.) (Ibid. No. 75.] 


Matthew Meade to his sister, Mrs. Jane Jenkins. I saw Mr. 
Blackwell’s land at Bradwell and think your security is good. 
When questioned [ told them that was one of my errands thither, 
therefore, should you be questioned, pray satisfy the truth of it, 
(Ibid. No. 76.] 
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Matthew Meade to his wife. Requesting her to send the above 
to sister Jenkins.—I am now passing by to Whitehall. I never 
before passed by thee sorudely. [S.P.Dom., Car. II.427, No.77.] 


The examinations on oath of Thomas Snell, drawer at the 
Three Tun tavern, Isaac Clarke, master thereof, and John 
Merrick, constable. About 12 the night before last three gentle- 
men, whom the examinants do not know, came to the tavern, 
where they drank the healths of the King, Queen and Duke of 
Monmouth. [Ibid. No. 78.] 


The information on oath of John Prosser. He was about 2 
years servant to Timothy Eastwood, who lives next door to the 
Black Boy in Fore Street without Cripplegate. He heard 16 
July, 1682, a discourse between Eastwood and John Whitecake, 
his next neighbour, to this effect. -Eastwood asked Whitecake 
what he had done. He answered he had 16 down in the list 
already and doubted not ere long to get more. Whitecake next 
day informed Eastwood he had got 8 more listed and in readiness 
and showed him a paper full of names. Eastwood declared they 
were a fine company and Whitecake called Eastwood captain and 
Eastwood called Whitecake lieutenant and the informant believes 
that the said company were to fight against the King and govern- 
ment. Eastwood afterwards said to Whitecake there never would 
be any good times till the King and the Duke of York were put by 
and the Duke of Monmouth made King and that he would stand 
up for the Duke of Monmouth to be King, for, if the Duke of 
York should be King, they should have their throats cut. On a 
Sunday in July, 1682, Grace Mallary, Eastwood’s sister-in-law, 
declared she heard that the King should say that all meetings 
or conventicles should be put down within a month. Eastwood 
replied, the King had best to have a care, for, if he did, he should 
not live a month after. Eastwood and Whitecake are Presby- 
terians and never went to their parish church that the informant 
knew of, but Eastwood frequented Mr. Slater’s meeting-house 
in Rope-makers’ Alley in Little Moorfields, and would not permit 
the informant while in his service to go to his parish church but 
forced him to go with him to the said meeting-house. This 
information is given not out of malice to Eastwood but out of 
duty to his Majesty. [14 pages. Ibid. No. 79.] 


The informations on oath of Andrew Waterland, Isaac Vanplove 
and Farmery Man of the levels of Hatfield Chace taken before 
Dr. Gardner, Sub-Dean of Lincoln. On Monday the 2nd instant 
George Holgate of Terry in the manor of Epworth, bricklayer, 
having been sent for by Nathaniel Reading to repair the church 
at Santoft came into the alehouse near it, where Thomas Wilson 
and the informants were. Prosperity and long life to his Majesty 
and the Duke of York having been drunk and Holgate refusing 
to drink the Duke’s health, a discourse arose concerning the dis- 
loyalty of divers of the inhabitants of the said manor and that it 
was publicly said by several of them that they hoped suddenly to 
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see a change and that his Majesty should not live long. Then 
Holgate declared to Wilson that Wilson was the Duke of Monmouth 
and that, if he would give him a commission, he would sound a 
trumpet and bring 500 of the said inhabitants to fight against his 
Majesty and the Duke of York for him, whom he all along called 
my lord and the Duke of Monmouth, though Wilson declared 
himself very much offended thereat. Wilson asked Holgate 
which of the said inhabitants would appear therein and if they 
had any arms. Holgate answered that they had great store of 
them and that John Pinder and Mr. Ryther would assist with 
both arms and money and he himself would convey Wilson to 
Pinder’s house where he should be kindly and securely entertained. 
Holgate declared that he knew very well what he said and would 
maintain it at any other time. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 80.] 


Minutes of proceedings before the King and the Privy Council. 
Don Lewis called in. Asked what he can say touching the con- 
spiracy ; whether he knows one Pearson at Amsterdam, answers, 
Yes. Application was made to him by one Blunt, who told him, 
if his name was Lewis, the King expected service from him. He 
answered, he would do all the service he could. He said he wrote 
in his favour to the King, whereon Lewis said he would go for 
England. He was set upon several times in the streets in Holland. 
Hudson said he had a letter from Sir L. Jenkins and that he might 
be secure if he went over, and accordingly he is come over. He 
never said anything else to Blunt. Stephen College and Capt. 
Brown on the dissolving of the Westminster parliament said to 
him, Rowley was on his old tricks, he should see it was not in the 
King’s power to dissolve parliament ; there was a law for it, 
which was not repealed. He showed him the law. Capt. Brown 
brought him acquainted with College, who asked Brown if he 
could trust this man. Brown answered yes, whereon College 
told him there were men ready to justify the remnant of the Long 
Parliament. He refused to go, because he had a lawsuit with the 
Admiralty. College answered, he would get him a protection, 
which he did from Lord Howard. College told him at Knights- 
bridge he would give him one of the laws against dissolving the 
parliament. They would bring the King to the law. Before 
the parliament was dissolved, there was a club of parliament men 
at Oxford, Sir R. Curst (Cust), Sir W. Waller and others. College 
said, they little thought whom they were providing the theatre 
for to sitin. Next morning they were dissolved. Several people 
would have killed him at Rotterdam and Amsterdam. He went 
with Lord Paget, Lord Clare and Lord Huntingdon and Lord 
Howard would have had him inform against the King. These 
lords knew of this design to introduce the Long Parliament, but 
they never told him so. 

Afternoon.—Richard Holford, a lawyer of the Temple, called 
in. Asked whether he heard of a design against the King, 
answers that he did not hear of any before Wednesday sennight. 
Had no other acquaintance with R. Goodenough than as he was 
concerned in a lawsuit with him, Goodenough being a solicitor 
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in a cause he had care of. Had chid Francis Goodenough for his 
brother’s neglecting the cause, who answered that a warrant was 
out against him which hindered the dispatch of the business. He 
never had any privacy with Mr. West. 

Eastwood, a cheesemonger, called in on the information of 
Prosser. Knows John Whitecake but not of his having any list, 
nor did he ever call him lieutenant. Knows Prosser, formerly his 
servant, who ran away about half a year ago. Prosser dealt 
unfaithfully with him and picked his box. Has not these 12 
months gone to conventicles and now goes to church. 

Ordered that Eastwood and Prosser attend again at 3.

The conclusion of the examination of William Hone. (The rest 
is printed in State Trials, Vol. IX, col. 428.) About a fortnight 
or 3 weeks ago met Sir Robert Peyton in Bell Yard and dined with 
him at an ordinary off Chancery Lane. As they were going to 
dine, Sir Robert said the Fanatics were a parcel of cowardly 
rogues and would not fight and afterwards at dinner Sir Robert 
told him, it was said he had no interest, but that they should 
know he could raise 500 horse and, if he did so, and they would 
not come out, they should be knocked on the head as well as 
himself. He further told him a person met him and bid him be 
quiet, and Sir Robert said he replied he would travel for 2 or 3 
years and come again. Sir Robert did not say who the person 
was. [Ibid. 426.] 


Secretary Jenkins to Sir Nicholas Butler. His Majesty finding 
cause to have Mr. Richard Cromwell, the late pretended Protector, 
brought before him in order to be examined has commanded me 
to desire your direction where he may be found. [S.P. Dom.., 
Entry Book 68, p. 314.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Attorney General. The Duke of 
Beaufort having moved his Majesty that a Quo Warranto might 
be issued against the corporation of Leominster and having showed 
him Judge Hopton’s opinion, his Majesty is willing to rely wholly 
on the Duke’s prudence and that you should issue it out, when 
ever he sends for it. [Ibid. p. 315.] 


Commission to Capt. Richard Potter to be lieutenant of the 
Queen’s troop of grenadiers. Minute. [Jbid. 69, p.43.] 


Warrant to Lord Dartmouth, Master General of the Ordnance, 
for employing Capt. Frederick Tief as an engineer in the Ordnance 
Office with an allowance of 120]. per annum out of the treasury 
of the said office, payable quarterly to commence from 25 March 
last.

and having found any of them for apprehending them and bringing 
them before the Earl of Sunderland. Minute. [Jbid. p. 10.] 


Account by Mr. Richardson of his expenses for coach hire etc. 
about Major Holmes, Spence, Wood, Cole, Smith and Jeffreys 
and two more taken, examined and discharged between 25 June 
and4July. Inhis searches were taken 3 Nonconformist ministers, 
Stretton, Mortimore and Francklyn, who were committed to 
Newgate for not taking the oaths. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, 
No. 82.] 


Secretary Jenkins to Capt. Walcot. I immediately laid your 
letter before his Majesty. He heard it with his wonted patience 
and goodness. You have taken the best way in my judgment 
to incline him to the mercy you need. The way he has directed 
for you to come at him is to come by water to the Privy Stairs, 
to land there and to knock at the first door, which is Mr. 
Chiffinch’s, on the left hand in that lobby. The most convenient 
and private hour is between 2 and 3 in the afternoon. I will be 
there myself. You may give your name to me to be Hughes, 
lest any should be by. [Jbid. No. 83.] 


Roger L’Estrange to Secretary Jenkins. I enclose the original 
of a paper I had by me several years pointing expressly to the 
conspiracy now in question. Hndorsed “‘ Mr. L’Estrange with a 
paper about Claypole.” [Ibid. No. 84.] 


Thomas Cheek to Secretary Jenkins. I am desired by Mr. 
Trenchard to know whether his Majesty will give him leave to 
peruse the Statute book. I am so scrupulous because he has as 
yet no notice of his trial. [Jbid. No. 85.] 


Robert West to Secretary Jenkins. I have sent another sheet 
of my recollections to show that I will not conceal any thing that 
occurs to me. I will not say this is all 1 can ever say, but it is 
all I can remember at present and, if anything more occurs to me, 
I will present it. My evidence against Lord Howard might, 
methinks, be an argument that I would not industriously conceal 
any thing, for no man could have detected me but Lord Howard 
himself, who, I suppose, would not be very apt to accuse himself. 
Were I capable of giving evidence against the great men, I think 
I should be more ready to do it than against any other, if I would 
make any difference at all, for I look on them as the men that 
have ruined me and those of my degree, but my anger against 
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them shall never transport me to say more thanI know. Ihave 
not spared that I can accuse, but have accused some for whom I 
would have lost my life in any civil matter. If I have in my 
examinations spoken cautiously of any, I have not done so in 
tenderness to them but to my own conscience. Death to me now 
will have more stings than to any other, for I shall fall unpitied 
of all sides; of the party I professed myself of, because I have 
accused my bosom friends ; of the other party, not only for my 
crime, but for being supposed to conceal what I know, and by 
all indifferent persons I shall be looked on as a fool, who confessed 
enough to hang myself, and would not confess enough to save 
myself. Had I quite escaped, as I think I could have done, or 
died resolutely without discovery, the losses of my family might 
have been repaired by my friends I have accused or I might 
myself have made some provision for them abroad, but now they 
must be exposed to beggary. If I have not given that evidence 
that might have been expected from me, I believe I have been 
in a great measure the instrument of a further discovery, and that 
some had not rendered themselves, if I had not done so first. 
I hope his Majesty will not discourage others so much from 
rendering themselves to make a discovery as by my death he may 
do, though death is but my just due. I beseech your intercession 
with him. [2 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 86.]

The further examination of Robert West (printed in State 
Trials, Vol. IX, col. 420) where in col. 421 after ‘“ Hampton Court 
and Windsor” is omitted :—Afterwards the examinant com- 
plained to Shepard that he was like to pay for the said arms himself 
and therefore thought to send them to sea, whereon Shepard 
offered to buy two of the blunderbusses at the price he paid for 
them. Ferguson has for some time commended Lord Brandon 
and told the examinant he believed Lords Macclesfield and 
Brandon would both appear in Cheshire in the general insurrection. 
The examinant never spoke with either of the said lords about 
any such thing or any other plot or design whatever. [Ibid.]

It was further discoursed at some of the said meetings 
what should be done with the King’s natural sons and it was said 
by Rumbold and Ferguson, Hang it, never kill them, let them live 
to be porters, watermen and linkboys.

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Sir Robert Vyner to Secretary Jenkins. Begging him to lay 
the petition of John Allen before his Majesty, he having had some 
acquaintance with his parents. 

If you examine Harrison’s information, which I sent you last 
March, you will find some of the persons there named to be the 
same that are now known to be guilty of the horrid conspiracy, 
but I doubt not you have now clearer evidence than that person 
could give methen.

Giles Hancocke (a Whig newswriter) to Secretary Jenkins. 
Through the mediation of Justice Warcupp, who has been 
eminently serviceable, for which none has been more reproached 
by the censorious Whigs, I transmit you this, acknowledging 
my remissness in not rendering you constant information of what 
might have occurred to my knowledge, which proceeded not from 
want of willingness but through some personal disasters, but I 
now solemnly resolve to apply myself wholly to discover and 
frustrate all the designs of the Dissenting factious citizens, who 
under colour of maintaining privileges have traitorously plotted 
the death of his Majesty and his Royal Highness and the sub- 
version of the government.

Col. William Rooke to Secretary Jenkins. According to the 
orders we received there has been as much care as possible in 
these parts to preserve the peace, having in all divisions ordered 
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a general search and disarming by the militia officers, and the 
like I have done in the port towns belonging to my regiment, only 
Beallsborne, which is part of Fordwich company, belongs to Hast- 
ings, the Mayor of that town having a deputy there, over whom 
I have no legal command, which I am sorry for, in regard Sir 
Robert. Hales, who demolished two of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury’s seats, lives there, an active man for above 40 years and a 
constant conventicler to the last, so not likely to repent, but he is 
in truth a very dangerous person, of which I have acquainted Col. 
Strode and that a particular order for his house and that of 
Edward Coppin, a preacher, is very necessary. John Dickison 
of Canterbury, a Fanatic of long standing, has lately spoken to 
some of his brethren that the Duke of Monmouth was gone for 
Scotland, where 6,000 men were ready to receive him, to which 
words three substantial men are sworn and he committed to 
gaol, where he shall continue till we receive your order what to 
do with him. This, he said, he was told, but will not discover 
the author. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 90.] 


The Bishop of Chichester to Secretary Jenkins. I very lately 
gave you an account of Sir Edward Selwyn’s neglect in letting the 
Duke of Monmouth, Lord Grey, Sir Thomas Armstrong, Ferguson 
and Everet escape from Cockbush, but they mistook the time and 
were forced to ride up and down by the shore six hours before the 
ferryman could carry them over, so that had the Sheriff been in 
the county to have secured the place, not one of them could have 
escaped, nor is he that sensible of that default, but, notwith- 
standing I wrote a severe letter to him, he has made the same 
excuse again that he has business in London he must not neglect 
and has sent to Capt. Goring, who will not meddle in such a 
business and has told him so in a letter, so that now we begin to 
suspect him and therefore hope you will command him with all 
speed to haste into Sussex, for news came last night that three 
such ketches as the Duke and Lord Grey shipped themselves in 
cruise ever since a little off the shore and ’tis suspected they lie 
there to receive some others of the conspirators. Major Braman 
and Major Hurst are yet in Chichester but ‘tis expected every 
night now they will turn their backs on it and these two, if at 
liberty, will do as much mischief as the Duke of Monmouth could 
do in this country without them, and ’tis doubted that, if they 
escape, both may appear again in terror to the loyal party. A post 
now coming daily here I hope you will cause one of your clerks 
to give me an account of the receipt of my former letter and this.

The Earl of Abingdon to Secretary Jenkins. I transmit the 
enclosed information received late to-night by this opportunity 
of my brother, for having nobody that knows either of those 
persons I was afraid I should by an unskilful search lose the 
opportunity of apprehending them. However, if you do not 
send down anybody that knows them, I will search the best I can. 
The town of Henley is certainly too full of men of those principles 
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and is also a more convenient hiding place as lying on the edge 
of the county. One Adam Springall is there, whom I formerly 
cashiered from being a lieutenant in my militia on account of 
his Whiggism and Lord Lovelace afterwards got him to be a 
captain in Berkshire, on which account, though I do not search 
him for arms, yet I presume if Lord Arundel knew why I turned 
him out, he would do the same at this time. [2 pages. S.P.

Dr. John Wallis to Secretary Jenkins. Yours of 3 July I 
received about 3 yesterday and it is now towards 12 to-day. 
I have employed most of this time and good part of the night on 
it and I see yet but little hopes of doing good in it. What most 
discourages me is that which seems to be written in words at 
length, which is so very confused and without any sense that it 
looks as if it were to stand for nothing, but.then there is so much 
of it and so little in cipher that it makes this unlikely. The key 
sent with it does not answer this cipher, but the cipher itself does 
not seem so hard but that it might be overcome if either it were 
alone to make sense of itself (which is not likely, there being so 
little of it) or were to make sense with the rest, which being itself 
so confused I see not how it can, but as it is, though I do not yet 
give it over, it does not seem very promising. If you have any 
other papers likely to be in the same cipher, they may assist me 
as to the discovery of this. [Jbid. No. 93.]

Ormonde, Earls of Sunderland and Rochester and Secretary 
Jenkins. Rous asked concerning his being taken says he told 
the messenger his name was Johnson, but afterwards confessed 
it was Rous. He was acquainted with R. Goodenough, who 
spoke to him about raising men but not against his Majesty’s 
person. Within a month or six weeks he met Lea and Goodenough, 
to whom he said, if they were raising men against the King, he 
would have nothing to do with it. They said they did it for 
defending their privileges. Goodenough speaking of making an 
attempt against the Tower and City Thomas Lea asked what he, 
Rous, would do in case of an invasion or attempt against his 
Majesty’s person. He said in that case he would raise 200 arms. 
Goodenough was speaking of Blackheath. He knows nothing 
about throwing up the ball. Asked what sea captains he spoke 
to he says one Blagg was present, to whom he did not speak, and 
that Leigh, Blagg’s mate, who lives at Wapping, was present. 
The captain lives in Durham Yard. Money was collected in the 
City at the intimation or desires of the Parliament for the King’s 
evidence. Receiving that money for that purpose he lent it to 
the persons for whom it was designed. 

Ensign Wyndham and a private sentinel having brought two 
men from the Tower, the sentinel acquaints his Majesty that these 
two men took an opportunity of speaking with Mr. Trenchard at 
the window of the house where he is in custody. They asked him 
how he did and said they were sorry to see him there. They answer 
that they came by chance to see the Tower and seeing him, who 
is of their acquaintance, at the window they spoke to him without 
any evil intent. Ordered that both of them be bound to good 
behaviour. 

Ordered that Ralph Alexander be sent for, a brewer in Phoenix 
Lane, Smithfield, who has made arms covered with, cloth, informa- 
tion having been given by a letter from the country that he has 
furnished armour to several suspected persons. 

Col. Rumsey asked whether he remembers one or more meetings, 
where he saw Lord Russell, says he cannot remember whether he 
was present at one or two. He knows not of any intention to kill 
Lord Dartmouth or Sir N. Butler. 

Aaron Smith brought in and asked where he has been of late 
says he has been out this twelvemonth by reason of a conviction 
in the King’s Bench and does not desire to answer any questions. 
He confesses he has carried powder and bullet this twelvemonth 
and says he was not willing to be taken on such an accusation. 

Carleton Whitlock asked if he knew Norton says he does but 
has not seen him this fortnight. He had no discourse with him 
about disturbing the government. (Then follows further evidence 
to the effect of his information printed in State Trials, Vol. IX, 
col. 412.) 

Meade says he lives at Stepney and has not lived in his own 
house a week this seven months. Several Scotchmen came to 
see Nisbet, who has been with him eight or nine months. Nisbet 
was now designing to go to Holland. He never heard any 
disturbance of the government mentioned. Ferguson was never 
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but once at his house. He has not seen him a long time. Mr. 
Attorney to be sent to, to see what there is against Mead. 

Sir H. Ingoldsby called in. He knows nothing of a design 
against the King’s person or government. He saw Col. A. Sidney 
not long before he was taken and dined with him. He took the 
air with him sometimes alone. 

Legat ordered to keep Bourn separate and to use him well. 

Sir R. Peyton called in says Hone worked for him, but he does 
not remember he ever dined with him. He met Blaney to-day 
and only asked him what he was called before the Council for. 

Lea says he has been in company with Capt. Blagg and one Lee. 
Blagg said he had a sixteen-gun ship near the Tower and could 
fling hand grenades into the Tower. Rous heard this. Rous 
had said the King had sworn in France and Spain to bring in 
Popery. Nathaniel Brown, a chirurgeon in Clerkenwell, dis- 
coursed with him about the plot and asked how the business went. 


Zachary Bourne called in. What made him wander? Says 
Ferguson was a month or six weeks at his house. Ferguson told 
him there was a plot and used arguments to encourage him and 
said there was some talk of an assassination. He heard of an 
assassination from Roe and West and that West bought the arms. 
He knows they had a design to raise forces throughout all England. 
The lords, viz., the Duke of Monmouth, Lord Grey, Lord Russell, 
Lord Macclesfield, Lord Brandon, Sir T. Armstrong would come 
in the next day. Ferguson told him so. Many had been at his 
house with Ferguson, Sir T. Armstrong, Baily, Sir G. Campbell, 
Harris. Ferguson offered to show him the declaration. He 
knew not the commoners in the proclamation except Rumbold 
and Thompson. Ayloffe used to come thither. Has known 
Nisbet about a week. He met Ferguson since his escape at one 
Frick’s in Cornhill. He intended to lie at one Mathews’, a 
merchant, at an old woman’s about Dowgate and did not intend 
for Holland sosoon. By description one of the other men stopped 
in Essex was Capt. Walcott. Thompson said they stayed for 
the Scotch about three weeks, which hindered their rising sooner. 
The money was ready in the City. The lords could not be 
persuaded to lend the money, whereupon the commoners under- 
took it. He fancied ’twas Major Wildman would have lent the 
money. Mr. Charlton used to come thither. He heard a lady 
in the country was to give a considerable sum. Col. Rumsey was 
the only body that could inform against him. He used to come to 
Ferguson. Ferguson left no papers in his house. He used to say 
he would never be hanged for papers. Ferguson said they would 
set up the Duke of Monmouth on these conditions :—liberty of 
conscience, militia to be in the parliament, parliament once a year, 
the country to choose their own sheriffs, the nobility that appeared 
against the people’s interest to be degraded. 

He knows of no provision in arms, but that it was to be con- 
sulted of the next week. They would have forced the King to a 
compliance with those articles or else set up the Duke of Mon- 
mouth. West used to say there was nothing like lopping. 
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Besides the business they intended to do the fact under Lord 
Bedford’s wall. 

The design had been three months on foot at Bristol, where 
they designed to get the great men out of the town and to seize 
their money.—Holloway and Wade.—Romsey was to have headed 
a party here. They reckoned Major Breman would bring a good 
party. West and Ferguson named him. They were confident 
of Berwick and Newcastle, where they had friends, and con- 
trived how to get Portsmouth, which they despaired of. . Bailey 
came very often to Ferguson. Sir T. Armstrong used to come 
every day. He has seen himsince the discovery, when Armstrong 
urged him to make a push and that it was better to die with 
swords in their hands. He understood that Richard and William 
Rumbold were to manage the business of Rye. 

Grange, a brewer of Westminster, was much depended on for 
bringing men and money. Goodenough told him and others so. 
He was to get 200 men to seize Whitehall and others the Mews. 
The very week of the discovery they were to meet and agree on 
the manner and commanders. 

Arygle was to head the rebellion in Scotland. Bailey and the 
other Scotch gentlemen here were to be in it. West said he should 
be very glad to call the Lord Keeper to an account. He loved 
him with all his heart and persuaded the informant to do that 
part, which he refused. Aaron Smith went down to Scotland 
with letters sent by the committee of lords, who were the Duke of 
Monmouth, Lords Grey, Russell, Macclesfield and Brandon.— 
Major Wildman. They used to meet at the Blue Posts in the 
Haymarket. Ferguson was to pay West the money he had laid 
out for arms. Wildman sent it to Ferguson. Nisbet says he 
was a merchant. He knows Meade and had told West he could 
do them good service, who said he would have none of the parsons 
in it, that they had ruined them since Constantine’s time. Meade 
once said at his house he had been with Lord Russell. Harris 
was a Bothwell Bridge man. (About Rumsey being sent to the 
Duke of Monmouth and the Duke’s answer as in State Trials, Vol. 
IX, cols. 416, 417.) 

Grange called in. He knows nothing of raising men or securing 
Whitehall or the Mews etc., nor even spoken to about it. 

John Nisbet called in. Is a Northumberland man. Has seen 
Earlston at the University. Wrote to Pringle or Earlston out of 
Holland several months ago. Never writ to him about a rising. 
He served Mr. Meade. Came out of Scotland last April twelve- 
month. Asked, who lodged at Meade’s house about six months 
past, says none but Shrimpton. He has been going beyond sea 
several months. Does not know whether Meade was going. 
Heard his wife was going to meet a debtor. [15 pages. S.P. 
Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 98.] 


The information on oath before William Bridgeman of Samuel 
Starkey, late clerk to Aaron Smith. Smith caused me to make 
about seven or eight copies of queries for the better establishment 
of laws for England, representing what an insufferable grievance 
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it was to suffer those illimitable prerogatives of the King and the 
measures that might be taken to destroy the same by signifying 
their complaints to an approaching parliament. Some of these 
were delivered to persons in my presence and my master cautioned 
me to be trusty as I tendered my religion and English liberty and 
as I valued my uncle’s (Mr. Starkey’s) and his good opinion, 
often telling me that any child might easily perceive that the 
King and his cursed Council were Papists in their hearts, that 
they were resolved to destroy all old English liberty and totally 
extirpate the Gospel and that it was high time to arm themselves 
against such horrid designs and regain their lost rights and 
privileges. At that time I was of his opinion and conceived 
myself most solemnly enjoined to keep secret all I perceived or 
was informed of. I constantly went with him to meetings and 
remarked that their sermons were consonant to such proposals 
and papers. The minister laid before the congregation their 
dangers and what a cloud of persecution was likely to obscure the 
Gospel and would pray for the confounding of those hellish 
instruments that were acting the Devil’s work and that God 
would pour down betimes his vengeance on them, meaning, as 
I conceive, the King and Court, and that once again they might be 
possessed of their late liberties and then that the Gospel might 
shine forth in its ancient splendour. 


Simon Maine, son to Maine one of the late King’s judges, and 
Thomas Haslerig, kinsman of the late Sir Arthur, and Dr. 
Harrington, brother of the late Sir James Harrington, had each 
a copy of these queries, which were delivered them about 10, 
and they and Smith went out together to a private cabal, as I 
conceive, and returned to Smith’s house to dinner, where, being 
in the next room, which was my office, I overheard Smith say to 
this effect, that the King was a great rogue and a damned dog to 
deprive his subjects of the rights of Magna Charta. God damn 
him and his co-rogue, the Duke of York, they are both worse than 
the Devil and he that destroyed them and their whole family, 
root and branch, did God good service. The other three seemed 
well pleased at these words and Haslerig said (and has often 
suggested the same to me) that the old King deserved his death 
for entertaining private conferences with priests and Jesuits and 
that this King exactly followed his father’s steps and would 
assuredly receive his fate. 

At this time Samuel Bulstrode was my junior clerk to Smith 
and associating myself with many worthy loyal gentlemen I was 
converted from my former opinion and was never after made 
privy to their machinations, though not suspected to betray my 
trust, but my master and I parted and I served the rest of my 
time to Mr. Jodrell. About a year after I was solicited by my 
master to live with him again, he telling me he was sick and 
infirm and not able to negotiate his affairs and that Bulstrode had 
dealt treacherously with him and threatened his life and broken 
open and kept some of his letters. He would commit most of his 
Chancery business to me and endeavour to reconcile me to my 
uncle. He did not think to solicit Chancery causes above a year 
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more and then it would all fall to me and be worth 5 or 6001. a 
year. I lived with him again and referred myself to his generosity 
for recompense for my service. Afterwards Bulstrode was 
reconciled and we lived together again. He told me the bottom 
of their falling out and that he kept a most treasonable letter 
directed to his said cousin Maine and that Smith would have 
ruined him had he [not] kept that letter to awe him. After this 
there was another falling out between them and he committed 
this letter to me and wished me to keep it safe, for his pockets and 
trunks would be searched for it by his master, who, after turning 
him out of doors, broke open his trunks in my presence but found 
no letter or paper, whereon he and his wife seemed as if they 
feared daily to be apprehended on discoveries Bulstrode had or 
might make and his housekeeper told me his fears were so great 
that he thought of giving up housekeeping and retiring privately, 
but he and his relations combining sent Bulstrode quite away 
and nobody I could find out ever saw or heard from him and it is 
thought he is either beyond sea or destroyed. 


My master’s confusions on this grew greater and greater, 
whereon I told him I had got the letter from Bulstrode and burnt 
it. He was glad, but tendered me my oath that I had burnt it, 
and I not consenting gave him the like suspicion of me. All 
means were used to know the truth of this, but in vain, for I 
was resolved not to discover it. It was in Smith’s own hand- 
writing. I know not the exact date of it but the contents will 
discover it, for it was to this effect :—First giving Maine an 
account of his Chancery affairs, then telling him that matters 
went surely on, that all things would come to a period according 
to wish, that he himself had taken all possible care to alarm all 
the true sticklers for their cause, what measures ought to be taken, 
that he doubted not the care he and his friends took and the ways 
he worked were infallible and safe, that he doubted not they had 
espoused already 800 men and that such an expedient must be 
used for the securest method to effect their purpose as by his 
last token he had intimated. Then he told him how Elephant 
Smith was charged before the King and Council for printing the 
Association and queries on it, yet Smith denied it stiffly. Then 
he set forth a dialogue betwixt him and the King in Council in 
this matter and commends Smith’s boldness in his answers. If 
there was any such discourse, as I believe not, it was most impudent, 
yet this, I conceive, he rather instigates to encourage others in 
their undaunted persistence and to heighten their boldness. 
He also intimates that he was wonderfully pleased at the satire 
on the King and Court lords and said Dryden was suspected to 
have writ it and was assassinated one night coming from Will’s 
coffee-house in Covent Garden, and wishes him to write to him 
that he might be assured of the receipt of this and subscribes it 
S.A. instead of A.S. 

Two nights, while I lived with him, which was about a year, he 
ordered me to sit up and watch an alarm in the street and wake 
him, but there was none. Another night I was again ordered to 
sit up and wait an alarm and on any tumultuous noise I was to 
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wake him for that night the King was sick at Windsor and like to 
die and he gave me lead and bullet moulds and ordered me to 
make as many as I could, which I did, but nothing happened. 
He ever went abroad with a pistol or pistols ready charged and 
had some guns and a blunderbuss and three or four tilting swords 
in his chamber. 

Some of the discoverers of the late plot often met Smith privately 
sometimes at his house and sometimes at the King’s Head tavern 
and papers sealed with many seals were sometimes given to me 
to deliver to Smith. Some broken speeches and words I heard 
betwixt Smith and these men, and concluded from them that 
Smith directed Dr. Oates and two more, whose names I have 
forgotten, what to say in some affairs then in agitation. Smith, 
being looked on as a stickler for the cause and a man of profound 
parts, they looked on as fittest for the purpose. 

At this time Capt. Clinton that would have undertaken to — 
prove the King married to the Duke of Monmouth’s mother, 
which was termed the business of the Black Box, being forced to 
abscond, was privately lodged in Smith’s house, where they and 
the above mentioned persons often held long and very private 
consultations. 

Since I parted with Smith, I was told, if I would go to the 
Kast Indies, I should be made agent to the Company and allowed 
600]. a year, but the discoveries and disorders of this juncture 
broke off all further proposals. I have since often thought it was 
designed to dispose of me so as not to be ever heard of, as they 
had done by Bulstrode. [34 pages. Copy. S.P.Dom., Car. II. 
427, No. 99.] 


The examination of Alexander Gordon of Earlstoun. (Printed 
in State Trials, Vol. IX, col. 454.) [3 pages. Ibid. No. 100.] 


Alexander Gordon of Earlstoun to the Lord Chancellor of 
Scotland. I was married not long before Bothwell, yet a year 
before Bothwell my father and I could not get our houses and 
beds kept, the cause of which I could never understand, for we 
were neither summoned nor inter-communed nor had any 
sentence against us. We kept amongst the woods and cottages 
till after Drumclog, for till then I never knew of any such projects 
nor knew any of the country I lived in, yea I could never yet 
understand that they themselves knew anything of it, who were 
the beginners of it. The measure I met with before, being but 
new married and not permitted to keep my own bed, not alittle 
contributed to my engagement in the action, my father and 
several friends being engaged in it likewise, though my own 
principle all along was against arms and since then I have had no 
hand in anything like arms but have to the utmost of my power 
and not without success hindered the like. If any convince me 
of the least act like rebellion since, I refuse not to suffer. At 
Bothwell I was only three days. I came in on the Thursday or 
Friday afternoon and they were broke on the Sabbath so I knew 
nothing of what was done on the Saturday, which all consisted 
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in this. The gentlemen and people that had come in last from 
the western and southern shires, being very numerous and 
dissatisfied with Mr. Hamilton being commander, and some others 
off, because the straitness of their principles was like to touch 
them in the quick, made it pass in the council of war that all 
the officers should be new chosen and the old lay down their 
charge, which being done they got no time to install new ones and, 
when it came to the bit, the soldiers had no officers. The second 
thing I was witness to was the petition to the Duke and no more. 
My father never came up, after he first left us, till the mean time 
of the flight where he was killed. 

The Tuesday after I was carried in prisoner to the Duke, and he, 
being busy writing, dismissed me till he called for me, but, he 
going immediately to London, I was not called for but went away 
abroad and continued there and came home to see my wife, who 
was to be brought to bed, and went abroad again. Hearing of 
her sickness I came home and went abroad again last year, being 
the third time, which the people hearing of, being always their 
custom to meet in the hills and woods for singing, reading, prayer 
and serving God that way, they not having freedom to join with 
the public worship and not daring (those that had freedom) to go 
for fear of hazard. This custom they had not only once or twice 
a week, but likewise they had monthly meetings twice a month 
and those are the societies spoken of, and they had likewise a 
custom of commissioning one out of every society to a general 
meeting, where they spent likewise the time in singing, reading 
and prayer and inquiring how it went with one another both as 
to their straits and their growth in grace without the least design 
of arms that ever I knew of (for I was very seldom among them). 
I have both seen these things checked and crushed and have been 
instrumental in it both by letters and persuasion, but those 
that inclined that way never desired to see me nor those that did 
not favour their way, but took their own measures notwith- 
standing, which were disowned by the rest and me, all which 
people were country people and minded nothing but to serve God 
and to shift for themselves, for, when they came to these meetings, 
they were unarmed for the most part. At these meetings they 
used to have collections from the several societies and these were 
distributed according to every man’s necessity. These, hearing 
of my going away,sent me their desire to signify to any Christians 
abroad that, if they could be provided for to go there and live, 
their wives and families were to have somewhat from thence for 
their relief. This with great difficulty I undertook, and never 
durst show the paper and, finding hazard of it and little to be 
effectual therein, I writ so much and gave it over by letter, but 
no opportunity to see them till this spring that they desired 
earnestly to see me on some weighty accounts, as can be seen in 
the last part of the letter of 14Feb. I, fearing it wassome stickling 
the old way, came to Edinburgh and they knowing of it and having 
had a meeting in Ayrshire sent a few to Edinburgh to meet me, 
but as for the names of the persons either former or latter I 
cannot give an account, for they were but country men unknown 
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to me and all passed by other names. This meeting was of 8 May, 
for I was not at the two former meetings of 10 and 14 Feb., nor 
can I understand anything more in them than this, that they 
concluded things in particular amongst themselves both in 
spiritual and temporal food and freeing themselves of those 
persons they have been so much calumniated and reproached 
with, to wit, those of John Gib’s pernicious principles, and, as to 
their way of wording things, I wonder they commit not more 
errors, being all but country unlearned people, for these words, 
legally, convention, public and such like, are nothing but words 
of their own taking. As to the meeting of 8 May a few came to 
my chamber, of whom I told the Lord Chancellor, and told me 
they had concluded a joint commission to be writ and a particular 
one to me. I declared against it and would not meddle with it, 
which is clear, because neither was that conjunct commission 
written to Mr. H[amilton] and me, nor the particular one to me 
allowed, for if they had, they had been with me and so would have 
been got amongst the rest, only that particular one was written to 
Mr. Hamilton. I cannot give any account of the second and 
third [article] for I heard they had some few lads learning and 
some to attend at the post house. 

As to the fourth article, it seems they had put it in to induce me 
to accept of new, only some two or three of their youths are 
getting their learning abroad. 

As to the fifth article, I thought it very necessary and 
endeavoured as much as I could for the effectuating of it, but was 
flat against that part of it where is that exception of self-defence 
and deliverance of our brethren. 

As to the sixth, that paper was drawn up by them and acopy of 
it was among the papers taken, which, I suppose, your lordship 
must have, but who these are they term their confederators 
I know not. I only know there are several Scotsmen at London, 
which they may call so, but as to the paper, the occasion of it, 
so far as I know, was this : some, it seems, from England, before 
I came over had written and sent to them that in all probability 
this business would make a bustle before all was delivered up and 
inquired what they would do and they desired my mind in it. 
I inquired from whom they had it. They said they did not know. 
I told them I knew none in England that would attempt such a 
business except a company of sectaries as it was last time and 
thought that neither did the Lord call for such a thing at their 
hand, but had eminently discountenanced it all along, and that, 
if they did such a thing and associated themselves with such 
people, they would smart for it and both my mind was against it 
and the mind of any of our nation abroad that wished them well. 

The last article is so clear that I need say nothing but that I 
never inquired the place of the next meeting. As to whether the 
clerk’s name is his own, I cannot tell. 

As to the letter from Jo. N. to Mr. Pringle, I cannot thoroughly 
understand it, nor do I mind that I received it, but I think it was 
coming to me and was intercepted. But this muchI understand, 
that it concerns that intended rising in England as was talked 
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before the delivery of the charter, which they, as it seems to me, 
have desired their correspondents or some at London to acquaint 
me with in order to my coming home. (Observations on various 
passages in the said letter.) 

What I have forgot, I shall not refuse to answer, when 
interrogated, as far as I know, but I have been living this long 
time abroad with my family without stirring any way and have 
resolved to retire to a corner of the world, for which end, since I 
quitted my native country and had nothing to do with these, and in 
all things I have either said or done I desire to throw myself at 
the feet of his Majesty, his Royal Highness, his Commissioner, 
your Lordship and the Council, hoping the bitterness of death is 
past, for except as to that mad business of Bothwell I never had 
the least access to any thing that could be interpreted rebellion 
and shall ever after demean myself as a good Christian and a 
dutiful subject. [34 pages. Copy. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427,

The information of John Rous. In St. Swithin’s Alley Thomas 
Lea came in and asked if I were willing to oppose any invasion 
by any foreign prince in defence of the King and country. He did 
this at another time. Ireplied, I and every honest man was bound 
to do that. Then he asked how far I could assist. I answered 
that, though I had but one sword, yet, if such a thing should 
come, I made no question but to raise 100 men, but demanded 
what he meant by an invasion, for I knew of none and hoped there 
would be none. He replied, Do you not know what I mean ? 
Is there not an invasion on all we have? I was not a little 
startled and desired him to explain for, when I expressed my 
readiness to serve, I intended against a foreign invasion. He 
answered, You see how we are every day invaded against our 
rights and all we have, Doctors’ Commons on one hand and 
other oppressions of another nature are so very heavy on the 
people that they can bear it no longer. I replied, What do you 
mean? What course do you propound to extricate yourselves 
out of those troubles you complain of so much? He replied, Are 
you a stranger to what is on foot ? Do you not know the persons 
engaged ? I answered, I was wholly ignorant and wished him 
and all others to consider both as men and Christians what they 
were going about. Yes, said he, we have considered and so as it 
shall be done without bloodshed. I urged him to explain again. 
The mischief of it is, said he, that we cannot agree among our- 
selves. I replied, What is the matter and who are the persons 
concerned ? He answered, Mr. Goodenough is one and many 
others, whose names I shall conceal at present, since I perceive 
you are a stranger to the affair, and a club of them have their 
constant meetings for carrying on the thing, but neither the 
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number nor place was discovered to me. Since the first pro- 
clamation after Col. Rumsey etc. I found by Lea’s discourse they 
were all concerned how to proceed in the design. He told me 
that the Tower, Whitehall and St. James’ were to be first secured. 
I replied, What provision have you and your friends made for his 
Majesty and the Duke of York and have a care what you do that 
the land be not stained with innocent blood again. He said, 
That we will have a care of, for, when these strongholds are 
taken, we will then go like men with swords in our hands and 
demand our privileges, liberties etc. Then who shall survive as 
a single person or a commonwealth after his Majesty’s decease ? 
That is the question amongst us, said he. Two-thirds are for 
the Duke of Monmouth, others for a commonwealth, so we cannot 
yet agree among ourselves. Then for the place to meet, we differ, 
some are for one, some for another, but Blackheath is thought 
fittest of any. The next question was how to get men together, 
which was resolved to be by throwing up a ball. I asked, Who 
should pay for that ? He answered they had at least 40,000I. 
in stock. I told him that would go but a little way. No matter, 
said he, we will plunder the rich covetous misers and cowardly 
dogs. I questioned about the manner of seizing the Tower. 
He answered, they would find out a parcel of honest stout captains 
such as Capt. Blagg and demanded my thoughts of this. 
I answered, I had experience of his honesty beyond sea as a 
merchant but was ignorant of his stoutness. Those know best 
that have been with him five years in his Majesty’s service. 
Lea has been several times in the captain’s and his mate’s company 
and pressed the captain to signify his parts and valour in case he 
should be desired to attack the Tower. The captain replied, 
It’s well known I have been many years in the service and have 
much money due, and now I am designed for New York in a ship 
of my own and therefore am not fit to undertake this. If 1 were 
to engage in what you speak, I would with five or six more put in 
so many guns into each ship and make a breach in such a place 
(which I forbear to mention in writing) and several times he 
urged the captain to be acquainted with R. Goodenough, but 
I was never admitted to be with them and so knew not what 
passed. I understand since that one of them in the proclamation 
was always afraid of me on an account I shall crave leave to 
acquaint his Majesty with. Sometime since I examined Blagg 
what discourse passed between Goodenough and him. He 
answered that he and Lea were hot-headed and violent and 
wished they did not ruin themselves and all the nation. He 
was of my mind to knock off such company and discourse and 
make what way he could to sea. This is the substance of what 
I can recollect and I humbly implore his Majesty’s pardon.

Diligent 
search was made but neither persons nor arms found. The 
multitude of rogues in this county, that with all possible secrecy 
entertain such offenders, hindered me from a further search, for 
I could not suspect any particular place nor out of so many 
rogues to judge the greatest. However this did not discourage 
my endeavours. I have laid the strictness of your commands 
on my friend, who is now searching over the country for arms, 
desiring him to search not only in known but also supposed places 
of disaffection and that he should be curious in his examination 
of all travellers. Yesterday Col. Strother and I intercepted a 
letter to Lord Grey’s chief steward here, but found nothing, only 
that a great sum might be speedily returned to London to one 
Ireton, who, I suppose, has some dependence on my lord. On 
notice the other day by men I employ to look after travellers of 
some that came post, speaking in an unknown tongue and 
extremely curious in their lodging and diet, I immediately went to 
Alnwick, where they were the night before, but they being gone 
I immediately sent after them to Belford to the postmaster, who 
gives me an account that they were Spaniards going to Edinburgh, 
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which I believe, thinking that men in their circumstances would 
not so trust to a disguise as to presume on a public escape.

Minutes of proceedings before the Privy Council and his Majesty. 
Capt. Blag. Says he never heard of any rising or of hurling a 
ball. He spoke to Martin, a merchant, of the palisadoes of the 
Tower. He has not seen Rous this week, or there about had 
no discourse with him then. Twenty-one years ago Rous was 
supercargo and he acommon seaman. Has a ship, in which he is 
going to New York, nineteen men on board. 

Capt. Seymour called in. 

Memorandum that, if Mr. Attorney intends to try West, his 
friends may come to him. To search for Walcott’s hand in the 
Council Chamber. 

Rous, asked what he knew of the plot, answers, Lea, the dyer, 
was in the company when Blag said he was afraid to venture as 
having served his Majesty. Lea said to him that he was sworn 
against by Keeling. Blag said how easy it was to seize the 
Tower. Lea told Rous they used the word invasion to carry on 
their design. The place mentioned in his examination was next 
the River. 

Blag called in and confronted with Rous. Blag denies anything 
of the ship, but confesses he told Rous, while they were going 
down the River, there were but six guns in that place and that 
was the weakest side. Rous says the words were spoken at the 
King’s Head tavern. Rous says Blag was many times present 
during treasonable discourses. Blag says he had no discourse 
with Goodenough. Rous is confident Blag met Goodenough. 
Blag says he spoke those things out of a perceivance of something 
in hand. Confesses he was in Goodenough’s company several 
times and found him bad enough in his discourse and caballing he 
knew not what. 

Lea called in. Says Blag was several times in Rous and 
Goodenough’s company. He came with him to speak with 
Goodenough as they did. Blag offered what assistance he could, 
particularly 200 men. Blag called in. Lea says Blag spoke 
with the two Goodenoughs and spoke of his ship and that he 
would dismount the guns of the Tower. Blag says at that 
tavern he spoke of the Tower and of the weakest part. Blag in a 
coach, with Rous and Lea told them he would undertake to attack 
the Tower. At the King’s Head he met the two Goodenoughs. 
R. Goodenough discoursed in private with him. He said after- 
wards he liked Goodenough’s design. The two Goodenoughs 
came to them another time and discoursed about the Tower, 
which was Blag’s part and he said he would undertake it. Lea 
said that Blag said all the blood in his veins was for his Majesty’s 
service. When Blag spoke of those things, Lea supposes he might 
have been in wine. Lea says he had his periwig from Bateman, 
the chyrurgeon. He had been with Lea, the mate, who Blag 
said was a stout fellow and that his other mate must not be 
trusted. Blag said he believed there were seamen enough in 
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Wapping to do the business. Lea, the mate, would have had a 
breach towards the River and would surprise the Tower. The 
ship lies at Shadwell Dock on the ways. 

Lea says about Bateman that his wife told him somebody 
told her it would not be safe for him to be at his own house. 
He with William Thomas in Aldersgate Street, coffee-man, Rous 
and Patchell went to the Sun tavern. Lea having said one of the 
Goodenoughs had sworn against him, R. Goodenough said that 
could not be, he would trust his brother with any thing. Lay at 
Rous’ house. Rous heard R. Goodenoughsay that his brother was 
so angry to be accused of having sworn against Lea, that he said, 
if he had but two more, he would go presently and do the business. 
Rous sent to Bateman’s for two periwigs of which Lea had one. 
Rous called in does not deny that he was with Lea before he went 
away just on the discovery. 

Rous says Lea lay at his house and that he got him his periwig. 
Lea declared he had never spoke to Keeling. Rous says Patchell 
and Goodenough were with him. 

Memorandum. Mr. Froud brings news of Rumbold’s being 
taken at Exeter. 

Capt. Miller brings Thomas Nutting that says Wheeler went 
away 25 June to the country to Becket to secure some of Major 
Wildman’s arms.

Wheeler, the tailor, called in says he rid to Reading to fetch 
up Mrs. Wildman. Came to her house, Becket, the Tuesday and 
told her her husband was in trouble and ordered before the King 
and Council and that she should come up. She stayed till 
Thursday. George Searl, his servant, sent him. 

Monro to be here at four in the afternoon. 

Edmund Waller, asked what he knows of this design, answers 
he has quitted that sort of company. He heard West speak 
extravagantly of the Duke of Monmouth and the Protestant 
lords, saying they were cowards. Waller answered, What would 
you have them do, be traitors? The Saturday before the 
noise of this conspiracy West said to him, nothing willdo. They 
will not agree to any thing and he would never meddle again, 
which he understood to be a conspiracy. West did not tell him 
what the design was. 

Waller to find sureties 1,000/. and 500/. apiece to appear the 
first day of the term and to be of good behaviour. 

Sir Robert Rich saw Ferguson at Mr. Bourne’s about two months 
ago. Carried a letter and went another time.

Pretends to go for 
Flanders for fear of debts. Never had any discourse with Bourne. 

Bourne called in. He never told Shrimpton anything of the 
design nor Meade. Preston is a grazier, hears Mead who is an 
Independent. 

Bourne’s wife to come to him and be prisoner with him. 
Preston and Shrimpton to be discharged. 
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Baker and Rouse called in. Shrimpton hired them for Malden 
River. To be discharged without fees. 

Lands called in. Nothing but L’Estrange and the Common 
Serjeant to read the papers. William Thomas to be discharged 
without fees. 

Alexander owns he makes quilted armour. Has made for the 
King and names other worthy nobility. Is a brewer. Makes 
bricks now.

William Leigh, Capt. Blagg’s mate. Knows Lee, a dyer, and 
Rous. Never heard them discourse of the Tower, nor of dis- 
mounting the guns and setting up scaling ladders, nor ever said 
there were seamen enough in Wapping to do it. The dyer and 
Rous were strangers to him. Has seen Goodenough but never 
spoke to him. Has been at the Antwerp and Fountain tavern 
with the dyer and Rous. Never heard Capt. Blagg say he could 
furnish any men himself. He knows not ten seamen there. Lives 
at the Isle of Wight. 

‘Henry Lute, servant to Mr. Phips. Knows Armiger, but never 
told him any thing concerning the plot. 

Mr. Bourne brings in and reads a paper he has written. 
Goodenough brought Ferguson to his house by the name of 
Roberts. Mead saw Ferguson at his house about two months 
ago. Stayed about a quarter of an hour. _What Wade said to 
him was about a month ago. 

Lobb, a Nonconformist minister, to be sent for. Query, What 
engineer had six or seven mortar pieces belonging to the Tower ? 
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Does Tracy know any thing of this? Cannot say it. Lord 
Shaftesbury has lain at his house. Mr. John Freake and Sir 
Robert Rich of Essex used to come frequently to Ferguson. 
Probably Ferguson may be at Sir R. Rich’s. Lady Speake 
supposed to be the rich widow John Row spoke of. 

Mr. Monroe called in. Never visited nor saw Ferguson. 

Col. Rumsey called in. Denies he was sent to the Duke of 
Monmouth about the papers of the division of the City nor ever 
spoke to any but Ferguson. Never was to carry the message to 
the Duke of Monmouth. Wade and Holloway undertook for 
Bristol. Knows Chancy and Henley. The government ta be 
changed, the negative voice to be taken away. Ferguson told 
him there was another project of Col. Sidney’s, the counties to 
elect sheriffs, militia in the parliament etc. 

Prosser called in. About Eastwood and Whitecake listing men. 
Whitecake came to Prosser’s and Mr. Eastwood showed him a 
list of sixteen men and afterwards eight more. Both deny it. 
Eastwood says his man has cheated him, and is a very lewd 
fellow. He has lived since with Mr. Muddiman, who gives him 
the same character. Both are to be discharged without fees, 
but not to molest Prosser. 

Gibson’s [sic] called in. Has not seen Row of Bristol this 
quarter of a year, then says, he is sure not within a month. 
Denies any knowledge of the King’s murder, nor had any 
discourse with Row or any other about it. 

Bourne’s wife to have leave to come to him, after he has 
delivered his knowledge in writing. 

Letter from the Keeper of the Gatehouse about Major Holmes 
being sick. Let him decipher and his petition granted. In the 
mean time the gaoler to take care he wants nothing fit for him. 

Freake to be sent for from Bristol. Mr Attorney to give West 
notice to prepare for his trial. 

Lea, the dyer, confronted with William Leigh, charges him 
with the discourse about the surprising of the Tower in company 
with Rous and that it might easily be done with scaling ladders. 
The dyer said, the other complained he wondered how he lived. 
Had been in London almost two years and, for aught he knew, he 
was designed for that work about the Tower. Leigh told him, 
he would make nothing about the business of the Tower and that 
he would find men enough about Wapping to do it. Rous and 
the dyer came to a tavern to Capt. Blagg. William Leigh was 
with them. Leigh said he hoped Goodenough would finish the 
business in the country. William Leigh owns a great many words 
passed to the foregoing purpose but disowns having heard any 
thing of it from any but the dyer in the first place. He never 
was conversant with any but the dyer and Rous. Something 
was said about a rising in Scotland and England. Thence arose 
the discourse about taking the Tower and he talked of the means. 
Goodenough was at the tavern and others he knew not. Was 
acquainted with Rous before the dyer. The dyer says Leigh 
told him that Goodenough was not yet taken and that the business 
would yet be effected. Blagg said the Tower might be taken with 
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mortar pieces on the waterside, which both Leas agree in. The 
dyer says Blagg spoke of seamen for that work but thinks it was 
not in Leigh’s company. 

Col. Rumsey about the Ysa eer pt carried to the Duke of 
Monmouth by Ferguson. England was called East Jersey, the 
proprietors meant the lords and the assembly the commons. 
Chimney money was to be abolished, the parliament to sit a 
certain time etc. Goodenough told Rumsey he had the same 
communication from Col. Sidney about getting men in London 
but by a mistake was bid to desist. Lord Dartmouth was to be 
killed. 

Gibbons called in. Knows Row, saw him a quarter of a year 
ago, not this month. Knows nothing of a plot. To be kept in a i 
messenger’s hand to be further examined. 

Bourne’s wife to go to him, as soon as he has delivered his 

aper. 
‘ Holmes’ wife may bring him necessaries. That he may be 
minded to decipher the letter. 

A messenger to go to Exeter with the Habeas Corpus with a 
warrant charging him with high treason for apprehending and 
bringing him up, to a messenger as if he were at large. To write 
to the Sheriff that he substitute this messenger. Beake ordered 
to fetch up Rumbold. 

Freke to be sent for. Notice to be sent by Mr. Attorney to 
West and others that are to be tried. 

Lea and Leigh confronted. Lea repeats what he said before of 
Leigh. Lea, Leigh and Rous discoursed together and Leigh said 
that on the weakest side of the Tower six scaling ladders and some 
granadoes would do the work. Leigh says they were together, 
but he did not say it. Lea says that Leigh said God had provided 
a work for him and he did not know but this was the work, and 
that he would make nothing of the Tower and that, if there were 
money enough, they would easily make a rising in Wapping, and 
that Leigh said, when Goodenough was gone, that he hoped he 
would do the work in the country. Leigh says a great many of 
these words passed but not all. He never conversed with any 
but Lea and Rous. The discourse between them was about a 
rising in Scotland and England and they asked him about the 
Tower. He said it was easy to take it with scaling ladders and 
granadoes but asked how they would get them. Goodenough and 
others he drank with, whose names he knows not, discoursed 
about this business. He did not hear Capt. Blagg say anything 
against his Majesty, but about the granadoes and having mortar 
pieces. Leigh is to put this down in writing and what he knows. 

Col. Rumsey says the title of the paper was A Project to settle the 
government of East Jersey and (asin his former answer) Goodenough 
told him he was put upon by Col. Sidney to do what they were 
about. A fortnight before the discovery Sidney wrote to 
Goodenough that the lawsuit should not be further gone upon, 
because he was agreed with his party. 

Nisbet called in. Knows nothing of arising. Says Mrs. Ward 
towards Smithfield and Mr. Gaunt. John Jonhston is in London. 
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Letter of trade from Scotland sent by Nisbet read. Nisbet to be 
sent into close prison. 

Sir Philip Lloyd says he has found amongst Col. Sydney’s 
papers nothing but articles of an association. There are several 
accounts allowed by A. Sydney. 

Mead asked to declare what he knows. John Cook lives at 
Austin Friars. He knows Ferguson but has not seen him since 
he came out of Holland last. The last time but one he saw him, 
he asked him if he were not author of a paper against the govern- 
ment, and told him it was not their part to do those things. 
Nisbet was going to study. (The rest of the minutes contain 
little more than the preceding part. All that is new is) :— 

Lisle, a linen-draper in Cornhill, says he never related to 
Armiger any thing of the plot or of the assassination of the King. 

Tracy’s maid says she has not seen Walcott this fortnight. 
He said he was going to drink the waters at Spa. [22 pages. 
S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 111.]

Further information of Zachariah Bourne. Yesterday Mr. 
West swore something that Mr. Rous said to him which he said 
to me also, viz., that Gibbons, one of the Duke of Monmouth’s 
footmen, said to him he would be one of those that should kill 
his Majesty. Another particular he reminded me of, that Lobb 
said two of his people were in prison that would be very serviceable 
and that he was going to get them out. [Jbid. No. 114.] 


The examination of John Hebburn. He took the degree of 
M.A. at Aberdeen, but was never in orders or ordained by any 
bishop, yet conceives himself qualified to preach, but ought not 
to accuse himself by confessing he had actually preached. Was 
at Newcastle from July to March last, and at London ever since at 
a chamber in the house of a single woman, who keeps a school in 
Bartholomew Close. He knew not two Englishmen all the time 
he was there but several Scotchmen. Asked whether he conversed 
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with those who were in the rising in Scotland, he answered, 
nobody was obliged to betray himself, but would not positively 
deny he had conversed with such but said he was in Edinburgh 
at the time of the rebellion and was no ways concerned therein. 
On Wednesday sennight he left London and lay at Ware. A 
woman was sent (as in the postmaster of Ware’s information) 
to the posthouse for news, who brought some, but nothing relating 
to the plot or Lord Grey’s escape. Asked if the rebellion in 
Scotland was justifiable in his opinion, he denied to answer 
positively, but by further discourse he seems to justify their 
proceedings, saying that they ought to obey magistrates in the 
Lord and for the Lord and that there was an active as well as a 
passive obedience. He did not believe those rebels were against 
the King, as appeared by their declaration. He denies combina- 
tion, intelligence or knowledge of the plot in England. Owns 
he has no estate or supplies only from his father. He heard not 
of Lord Grey’s escape till he came to Doncaster. 

The examination of William Steward, dealer in Scotch cloth. 
Stayed in London at the Rose in Smithfield about a fortnight 
only. Never saw Parson Hebburn till he was at London but 
was acquainted with him a month before he came away, and 
followed him to Ware with John Cook and John Spratt and there 
joined him. Would not disown the rebellion of Scotland, but said - 
he knew nothing of the plot. Confesses himself of the Kirk of 
Scotland without episcopacy. Knows nothing of a woman 
being sent to the posthouse. Knew Lord Grey was escaped by 
the landlady there. Bought his pistols a week before he left 
London and had his horse long before. 

The examination of John Cook, dealer in Scotch cloth. Came 
from London Wednesday sennight, where he was only a week. 
Saw the first proclamation before leaving. Heard nothing of 
Lord Grey’s escape till he came to Ferrybridge. Is a Dissenter 
from the Church of England according to the Kirk of Scotland. 
Cannot tell whether those that rose lately in Scotland are rebels 
or not, but denies being concerned in the present plot. 

The examination of Robert Wilson, dealer in Scotch cloth. 
Was three years in England and ten days in London, before he 
came from thence Wednesday sennight. Bought his arms a 
few days before he left. Would not declare the rising in Scotland 
was illegal. Knew nothing of the plot and cannot tell where he 
heard of Lord Grey’s escape. 

The examination of John Spratt, dealer in Scotch cloth. Has 
been nine years in England and a week in London,before he 
came thence. Lay at the Rose in East Smithfield. Is of the 
Kirk of Scotland without bishops. Asked, if he thought the 
rebellion in Scotland justified, said he knew not very well what 
they rose for, but no prince ought to be resisted, as long as he kept 
his covenant with his people, but, if he broke it, could not tell 
whether it was lawful or not. Knows nothing of this English 

lot. 
. The examination of Thomas Campbell, dealer in Scotch cloth. 
Has been five years in England and a fortnight in London. Would 
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not declare whether those that rose in Scotland did well or ill. 
Denied they were rebels or that he was of those that rose. Owns 
himself of the Kirk of Scotland without bishops. Was not con- 
cerned in this plot. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 427, No. 115.]

On receiving yours I immediately got a warrant for several persons 
to*be brought before the Justices whose examinations I wrote 
down and I suppose they will be sent to the Secretaries. I cannot 
find that the Duke of Monmouth, or any besides Lord Grey, Lady 
Henrietta Berkeley and some of their servants escaped this way. 
Everest appears notoriously instrumental in hiring the vessel and 
using all endeavours to convey them away and is gone with them. 
Hurst, who at first denied he had seen Everest in a fortnight, in an 
hour or two confessed Everest asked him at his own door where 
the master of his vessel, the Hare pink, was and he told him he 
was gone to sea. I see nothing lie on Sparkes, but that he con- 
fesses the vessel fell down the night before. It is not usual to 
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remove and anchor again in a night. He saw the boat carry 
several persons on board, yet never boarded her, but rowed 
another way, where he met the deputy searcher, who went to let 
him know the proclamation, yet he never mentioned anything to 
him but borrowed 6d. of him and next day pulled out a purse full of 
money to pay it and offered to lay a wager of a guinea. He uses 
not to flow with money. I desire you to communicate this to 
Sir Nicholas Butler.

The Bishop of Bristol to Secretary Jenkins. We have been 
on the search for arms, but, the alarm being given before, little 
was affected, only a terror struck into that party. To-day the 
deputy lieutenants gave me an account of what was done in this 
division. Mr. Strode of Paeneham approves himself a very 
zealous, loyal, prudent person. Finding other Dissenting 
preachers at Lyme, he destroyed all the seats and the pulpit of 
the meeting-house there and did the same at Bridport. The 
gentlemen of the county, finding several abuses in the peculiars, 
desire a commission to visit them, which I have expressed to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, for by this means I shall cleanse my 
diocese. Another Justice does us a great deal of hurt, Mr. 
Ellisden of Charmouth, who discourages informers against 
unlawful meetings, and receiving the fines lately of a convicted 
conventicle refused to give the third part to the poor of the parish 
and has given it to the very preacher that was convicted, under 
pretence of his distribution of it, who will either keep it himself 
or nurse up his seditious crew. The parish petitions against him, 
the loyal gentlemen are distasted, daily complaints are made, 
the Lord Keeper has been told of him formerly and ’tis hoped 
that now he will take some care of that affair. [Jbid. No. 117.] 


Lord Stawell to Secretary Jenkins. I went yesterday to 
Bridgwater and desired Sir Francis Warr and Sir Edward Phelips 
to assist me. We met by eight and, after setting a good guard on 
all the grand Fanatics’ houses, I sent for the Mayor, who went 
with us to every suspected house, but none were searched for 
arms but what I had a very good account of. In the search we 
found their house of worship, which was made round like a cockpit 
and would hold some four hundred, which was sooner plucked 
down than built and so would have been all the Fanatics’ houses 
in Bridgwater, for they were all able workmen. The materials 
were carried on the Cornhill, which made a bonfire fourteen feet 
high, a top of which was placed the pulpit and cushion. We only 
wanted the Levite to have given us a farewell sermon. Some 
gentlemen of the country came in to us, after it had taken air. 
We stood round the bonfire and healths were not wanting. Sir 
Francis Warr and I took an account of all the arms taken, which 
ITenclose. They are now in the King’s warehouse in Bridgwater. 

When anything shall offer, I hope you will mind his Majesty 
of the sufferings of my family. - [2 pages. Ibid. No. 118.] 
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July 7. William Culliford to the Earl of Rochester. About twelve 
Customhouse, Jast Wednesday was brought from Bideford one that goes by the 
Exeter. name of John Seely, apprehended as Richard Rumbold named 
in the proclamation, for he exactly agrees with his description. 
I have been frequently with him in gaol. His right name is 
Thomas Slape, born near Taunton, and is one of those that about 
eighteen years since robbed the Exchequer of Taunton, for 
which his brother was executed, but he fled into Ireland and then 
returned to England under another name and served the Dutch 
in the late wars at sea. He has since lived about London, using 
the trade of a maltster. So far he is traced but he denies all. 
Without question he is the person that went by the name of 
Rumbold and is so believed by all who have seen and conversed 
with him in gaol. About him I found a treasonable paper and his 
right name, Thomas Slape, and his age in writing, which papers 
were delivered to Mr. Seymour, lately chosen Recorder here. 
On his examination he pretended to go directly from Taunton to 
Bideford for Ireland, but was proved to have been seen at Mine- 
head, when Col. Owen was apprehended there, who is sent to 
Ilchester gaol, on which this fellow immediately fled, which gives 
great suspicion they were companions and Owen also one of the 
conspirators. Since Slape has been in gaol, he has written to 
Savage, that keeps the Red Lion at Taunton, the house where 
Mr. Trenchard kept his club, desiring him to send persons to 
justify his name, as he pretends to be John Seely, but I believe it 
is rather an item to him to run away or that he should attempt 
some means for his rescue or escape, for which reason I think it 
may not be safe to convey him hence without a very strong guard.

July 7. Hugh Grosvenor to Col. Worden. We all pray God for the 

Chester. discovery of this hellish plot, which by all circumstances is 
strongly rooted in this county. I was last Wednesday at the 
meeting of the Shropshire deputy lieutenants, who were then 
sending out horse to search for arms at Charleton’s, Foster’s etc. 
and last Thursday at the meeting of our deputy lieutenants, who 
have ordered our horse to be up next Wednesday, and next 
Monday the militia will be on the search. Both counties complain 
of the slackness of their Lord Lieutenants. It is most certain a 
great many very good arms were lodged in both counties, and it is 
thought few will be found, they having had so much time for 
concealing them. Last Monday a widow of this town coming 
from Holywell met a servant of Col. Whitley’s conducting two 
strangers towards Holyhead. It was three or four days before 
she spoke of it and then being had before the Mayor by her 
description it should be the Duke of Monmouth and Sir Thomas 
Armstrong. Young Charleton was at Peele last week. They 
have been bustling about of late. What mischiefthey are about, 
we cannot yet learn. [bid. No. 120.] 


July 7. The Duke of Newcastle to Secretary Jenkins. I am mighty 
Welbeck. glad to hear that more and more of this horrid plot appears, 
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Several houses were searched in Mansfield. A particular of the 
arms found there and at Mr. Gregory’s and Mr. Plumtrey’s I will 
send next post. I am very much troubled I have found so few, 
but the militia is of no use for a sudden business, for Capt. 
Nevile waited from six in the morning to three in the afternoon 
before he could have ten men out of thirty he sent for. The 
Corporation of Newark sent me to-day an alderman to desire a 
commission from me to have a foot company, as they had in 
my father’s time. The commission recites he gives it according 
to instructions from his Majesty and at that time I had a regiment 
of nine hundred horse in this little county. My answer was that 
the town deserved much from his Majesty, but I could not grant 
a commission without his order and that I would acquaint you 
with their readiness to serve and entreat that I may have his 
Majesty’s commands what I shall say further to them. [2 pages.

Edward Marshall to Secretary Jenkins. The six Scotchmen 
mentioned in your information were taken and yesterday were 
carried to York Castle. [Jbid. No. 122.] 


Sir John Reresby to Secretary Jenkins. Though I continue to 
take a strict account of passengers, I find nobody that gives a 
just ground of suspicion. Mr. Drake, Andrew Taylor and 
Ralph Ward of this city having lately absented themselves 
(but as their friends pretend only on account of writs de excom- 
municato capiendo for not coming to church) I have caused their 
houses to be searched but found very few arms. On intimation 
also that Sir John Brooks and Alderman Waller of this city had 
arms, their houses were searched. In the first were found four 
backs, breasts and headpieces, five blunderbusses and musketoons 
and four muskets in the latter, but these are found to belong to 
the militia. We have searched for more arms, but found very 
few. One person found hiding on this search, who proves to be a 
Nonconformist parson or schoolmaster, I have bound over to the 
sessions. I have re-examined the six Scotchmen sent to gaol 
and transmit their examinations.

The examination of Christopher Battiscombe. Was born at 
Vesse in the parish of Symondsbury, Dorset. Has no settled 
habitation. About two years ago was admitted of the Middle 
Temple, being introduced by Mr. John Freke. He knew besides 
Mr. West and a few others of the House. Was never bound to 
perform the orders of the House and never was in commons there 
nor ever took the oaths of allegiance and supremacy. He has 
since travelled up and down, sometimes to Bristol, sometimes to 
Dorchester, and back to London. Last Friday sennight he left 
London and came on Sunday to the house of George Masters of 
Bradford, Dorset, where he has spent most of his time since, till 
he was arrested this morning.

Asked what was the meaning of having so 
many names written in the pocket book found on him and 
particularly that of Goodenough, he replied it was for remembrance 
of several businesses he had to do and carry to the said persons, 
and for that of Goodenough he said it was to deliver a token to 
Mr. Goodenough of Sherborne from his brother in London, which 
he received about Christmas last and delivered about two months 
ago. [Ibid. No. 128.] 


The information of John Buckridge, sexton of the church of 
Cirencester. There is about a cwt. of lead bullets for muskets in a 
chest in the church hid under old bell ropes, brought thither by 
Henry Jenkins, a pretended workman to the church about four 
years ago, as Jenkins informed the deponent, when William 
Cletheroe, deceased, and Ralph Willett were churchwardens, which 
have continued in the said chest ever since. They were locked 
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up for about two years by the said churchwardens, who kept 
the key from the deponent, and the succeeding churchwardens also 
concealed them from him, but Jenkins had free egress and regress 
with the key. He heard from some persons that the bullets were 
laid up in the chest for the defence of the King and kingdom, but 
none of the churchwardens ever informed him for what purpose 
they were there. They are not placed to any account in the 
church books. Last Tuesday there was a search for arms and 
ammunition in the town but neither Willett nor any of the above- 
named persons made any discovery of these bullets till the Justice 
caused. the deponent to bring the keys of the church and the 
chest and there seized the bullets last Thursday. [S.P. Dom., 
Car. II. 427, No. 129.] 


The examination of Oliver Parsons of Bridgnorth, cutler. 
John Farr told him that Paddy, Mr. Charleton’s servant, wanted 
some swords, belts and bandoliers and on his writing to him he 
answered he had no such order from his master, and he has made 
none for him nor for any person except the Staffordshire militia 
and nine rapiers made for Mr. George Talbot, which he took with 
him to Ireland. [Jbid. No. 130.]} 


The information of John Farr of Bridgnorth, gunsmith. He 
sold Mr. Leveson Gower twenty muskets and carbines made 
between him and Edward Oldbury, another gunsmith, within the 
last three years and for Mr. Francis Charleton of Apply some 
muskets and carbines delivered to his servant Paddy within the 
last year and a half. He made for John Smythyman a case of 
pistols and another for a kinsman of his, and for Mr. Charles 
Charleton four or five cases of pistols within the last three years, 
and for John Charter, a Scotchman, a case of pistols and a blunder- 
buss, which he told him he was to carry into Scotland. Paddy 
telling him that his master sent him word to bespeak some 
swords ete., he recommended Oliver Parsons to him. [Jbid. No. 
131.] 


The examination of Edward Oldbury, gunsmith. About his 
making the abovementioned muskets and carbines for Mr. 
Leveson Gower and having cleaned some other muskets for 
him. [Ibid. No. 132.]

Whitehall. market to be held at the town of High Beckington, Devon, on 
every Wednesday weekly and of two fairs to be held there on 
3 May and 21 Sept. yearly, it having been found by inquisition 
that such a grant will be no damage to the Crown or others or 
to any of the neighbouring fairs or markets. [IJbid. p. 235.] 


July 7. Secretary Jenkins to the Earl of Burlington. I[ thank you for 
Whitehall. your two letters. I was very glad of the occasion to represent to 
his Majesty not only your care and diligence but also the success 
of both in taking these six Scotchmen that are now, as the last 
letters advise, in York gaol. I hope his Majesty will have some 
useful discovery from the examining of them, for here are several 
Scotchmen already in hold that are more than suspected of driving 
a pernicious correspondence between the disaffected and restless 
spirits of both kingdoms. His Majesty longs to hear what the 
Rumball you were in pursuit of will prove and the more in that 
there is another taken up for that villain, now lying in Exeter 
gaol and sent for hither by Habeas Corpus. If it be not too great 
a trouble and this comes not too late, 1 would beg you to give 
your advice to the High Sheriff’s officer how to secure these 
Scotchmen and to have them well guarded (that I take to be the 
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true English of safe custody) all the way hither. [S.P. Dom., 
Entry Book 68, p. 317.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Bayliff of Darlington. Your letter 
of the 3rd was laid before his Majesty. His pleasure is that the 
Scotchmen you apprehended be set at liberty, unless some 
criminal matter be objected against them. As for the six Scotch- 
men apprehended at Ferrybriggs and now in hold, his Majesty 
has directed them to be brought up to London. In the mean- 
while he is content that those people, who had no design of 
disturbing the government, be permitted to follow their lawful 
occasions. [lbid. p. 318.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Bishop of Durham. I have yours of 
the 2nd. Your diligence and that of your Justices is very 
acceptable to his Majesty. There was law and reason to stop 
Lord Grey’s horses. The Bayliff of Darlington writes that he had 
laid hold of some twenty Scotchmen and had sent them to you, 
at least was in expectation of your orders about them. His 
Majesty directs the Lord Mayor of York to set those at full 
liberty that he has taken bail for. He desires you to do the same 
with those taken at Darlington, unless there be just cause to 
suspect any among them. (About the six Scotchmen in York 
gaol as in other letters.)

Secretary Jenkins to Mr. Tyndall. Immediately on the receipt 
of your letter I laid it before his Majesty, who commanded me to 
give you his thanks for your care and diligence in apprehending 
those six Scotchmen sent to York gaol. Your service is the more 
valuable in that some Scotchmen are now in hold, who are so 
seasoned with their obstinacy that they answer to nothing though 
interrogated by the King himself. The Scotchmen you took are 
sent for up hither by Habeas Corpus. Your letter and the deposi- 
tions in it came to me at nine last night, for which I thank you 
heartily.

Secretary Jenkins to Sir John Rolles. About the bringing up 
of the supposed Richard Rumball as in the letter to Mr. Seymour 
calendared ante, p. 59. If you think fit to give your deputation 
to the bearer, Thomas Beke, one of the messengers, his Majesty 
is contented he should be entrusted to his hands and that you 
give him the assistance necessary for his convoy some part of the 
way and your advice where to make his lodging every night with 
most conveniency. [Jbid. p. 320.] 


Secretary Jenkins to Sir John Reresby. I thank you for your 
news that the six Scotchmen are found. Here are several Scotch- 
men in hold, far from being able to give an account of themselves. 
Therefore his Majesty has sent for those now at York to have them 
strictly examined. The affront to the government in pulling 
down the King’s arms at Hughley will, I hope, be very shortly 
inquired into by the grand jury at the assizes. The misdemeanour 
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is properly punishable there and I doubt not the actors will be 
found out and meet with their reward in a full fine and imprison- 
ment, [S.P. Dom. Entry Book 68, p. 321.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Lord Mayor of York. I have laid your 
letter of the 3rd before his Majesty, who approved of what you 
have done in requiring bail of the Scotch pedlars that were come 
to your fairs, because of the just suspicion there was, and is still, 
of the Scotchmen taken at Ferrybriggs, but now, they being in 
safe custody, his Majesty is willing that the Scotchmen now on 
bail should be totally discharged. His Majesty recommended it 
to you to live in a perfect good understanding with Sir John 
Reresby, especially in this conjunction. His service will thrive the 
better for it. The bearer has orders to deliver the Undersheriff 
of Yorkshire’s warrant, pursuant to a Habeas Corpus, to the gaoler 
and I am to desire you to give your advice and help, if need be, for 
a good guard to bring these prisoners on their way hither, till 
relieved by other guards. [Jbid.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Earl of Gainsborough. His Majesty 
has seen your account of your care and diligence. He approves of 
it extremely and thanks you for it. He is very tender of putting 
the country to charge when there is not a necessity, and hopes there 
is none at this time, since the plotters cannot but be disconcerted 
very much, therefore he advises you to dismiss the great guard 
you have at Winchester and, if there be occasion, you shall have 
notice. [Ibid. p. 322.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Earl of Abingdon. His Majesty is of 
opinion that you should not defer to visit Henley and search there 
for arms, which yet are hid by this time, and for dangerous persons.

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in ecclesiastical matters according to the postscript of their letter 
of 24 May last.

The same to the same. Warrant, after reciting that it is 
represented in their letter of 24 May that the Keeper of the Council 
Chamber and of the Exchequer and Treasury rooms, whose fee 
was 30/. sterling, is through some mistake set down in the last 
list of fees and pensions to be only 5/. sterling, whereby he is 
prejudged in payment of the first two terms since their entry in 
251. sterling, and that he craves some further allowance than the

Sir Richard May to Secretary Jenkins. As soon as I returned 
home last Thursday night, I applied myself to the inquiry after 
the persons instrumental in the escape of the fugitives and sent 
warrants to bring before me such fishermen and others as I could 
suspect to know any thing. Yesterday in the presence of three 
other Justices [ examined these persons and enclose copies of all 
the informations, which are dark enough, none of the informants 
knowing any of the persons save Ezekiel Everest, Marshal of the 
Vice-Admiralty Court under Mr. Peachey, deputy judge to Sir 
Edward Low, who virtute offictt much influences the poor fisher- 
men. I conclude that no persons mentioned in the proclamation 
escaped from this port, save Lord Grey, for but five persons went 
on board the Hare pink, three whereof were Lord Grey, Madame 
Turner and Everest, the other two supposed to be Lord Grey’s 
servants. The master is an Isle of Wight man with a wooden leg, 
a conventicle preacher having a pension for loss of his leg in his 
Majesty’s service. The chief part owner of the pink is Thomas 
Hurst, commonly called Major Hurst, an active Independent of 
this place, formerly a soldier or officer against the late King, 
pardoned as Major Braman and many more of them were, without 
repentance. The bearer, Mr. Carleton, can give you account of 
these men. [ will make further strict inquiry. [S.P. Dom., 
Car. II. 428, No. 1.] 


Edward Seymour to Secretary Jenkins. Before the messenger 
came I had left Exeter, but not before I had learnt the original 
of the supposed Rumbold. (Account of him as in Culliford’s. 
letter of the day before.) 

I rejoice with you for the timely discovery of this villainy and 
for the safety of his Majesty and my endeavours shall never be 
wanting to do him the best service I can. I hope his Majesty 
will be weary of forgiving the enemies of the public peace, since 
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by woeful experience it might have been found they will never be 
weary of offending.

Thomas Finley to the Lord Mayor of York. I received both 
yours together, which had lain at some place by the way, and 
search was made at Little Barden this week by warrant from my 
Lord of Durham, but he was not there and the tenants say he 
was not there since he was last in that country near two months 
ago, yet some say he was seen at Stockton. Strict search is made 
throughout the county, but none found this way of those in the 
proclamation. [Jlbid. No. 3.] 


Minutes of proceedings before the King and Council. Walcott 
called in. Knows of no design against the King and government. 
Has been in Essex three weeks, but has been once in the town at 
the Three Cups, in Bread Street. Lay at Warden near Epping. 
Went to Sir W. Courtenay about 300]. due to himself and not 
concerning any design against the King. Had interest in 
Ferguson. Has heard a design was laid for England, Ireland and 
Scotland. Was at Mr. West’s chamber, when they consulted of 
the plot. Has been credibly told by Ferguson that they were 
assured of twenty or thirty thousand Scots in Ireland. Ferguson 
told him he was the trustee on every hand. ‘The person named to 
him to head the Scots was Lord Granard. Ferguson told him 
that Lord Granard had made two addresses to the King for the 
Earl of Argyle and being denied Granard and Argyle dined together 
and adjusted the matter. He wrote the letter to Secretary 
Jenkins and stayed in Westminster Hall and thought the letter was 
slighted, which occasioned his not coming in. He never heard of 
any other but Lord Granard and ’twas from Ferguson he heard 
it. He was with Col. Sydney. Ferguson told him the business 
lay in great hands, Lord Russell’s. When he came out of Ireland 
he designed to go to Carolina. Has heard Ludlow is at Lausanne. 
He knows by Lord Shaftesbury and Ferguson told him there was 
a design. An insurrection was designed about October. A 
declaration was drawn, he supposes by Ferguson, but the business 
was laid [? aside], because they were not ready in the country. 
Ferguson told him very lately they were ready in the country. 
Wade, West, Nelthrop, Rumsey, Ferguson, Norton, met at 
Tracy’s. They resolved to go to Holland when they heard of 
the discovery. Col. Rumsey proposed a contrivance for a rising 
in the City by dividing it into twenty parts, to which twenty men 
were to be assigned and twenty to be trusted by each of them. 
Goodenough told him they had all made a return. When this 
was discovered by Keeling, he had notice of it the next day. 
Wade brought in the other gentleman he spoke of, Norton. Has 
seen Sir T. Armstrong at Ferguson’s chamber, at Bickerstaff’s at the 
Flaming Sword. Knows nothing of Lord Howard. Heard that 
the Duke of Monmouth, Lords Russell and Grey and Mr. Hampden 
met in order to the carrying on of this business. Ferguson 
told him so. Lord Shaftesbury went away for fear of a discovery. 
Confesses the business of Gulick mentioned by West and Romsey. 
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To give Mr. Attorney an abstract of what is against Walcott. 
Holgate to be sent for up. Walcott to be sent to Newgate, to be 
kept very close. , 

Walcott called in again and asked if he has anything more to 
say. Says only that Aaron Smith was sent to Scotland by those 
gentlemen that transacted the matter. 

Thomas Exton says Holgate took him at Axholme for the Duke 
of Monmouth. He passed by the name of Wilson. Holgate 
carried him to Dr. Gardner, the Sub-Dean of Lincoln, who would 
have committed him as he thought. Holgate says Pinder has 
command of them all. Holgate confessed all before the Justice. 

Holgate to be sent for. Houses of Pinder and Rider to be 
searched for arms and at the same time to examine them about 
what is said in the deposition. The Earl of Lindsey to be sent to 
to take care of this business. Mr. Attorney and Mr. Pollexfen 
to be here at four in the afternoon. 

Bickerstaff called in says one Roberts (Ferguson) was brought 
to his house by Sir T. Armstrong. A month ago last Tuesday 
he was at his house. He came a little before the fire at New- 
market. Sir T. Armstrong, Mr. Charlton, Col. Rumsey, Mr. 
Bourne, a great deal of company came to him at all four times 
he lay there. Knows nothing more. That his man give the 
names of those that used to come, and the porter, that was 
employed in errands, do so too. 

Rous and Blag to be removed to Newgate. Mr. Graham to 
take care of a Habeas Corpus. To have notice. Leigh, the 
mariner, to attend Mr. Attorney. 

Manning, the weaver, says he does not know Lea. 

Letter from Leigh concerning Rous, which happened about a 
month ago. Blag and he being in a coach, Blag spoke to him of 
tossing up a ball. Blag once said to him he would concern himself 
no morewiththem. Heard him discourse of placing mortar pieces 
over against the Tower in Southwark, which he thought the best 
way to take the Tower. Blag said to him, You will one of these 
days [see] a ball tossed up, and that he (Blag) could raise a 
certain number of seamen, which he thinks was said in the 
company of Rous and Lea. Rous asked Leigh whether he could 
get any seamen to go on board ships, which he said was to make 
guard ships of, and said, We must secure the Tower and Whitehall 
all at once and that they would secure the King and then fight 
under his commission. Blag was introduced by Rous. Blag said 
he would raise 200 men and have his own ship ready. Heard Blag 
say the mortar pieces over Southwark side will do the business. 

Lea says Blag asked him what money there was, who answered 
2,000/., which he said was too little. Goodenough told him there 
was a crape-weaver to manage the weavers in Spitalfields. 
William Thomas was called in by Goodenough, where were 
Jenks, Jekell and others that sent for meat for him and encouraged 
him to go on with the business. This Thomas told him. 

Thomas to be here to-morrow afternoon and Lea at the same 
time. The list of the King’s Head club to be produced by Sir 
P. Lloyd. 
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Manning called in. Knows Goodenough, but he never spoke 
to him of any business. He hears one Griffith, a Baptist. His 
brother is a crape-weaver, goes to the church. 

The other Manning called in says he does not know Goodenough. 

Pennington Fitches, Bickerstaff’s man, says Sir T. Armstrong 
brought him into the house. Col. Rumsey camethither. Roberts 
(Ferguson) used to send to Mr. Shepard’ s. Bourne and Foster 
used to be there. 

Foster to be sent for. Lord Grey’s sureties to be sued. Lord 
Russell’s counsellors, Pollexfen and Scott, have leave to go to 
him. Ward and Dodsworth the others. 

Parkhurst, bookseller, called in says the plot sermon mentioned 
in the letter is a sermon sold up and down called Truth will out, 
and another paper called a Comfort to the persecuted. 

Blag called in. Says he could have escaped when Rous gave 
him notice he should be sent back to the Gatehouse. 

Mrs. Lammas, where Walcott was found, asked whether he 
was found in her house, says she did not know him. He came 
there yesterday at five. 

Mr. Axel to have 1001. out of the fines of Lord Grey and the 
rioters. 

Memorandum. At 8 p.m. Walcott at his desire is admitted to 
speak with his Majesty and Secretary Jenkins. (To the effect 
of part of the minutes next calendared.) 

Lord Howard to be brought to-morrow afternoon. His papers 
to be searched.

Minutes of Capt. Walcott’s confession. Printed in State Trials 
(Vol. IX, col. 450) but with the following omissions :—After

When examined by a Justice on his 
first being taken he called himself James Johnson but his true 
name is Gibson. He left Scotland last August to save his life, 
having been at Bothwell Bridge, and to avoid taking the test. 
He first stayed at Rotherham a short time and then went to 
London and lodged at the house of one Miller in Cloth Fair. He 
continued there till last April. His wife had taken a room for 
him at Scauseby, a house in this Riding distant from any town, 
where he stayed ever since. He conversed with several Scotch- 
men both here and in London but with neither English or Scotch 
concerned (to his knowledge) in the plots of either nation. He 
had no personal animosity against his Majesty and would not 
hurt him (to use his own language) though he should find him 
bound in the highway, but wished he had not set up episcopacy 
in Scotland, which with the sins of the King and kingdom was 
the cause of all the evils. He had 201. sterling per annum in 
Glencairn, which it vexed him to see taken from him and given 
to John Douglas, lord of Stane house, a Papist, but confesses he 
was too hasty to rise and resolved never more to take up arms 
against the King, should his life be saved, which he did not 
expect.

At last he said, he had confessed one of his best and dearest 
friends, and why should he keep private others, and further said in 
great anguish and trouble of spirit that, if he had not confessed 
all he knew or could think on, he wished he might rot in earth 
and be damned in hell, but would rather die than accuse any 
falsely. It has been represented to him, not naming any person, 
that a great many had been taken and had made great discoveries, 
and therefore it would appear against him to his ruin if he reserved 
any person or matter. All his relations that I know of are of the 
Church of England, loyal and of good reputation. Except this 
piece of villainy he has been always accounted a man of truth 
and handsome dealing in his profession and I believe his confession 
or evidence will obtain credit as far as any man’s concerned. 
If his Majesty shall bestow on him undeserved mercy, not bringing 
him to a trial at the bar will lay such an obligation on him, 
considering the advantage it will be to him in his profession, 
as must engage him to as high a degree of love to him as his 
late actions have discovered the contrary.

the places where a person has informed me the said traitors are 
absconded. [am this moment taking horse to seize them.

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Dr. George Hooper to Sheriff Rich. Inever thought the country 
could have furnished me with anything that should be news to you, 
but now I can tell you of a proclamation, read at Newbury last 
Thursday, where a tax is set on all sorts of commodities, 1s. in ten 
on all drapery, the same proportion on seamstresses’ gains, for it 
goes so low, and 2d.on every pair of shoes. This was as much as 
one of our country folk could carry away at once. The meaning 
of it is this. When the proclamations were reading, one about the 
Excise, the other about the Duke of Monmouth etc., the market 
women asked what matter and the understanding men of Newbury 
told them it was nothing but that the King wanted money and 
there was order come for such payments. This presently runs 
in the country and nobody talks of a plot but of the new tax they 
are to pay. This story we had from some market women that 
told our smith, for I was zealous to learn the author of it and 
offered a little reward, but it is got further and spread among 
the country people at some distance and comes confirmed from 
the other side of the county, so I fancy it was not raised by a 
chance sham and by one fellow, but that it is counter news to 
make the silly people think it had not been much matter, if the 
other had succeeded. You can’t imagine how difficult of belief 
some are still ; how improbable it is that wise men should engage 
in such a weak design and that honest men should be traitors. 
It were to be wished that in every county some of those honest 
men, if they are in, were made public enough, that the silly 
people may not be deluded by them, for they have the skill to 
possess the country of any story and, if they are not traitors, they 
will be great patriots still.

A. Pudsay, High Sheriff of Yorkshire, to Secretary Jenkins. 
I received last night yours of the 5th (about the arrest of the six 
Scotchmen as in other letters) also another person suspected to be 
Rumbold was apprehended about Doncaster by a hue and cry 
I sent out last Thursday with four bailiffs at the request of Lord 
Burlington and the deputy lieutenants. From Leeds also I 
hear that Goodenough was at a coffee-house there on Saturday 
sennight and that Nelthorp was at the same the Monday after 
and took with him one of the Gazettes, there being two, and would 
have had both but the coffee-man would not suffer him. These 
persons have since been seen riding together near Leeds, so I am 
not in despair of securing them. I have received the returns 
of most of the chief constables, who say they have obeyed my 
orders, but found no suspected persons. Watch and ward are 
very strictly kept throughout the county and shall be till further 
orders. I am just for Skipton sessions to meet the Justices, 
where we shall consult what can be further done. [Ibid. No. 53.] 


Henry Brabant, customer, Ralph Williamson, comptroller, and 
Anthony Isaacson, collector, to Secretary Jenkins.

July 10. The Bishop of Edinburgh to the Earl of Moray. I took two 
Edinburgh. hours this afternoon to examine Earlston. He is very positive 
still as to the rebellion designed in England to have broken out 
presently. He knew of none of quality to be in it, but the Duke 
of Monmouth, whom yet they would not make general on account 
of his aspiring humour, and in Scotland none but the Earl of Argyle. 
If he remembers any more, he shall be free in discovering them. 
All I have new from him is that Aaron Smith was the person who 
came to Scotland to treat with Sir John Cochrane about the 
intended rebellion, and that they intended to rendezvous at 
Coventry and five or six other places in England. He subsisted 
in Holland by teaching French and English. I thought by 
inquiring after that to have found out his correspondents here,.at 
least those who contributed for the maintenance of the rogues in 
Holland. I urged him confess all or he could expect no mercy 
and others would discover all and so prevent him. He persisted 
in saying he was acquainted as to the rebellion but never heard 
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anything about assassinating the King or his brother but 
promised, if he remembers anything, to discover it. The success 
of the circuit here will be nothing short of that elsewhere. The 
murderer Andrew Gulen and Edward Atkins, who was seized 
with Earlston, will be sentenced to die to-morrow. They are 
obstinate and bloody miscreants. [2 pages. Copy. S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Nicholas Reve to Secretary Jenkins. I acquainted Mr. Carr 
that Don Lewis was in England and that Lord Grey with Ferguson 
was here. Last week a small Harwich wherry brought hither a 
young tall gentleman. I did not see him, else should have 
described him better. On board he had a black periwig on but 
here had his own hair, being a flax colour. He had his servant 
with him and was not long here. He was in great haste to leave 
England. The men-of-war of this land are not yet joined ; 
about the Texel is the rendezvous. The Lord Tromp should have 
gone admiral but last Saturday absolutely declined it, because 
the Prince of Orange would have allotted him all his officers, 
which he pretended belonged to him alone to choose and, that 
privilege being denied him, he refused to go, so the Lord William 
Bustiaenson Scheepers of this city, who is admiral of the North 
quarter, is his successor. The news of the plot is astonishing 
here yet there want not bad Englishmen who discourse it at their 
pleasure. I cannot promise myself that my petition will now be 
read till this black cloud be blown over and then I hope it will. 

After sealing this, I am certainly informed that 
the Lord Bentinck has here hired (?) of a vessel to carry him 
to London forthwith. It was reported the Prince should have 
gone. So you may expect Bentinck as soon as this. [Ibid. No.

He had not seen 
Ferguson a twelvemonth before. Did not know he was then 
obnoxious.

Used to be often with the Duke of Monmouth. Has not been in 
Scotland these twenty years. Knows nothing of any design 
against the King or government. Was acquainted with Sir T. 
Armstrong. To give 1,0001. security with two securities of 500/. 
each to appear the next term or else to be kept in the messenger’s 
hand. Atterbury received the papers from Capt. Parker and 
brought them in sealed. Owns the other letter of 10 July and 
says the ballad was amongst his papers but is not in his hand. 

Tucker’s information read. The Common Serjeant to search 
the house of Glass and examine him about Rumbold. 

Lord Howard delivers a paper written by him and promises 
another. Says positively Lord Essex was at the meetings at 
Hampden’s first and Lord Russell’s afterwards. The first time 
was to settle the method of their design and how they should 
order the government of their proceedings.

Circular letter from Secretary Jenkins to all the Lords Lieutenant 
in England. In my last letter I told you no more but that there 
appeared great grounds to believe that, in case the most horrid 
design intended against the King’s person had taken effect, it 
had been seconded by an insurrection in several parts of the king- 
dom, but now I am commanded by his Majesty to tell you further 
that he has since made such a progress in discovering the methods 
intended to promote this insurrection as also the contrivers of it 
and actors that were to be in it that they are no longer to be 
termed appearances but evidences so very clear and so fully 
concurrent that nothing can be more convincing and unquestion- 
able to prove that a general insurrection was intended not only 
in this kingdom but in Scotland and that all means were used to 
bring both kingdoms into strict measures of correspondence and 
mutual aid for executing this design. His Majesty would have 
you take notice of this as from himself, not that you should be 
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thereby obliged to put the county, by bringing the militia together, 
to any extraordinary charge or trouble but that you take care 
the officers be in all readiness suitable for times of imminent 
danger. He persists still in his direction to have all dangerous 
persons disarmed, but, as the law leaves it to the judgment of 
yourself and the deputy lieutenants, so he refers to your considera- 
tion what persons may be reputed dangerous at such a time as 
this, he assuring himself that you will connive at no man suspected 
to have the least inclination to disturb the peace. In the dis- 
arming of such he would have a decency and discretion observed, 
not to seize fowling pieces nor wearing swords nor any other thing 
that is trifling and not capable of being employed to do mischief 
in tumults or insurrections. It is his further pleasure that an 
inventory of all arms so seized by your order with the names of 
the persons in whose house or custody they were taken be forth- 
with sent to one of the Secretaries of State. With memorandum 
that this letter was sent to all the Lords Lieutenant and to Col. 
Strode as Lieutenant of the Cinque Ports and Sir Robert Holmes, 
Governor of the Isle of Wight, but not to the Commissioners for 
the Lieutenancy of London.

help enough, but he was then out of their reach, but now he is 
returned what harm may be done him I know not. I would 
have given you this advice by word of mouth but feared being 
ruined by some men, who would do it, if possible.

The information on oath of William Adams of the Old Bailey, 
tobacconist, taken before Justice Warcupp. Hugh Westlake of 
Birch Court, Temple, said in the presence of himself, Stephen 
College and John Parsons of the Temple that he would kill all that 
should oppose Sir Robert Peyton’s election and would kill the 
Duke of York. Capt. Baker in the presence of several particularly 
Mr. Archbold swore, God damn me, I will pistol the Duke of York. 
If ever I meet him I will send a brace of bullets into his head, 
because he is a villain and a traitor against his brother.

Ayloffe and Hugh Ryder, both living in the Old Bailey, after 
speaking vilifying words of the Prince of Orange and several 
great persons, said, Hang the King, if he cannot protect me from 
the Parliament.

I forgot to 
put in my letter that the cornet staff mentioned in the list of 
arms taken in Mr. Gregory’s house was the same that carried 
the colours of my cousin, Robert Pierrepont, who had a troop in 
my volunteer regiment of horse in ’60 and then Gregory was the 
cornet. I trouble you with this that he may not be thought to 
have this on ill intent. J have had a great respect for him but 
for the last 5 years he has joined with the factious, but I hope 
he will not do so any more. [Ibid. No. 73.] 


The Earl of Burlington to Secretary Jenkins. I received yours 
of the 7th and heartily wish that those six Scotchmen who are 
now carrying up may be safely delivered to you, for by Sir John - 
Reresby’s account of them they seem very dangerous persons 
and I believe came into this kingdom to do mischief. At a 
meeting I had yesterday with Sir John about this and other 
matters, we were both of opinion that the carrying them up should 
be suspended till a strong guard were sent, since we had none to 
do it, but they being to be put into the Sheriff's hands by 
Habeas Corpus all we could do was to recommend the strict care 
of them to the guard employed by the Sheriff, which I am sure 
Sir John will not fail to do. I have desired him for two or three 
days to be at some public meetings in the country, where his 
Majesty will require his presence, and therefore I hope he will be 
excused for it. 

Though a person with one eye has been lately taken and is now 
in York gaol, I am confident it is not Rumbold, since he is an 
Englishman and he in custody a Scotchman, and by the examina- 
tions Sir John has taken of him is, I conceive, a very dangerous 
and desperate traitor, but Sir John will give you a fuller account. 
I doubt not you will think him fit to be brought up in safe custody 
and I must tell you that under the name of pedlars so many 
Scotchmen frequently come in that I doubt they make use of 
that pretence for other and bad ends and therefore, as many of 
them have been lately seized and some on suspicion kept in 
custody at York, till they could give a good account of themselves, 
so I have desired that at this sessions the Justices would take 
such course as the law enables them to do, which will put a stop 
to this inconvenience, I hope veryshortly to give youan account 
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of what we have done about seizing the arms of those suspected 
to be disaffected. [3 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 428, No. 74.] 


Sir John Reresby to Secretary Jenkins. Since my last another 
Scotchman taken by my first inquiry about Doncaster was 
brought to the gaol here. He seems a dangerous fellow, as you 
will find by his enclosed examination, and confessed, as he tells 
me, little of what you will see there before the Justice by whom 
he stands committed. When he and the 6 Scotchmen, who 
parted hence to-day, first met in gaol, they seemed acquainted 
but denied to be so afterwards. I have since re-examined them 
but find no other matter but what I transmitted in my last, only 
I omitted that one (I think John Cook) was in a great disorder 
as he was examined and fell down in a swoon but pretended, 
returning presently to himself, that it was only an effect of wind. 
I fear such emissaries as they from Scotland did not come to 
contrive and carry intelligence as to the plot, but to be active 
therein, when it broke out. We have observed in some parts of 
this county that greater numbers of Scotch pedlars than usual 
within the last 10 or 12 months flocked to us and especially to 
the most remarkable places for faction and have sold godly bukes, 
as they called them, and pamphlets from Scotland, which 
occasioned our order of sessions at Doncaster 6 months ago and 
since at Pomfret 3 months ago that they should be whipped and 
passed for vagrants to their own country according to the Queen’s 
statute. Having advised yesterday with Lord Burlington I 
have thoughts of going to our sessions held this and next week 
to promote some things for his Majesty’s service and among them 
to advise a general search to be made for rogues and vagrants, 
amongst which pedlars and petty chapmen are comprised by 
that statute, of all nations to be carried before the next Justice 
to be examined and, if found dangerous, to be secured, the rest 
to be punished and passed according tolaw. The Lord Lieutenant 
has ordered his deputies to cause a most strict search to be made 
for arms, which will be speedily put in execution through this 
Riding. [2 pages. Ibid. No. 75.] 


Edward Thompson to Secretary Jenkins. In obedience to the 
commands signified by your letter of the 7th I have discharged 
the Scotsmen here on bail, they having generally declared their 
innocence as to the present plot as well as that at Bothwell Bridge 
with an abhorrence of those principles. I have given the 
messenger all the assistance in my power. He set forwards this 
morning with his 6 prisoners under a very good guard from the 
High Sheriff. I shall readily comply with anything Sir John 
Reresby offers for the King’s service and cannot imagine any 
misunderstanding can be between us. Pray believe of this city 
and so we beg you to represent to his Majesty, that no corporation 
have more loyal hearts nor will be readier with their lives and 
fortunes to defend his person, crown and dignity nor are any

examination to Col. Graham of Claverhouse and Capt. Urquhart, 
who commands the forces on the Scotch side.

He also told me that Bateman was gone another 
way to see after me and afterwards came to me to Mr. Rouse’s 
to encourage me, not doubting but the business would go on. 
Afterwards, I being in disguise in the City, he told me he had 
railed against me to the Tories, but said, he hoped we shall 
catch them at last.

He does not frequent the public church, but 
usually hears Mr. Reade, Mr. Vincent or other reputed Noncon- 
formists. He believes that Christ will come and reign in the 
hearts of His people a thousand years on earth. He followed 
the late Lord Mayor with a hiss as the rabble did from Guildhall 
Street to the corner of St. Laurence Church. He heard Mr. 
Feakin teach in a vault on London Bridge. Mr. Cauldren, 
Lord Clare’s steward, told him yesterday morning that he need 
not fear what Fox should swear against him, for he had oversworn 
or outsworn himself already and would not be believed. Confesses 
that in a familiarity among themselves they called the King 
Ralph.

Scarborough. Thompson. Past 1 on Sunday 24 June last Richard Nelthorpe 
came to his house at Scarborough as a relation with another 
gentleman, who named himself Layne, a merchant of Leeds, a 
tall slender man with short flaxen hair, and stayed there till 
next day, when they took horse to Whitby with Cornelius Moone 
of Scarborough. They returned to his house in Scarborough 
next day. They pretended they were forced to fly for debt so 
he procured for them a vessel for Holland. The proclamation 
for taking Nelthorpe or any other was not then known at 
Scarborough nor for a week after. Their horses are now in his 
custody. They went on board a vessel of which Peter Posgate 
of Scarborough is master as she was riding in Scarborough 
Road 27 June last.

July 13. The examination on oath of Cornelius Moone. 24 June last 
he met at Stephen Thompson’s house two gentlemen, whose

was told there was none there, so he and they returned towards 
Scarborough. One of the gentlemen being sick and night coming 
on, they stayed at Robert Walker’s house in Hollands Leager 
till about 10 next day and thence came to William Browne’s 
house at Cloughton where he stayed with them about 2 hours 
and then went to Scarborough, where he acquainted the said 
Thompson that he had left them at Cloughton and asked if there 
was a ship there for Holland. Thompson told him there was one 
bound thither, on which he returned to Cloughton about 10 and 
acquainted them therewith, on which they came with him to 
Thompson’s house where he left them. (Describes them.) He 
believes they were shipped off at Scarborough, but whither he 
knows not.

at her house whether he had been there and said the deponent 
promised to meet them there.

The gentlemen stayed 
there till about 10 at night, when Moone came and told them 
they had a friend at Scarborough that must drink spaw water 
with them in the morning and that he would trust no other to 
come for them but him, so they all went away.

The Earl of Bridgwater to Secretary Jenkins. Having on 
the receipt of your letter of 23 June written to my deputy 
lieutenants in the counties of Buckingham and Hertford, searches 
have been made in divers places in both counties, but we have not 
made any discoveries, only Mr. Mayne of Hinton, Buckingham- 
shire, son of Mayne who was one of the judges of the late King, 
was seized by Sergeants Starkey and Hartshorne, who came to 
me for assistance by some of the militia and showed me their 
authority from Lord Sunderland, so I appointed them assistance 
not only for seizing him but for carrying him to London. I 
have not yet heard of the return of those who went with him. 
Yesterday I received yours of the 11th and will with all possible 
speed send to my deputy lieutenants in both counties for their 
assistance in putting your directions in execution.

The Earl of Winchilsea to Secretary Jenkins. Yours of the 
10th came to me last Wednesday night. I deferred answering 
it, hoping to give you some account of the affairs of this county. 
I shall observe all your orders, 
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All that truly love the King in this county are exceedingly 
glad at the miraculous discovery of the bloody and _ horrid 
assassinate intended and the gentry have sent to me to offer 
their services in their own persons and at their proper charges 
to attend his Majesty’s person or service where he will employ 
them. They have prepared an address full of zeal, as you will 
see by the enclosed copy. It might have been better worded 
and no counsel given to his Majesty, which I was against putting 
into the address, but J was unwilling to lose time or let them 
cool and knowing they are truly sound at the heart I hope his 
Majesty will receive them with all kindness and excuse any errors. 

I have observed his Majesty’s commands in not bringing 
together the militia on duty, but have ordered all to be in readiness 
on the first summons. I have sent out some small parties of 
horse and searched the house of Mr. Papillon, Col. Deering and 
William Brockman and several others, but found nothing more 
than the militia arms. My deputy lieutenants have had orders 
to disarm all suspected persons, but as yet have found very few. 
As soon as I receive an inventory of the arms seized I will 
send you a copy with the names of the persons in whose house 
or custody they were. I am confident many have hid their 
arms, especially Col. Deering, for I had notice 2 or 3 years past 
that he had in one chamber 15 or 16 case of pistols and 5 or 6 
blunderbusses. I have employed some persons to get information 
with all privacy of a parcel of arms I have notice of, but cannot 
yet discover where they are. In a few days I hope to be informed 
and then shall make a thorough search myself and, if I find 
anything, give you an account. If there is a great parcel I will 
secure the person and examine the matter as fully as I can.

The Earl of Gainsborough to Secretary Jenkins. At his 
Majesty’s first command I sent out warrants to the deputy 
lieutenants and colonels of this county to search the houses of 
all suspected persons and have already given you a general 
account that no considerable quantity of arms was found. I 
cannot now give you the names of all the persons disarmed, but 
J hope at the Winchester assizes to meet all the officers employed 
and to give you a more particular account and an inventory of 
the arms found and in whose houses they were. [Jbid. No. 145.] 


Sir Robert Holmes to Secretary Jenkins. In order to his 
Majesty’s command of 29 June [ have got in all the arms that 
could be met with in this island, which are very inconsiderable 
to what I thought might have been found. I have also taken 
into Carisbrooke Castle 20 field pieces that belonged to the 
militia. The bringing of these guns makes great noise among 
the people set on by the disaffected that want no art to do all 
the mischief they can, but I value neither them nor their black 
art. Some days after my arrival in the isle I had information 
of frequent meetings at Newport of Nonconformist parsons and 
others from Southampton, Portsmouth and elsewhere. I sent 
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out warrants to the Mayor of Newport and the high constables 
of the island to apprehend and bring them before me, but they 
are fled. I am still in diligent search of them, but can hear no 
tidings of them. You will see their names in the enclosed copies 
of the warrants. Yesterday I sent out warrants for two more of 
their consorts, who, I hear, are also gone. If any of them be 
taken, though I can prove nothing against them but their meeting 
in this nature as well as their constant meeting at their con- 
venticles, I will keep them close till IT have his Majesty’s further 
pleasure. 

Lock, an inhabitant of Yarmouth in this isle, was master of 
the vessel that carried off some people that escaped about 
Chichester. Major Hurst was the owner and that fellow has 
been off and on with him any time this twelvemonth and without 
doubt that vessel has been kept for some such use as she now 
went on. I met with a letter last post, giving me some 
apprehensions as if this Lock with his vessel should be at Hull or 
somewhere in the Humber. It were well she were looked after 
in those parts. I have so waylaid him here, that he will never 
come into these ports. He is easily known, being a black tall 
man with a wooden leg. He lost his leg with myself in his 
Majesty’s service. I had formerly made him a gunner here, till 
I knew of his qualities and preaching ; then I turned him out. 

Whitehead, that lives in Hampshire, is come into the isle on 
pretence of gossiping with Sir Robert Dillington. I have 
sent to him to get out of the isle and, if I heard any more of 
his coming over here without acquainting me, J would lay him 
by the heels. He is a very great rogue, nobody can be over- 
watchful of him, but I do not value him or all the rest of his gang. 

Pray acquaint the King with this account. Next week I 
intend to make use of his Majesty’s leave for the Bath, my legs 
and feet being in great want of it, but intend to take London in 
my way, to give his Majesty an account of his concerns here as 
well as to bring him an address from all the chief inhabitants 
of the isle. [Nearly 2 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 428, No. 146.] 


The Earl of Bristol to Secretary Jenkins. I received yours of 
the 11th with further directions concerning disarming dangerous 
and disaffected persons, which shall be punctually observed, nor 
will I put the country to much charge by raising the militia but 
only so many as are absolutely necessary to make a thorough 
search in the whole county, which is in great measure done 
already. The rest I had reason to defer till next week and then 
shall give you an inventory of all arms seized and have ordered 
all my deputy lieutenants and militia officers to be constantly 
in a readiness to follow any further orders from his Majesty. 

Last week I caused Christopher Battiscombe to be seized in 
his bed by a party of horse and he was examined before me, 
but having nothing against him then more than bare suspicion, 
he being a stranger and lying at the house of a notorious Fanatic, 
we took good bond for his appearance at the assizes. I since 
understand you have by a letter to Mr. Ryves expressed a 
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suspicion of his being in the plot, whereon I sent an order for 
apprehending him. I had notice of his being yesterday in 
Dorchester and doubt not he will be seized to-day. If so, he 
shall be committed to Dorchester gaol till further instructions. 
I desire you will present the enclosed address to his Majesty. 
[S.P. Dom., Car. II. 428, No. 147.] 


George Ryves to Secretary Jenkins. I received yours of the 
5th relating to Christopher Battiscombe. I made inquiry in 
our parts, where he was altogether a stranger, but going to 
quarter sessions I found that the very man was on the 17th taken 
on suspicion by some of our militia horse and carried before 
some Justices at Sherborne, who let him go on good bail for his 
appearance at our assizes on the 26th, but I question not before 
that time to give you an account of him in custody. (About 
his examination, calendared ante p. 64.) We have yet no 
account of Edward Norton. We secured with his arms a gelding, 
which he formerly owned to be a managed horse. He not long 
since had a suit of new armour, but we could not find it. I 
suppose it might be sent away in a trunk sent to him to London 
about 3 weeks ago. (Giving Norton’s address in London.) 
Finding by our letters of to-day that the bill is found against 
Norton, I let you know that yesterday two waggon load of goods 
and 300 sheep were removed. His wool was sent away before. 
I beg your direction about the gelding. [Jbid. No. 148.] 


The Bishop of Bath and Wells to Secretary Jenkins. Having 
performed my duty as well as I could at the sessions on the 
bench and in the pulpit, I am now returned here, where I am 
thronged with country people as full of indignation against the 
traitors as they were of treason and in particular against 
Trenchard. We were very unanimous at the sessions and the 
address will, I presume, have had admittance to his Majesty 
before this comes to you. It is the desire of the county that the 
gentlemen may return fully instructed in what methods we are 
to proceed. All persons are highly sensible of this horrid design 
and the King can command nothing that will not be readily 
obeyed, for I never saw the county in a better temper. [| left 
Lord Stawell yesterday under the tooth ache ; I am sure he has 
an aching tooth against the rebels.

This week we have 
kept watch with our militia here and shall continue them till 
we receive order to the contrary. The truth is, I thought the 
constable’s watch not so vigilant as the occasion required. I 
gave account formerly that we had disarmed all the Noncon- 
formists and this week we have tendered them the oath of 
allegiance which they have taken. We cannot tender the oath 
of supremacy without a commission out of the Court of Chancery, 
which oath I am persuaded many of them will refuse and so 
leave it to your judgment whether we shall have such a commission 
or not. We have but 3 or 4 Roman Catholics here and those 
but of mean quality.

The Earl of Winchilsea to Secretary Jenkins. This morning 
the address to his Majesty came to me signed by the gentlemen 
of East Kent, among others Sir Henry Oxenden, Sir James 
his son, and the rest of the brothers. I have seen Sir James 
since, who seems much concerned at the horrid design. I hope 
he is convinced of his former errors. I have sent the address to 
other parts of the county, that it may be hastened. 

This morning I received the enclosed letter from Monsr. 
Benenand, minister of the French congregation at Rye, who is 
truly loyal. If you advise me how to answer it, I shall observe 
your commands. [I desire only that few except his Majesty may 
see it, that it may not raise him enemies, for he has been under 
some discouragements for his forwardness and I have been 
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obliged to help him to make that congregation submit to the 
discipline of the Church of England. He has heard that my 
house was to have been burnt, which was one of the lies invented 
by some that hate me on the King’s account, but nothing shall 
hinder me from doing all in my power to defend the King and 
Royal family. 

About noon to-day I received a letter from London that the 
Serjeant Trumpet is seized for his design to stab the King. His 
Majesty and his Royal Highness cannot have too much care of 
themselves especially for some time, the number, quality and 
riches of the conspirators being so great and all provided to take 
the first opportunity, and they know that every day their party 
must decrease and his Majesty’s friends be better prepared ; 
therefore I beseech you make his Majesty sensible that it is 
better for the kingdom that 10,000 of us should perish than that 
we should hazard so good a monarch. 

It is a great advantage that wicked men and rebels have over 
honest and loyal persons, to strike the first blow, and therefore 
we ought to be well prepared. 

I think, if his Majesty had 2 or 3 small field pieces with all 
things necessary with some arms for foot and horse in his forts 
at Tilbury and Sheerness and also at Deal, that, in case of any 
sudden occasion to raise this county for his service, we may be 
fitted immediately and capable to take the field and to arm 
the volunteers, who, I hope, will come in plentifully, it will 
encourage his friends and discourage his enemies and save losing 
time. It also deserves consideration whether it be not convenient 
to have some blank commissions ready in case of emergency. 
This I propounded formerly the August after the King’s coming 
to England to my brother-in-law, the late Earl of Southampton, 
and undertook for 5,000 men in those days besides the militia to 
be ready in 7 days warning to be at Gravesend, where he promised 
T should find 5,000 arms ready and 5,000/. towards their pay. I 
wish I were now as able to serve the King as I was then but will 
do all I can, if there be occasion. If blank commissions are 
sent for a foot regiment, a dragoon regiment and a horse regiment, 
I hope to be able to make up that number and to bring a great 
part of the militia together in a few days. [2} pages. S.P.Dom., 
Car.

Sir John Bramston to Sir John Peake. I think you heard 
Mr. Prescott tell that Mr. Johnson of Mile End, sometime a 
Middlesex Justice, with the son of Capt. Baines or Baylie and 
a third man, came to him Friday sennight and importuned him 
to supersede a warrant from me against Thomas Stace and to 
discharge a recognizance I had taken for the appearance of one 
Lewis and a son of Stace’s, which he refused and at their parting 
he perceived Stace to be the third person. Stace has absented 
ever since and doubtless is either at Johnson’s or the other man’s 
house about Mile End or Stepney. You said you would send for 
Johnson, who had been but the Thursday before he was with 
Mr. Prescott at a meeting where you were, I think, about 
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Bridewell or Bethlem. One of the fishermen, with whom they 
treated to hire his bark, said they talked of giving a third gentleman 
notice. The third man was not at Stace’s house nor is his name 
known, but I believe these two came but as factors for that third 
man. If you would try to apprehend Stace and either bind him 
to the assizes or commit him for want of sureties, I am persuaded 
some discovery might be made so useful at this juncture. Stace 
is tenant to that captain’s son and, I am confident, is harboured 
by him. He was within 2 or 3 days seen on the Exchange. 
Your prudence will guide you much better than anything I can 
say, but certainly Johnson and the other ought to give better 
reason for hiring a boat and pilot than going a fishing, for they 
offered 20s. a day and talked of going to Harwich. The 
examinations were delivered in at the sessions, so J cannot send 
you copies. The Justices have bound the constable, who was 
very negligent, to the assizes and I had bound the pilot that 
should have been and the party that trafficked for the boat. 
If Stace can be found, it will be a good service. My warrants 
lie in the constables’ hands to catch him, if he come home.

Never preached in conventicles, 
is a conformable man. Has in the North of Ireland a relation 
called Gordon, whither he was going. Sheriff Rich to be asked 
concerning him.

Pringle to remain in the gaoler’s custody, till inquiry be made 
from Sheriff Rich. 

Heborn called in. Says he is a Scotchman. Lodged a while 
at Newcastle at Mr. Keen’s house, an Englishman near the 
Quay. Says he has had part of orders. Lay in London half a 
year. Knows not the woman where he lodged. Knows not 
Ferguson. Is of Moray. Met the 5 others (pediars) in London. 
Never saw Sir J. Cochrane nor Baillie. Cannot determine 
whether killing the Archbishop was a murder. Thinks himself 
bound by the Covenant. Never took it. Does not answer 
whether he thinks it lawful to take up defensive arms against 
the King. Thinks he ought to obey him in the Lord in civil 
matters. Was bred up in Aberdeen. Is 33. Hopes none 
taught him his principles but the Lord. His father’s taking 
the Covenant obliges him. Went to Scotland to lurk. Cannot 
determine whether the business of Bothwell Bridge was unlawful. 
Thinks the present plot unlawful, because against the King’s 
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person. Did not approve of Cargill’s declaration. Is not 
ordained but preached sometimes. Has seen the test, never 
took it. Cannot maintain the Covenant and take the test. 
Says he went out of town because he believes there might be 
trouble there and he was exhausted. Knew the 5 pedlars. not 
long. They were chapmen that travel with sacks. 

Monro says he knows nothing of the rising nor heard any thing 
of it. Saw Shepard in company with Sir J. Cochrane. Had no 
particular discourse with him. Sir J. Cochrane’s son was there 
and Sir George Campbell. No discourse of public affairs nor of 
returning money. Shepard called in. Says Monro said they 
were dilatory in bringing in the money and ’twas too little. He 
dined at the Dolphin in Lombard Street with Monro, who told 
him in the street these delays would ruin them all. Spoke with 
him half a dozen times. Monro says he knows Mr. Baillie. 
Shepard was told by Baillie that Monro had the same business, 
though he pretended Carolina. Monro says he came really about 
the Carolina business with a commission signed by those concerned. 
Never saw Aaron Smith. 

A considerable number of persons agreed to send persons to 
England to purchase a plantation in Carolina. Sir J. Cochrane 
and he were of the number. Will produce his commission. It 
was to deal with the proprietors. Shepard says he asked Baillie 
what they would do about Carolina, who answered, if the other 
business took, they would easily break off that of Carolina. 
Monro says Cochrane proposed that half of the 8,000/. for Carolina 
would be raised, half by the gentlemen and half by the merchants.

They say they came from Waterford and offered to make their 
informations of some things of moment concerning the lately 
discovered plot. Their informations taken to-day on oath 
are enclosed, which they drew up and signed themselves. We also 
send another information given by one of them, who desired it 
might be sent with the other. They are on their journey to 
London.

Francis Fullwood to Secretary Jenkins. We examined John 
Curtis of Topsham, the master of the ship, and his servant in the 
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presence of the Bishop of Exeter about the things they are 
concerned in in the informations. The master swears he knows 
nothing of any letters Tristram brought from Ireland and that 
he knew not when Tristram went out of the ship. He never told 
these Irishmen that they could not have passage in his ship 
without Capt. Seymour’s leave. His only reason for refusing 
to take them was because he would take in no more passengers. 
His servant confesses that Tristram told him he had letters or 
a letter for Sir Edward Seymour from his son, Capt. Seymour, 
also that he went out of the ship into the pilot’s boat and went 
ashore on the east side of the river and said he was to deliver 
something to a gentleman thereabouts and then hasten to Sir 
Edward Seymour’s house, but he never heard him speak of any 
other letters he had either for Sir William Courtney or any 
squire.

The information on oath of Owen O'Callaghan of Mullaghard, 
co. Limerick. In Waterford, 2 July [altered from June], I - 
asked John Curtis for a passage in his ship to Topsham. He 
answered he would carry no passenger but what Capt. Seymour 
gave leave to. I went to Capt. Seymour at a meeting-house, 
where he was with more in his company consulting and sealing 
and packetting letters. One packet I saw was for Limerick and 
another for England. They were talking of the news from 
England and specially of the Duke of Monmouth, Lord Grey, 
Sir T. Armstrong and 8 more, and how they were put to 
trouble by means of the Duke of York and the Duke of 
Ormonde. Capt. Seymour stood up and said he expected to 
see the Duke of Monmouth very soon have as large power 
as ever Cromwell had. All the company took off their hats, 
then Capt. Seymour in a passion said again that, while 
the last drop of his blood held out, he was for the Duke of 
Monmouth in spite of his enemies, which he knew the Duke 
of Ormonde was the inventer of all to King and Council 
and that he was a very wise man and much in regard by his 
Majesty and Council. Then he called for Tristram, one of 
his soldiers, and told the company he would send one of his 
soldiers to England who was to be trusted with one of those 
packets, and desired him to bring back a speedy answer for 
Ireland. Then he told the company that the Lord Deputy 
was coming to see the seaports of Ireland, as he mistrusted 
to no good, and that the Duke of Ormonde was a wise man, 
though not so true to the Parliament. Then the company 
broke up and left the charge of those papers to Capt. Seymour. 
All this while they took no notice of me. Next morning I 
went 5 miles to Passage discoursing with the soldier, who told 
me he was bound for Devonshire. I said to him, These are 
troublesome times and all through the means of the Duke of 
York. Said he, Very soon you shall hear better news, for a 
provision is made that will settle all the nation. He asked, did 
I know Sir William Courtenay. Very well, said I. Then,

said he, see what papers I have for him and, as I take it, 
for several other squires in England, Capt. Seymour’s father 
among them. I had taken away his papers, but was afraid. 
I waited on the soldier to the ship and durst not speak a word 
to him, being his master was captain of that seaport. Those 
papers came to Sir W. Courtenay and other squires contriving 
plots against his Majesty. The master and some of his men 
saw those letters. I am sure he was privy to them, otherwise 
he had not landed this man afore the water-bailiff or the waiter 
had come. He had brought this man and his papers before 
the Mayor of Exeter or the next Justice, had he been true to his 
King, but he landed him a great way beyond the harbour 
mouth, as the vessel men told me, where none has been landed 
for many years before. I saw a letter of Sir W. Courtenay 
read in this meeting-place by Capt. Seymour, wherein he 
mentioned that they would make their business without the 
King or Council or any that took their part to vindicate the 
Duke of Monmouth. Three days after this ship went away I 
took shipping for England and landed at Topsham and inquired 
for this vessel, thinking to seize the soldier, but he went to Sir 
W. Courtenay’s and the other squires’ houses. The master 
of the ship can declare this and more. They have a design 
against his Majesty and the Royal Family. This and more 
I have to prove before his Majesty and the Council. I amin 
hazard of my life in declaring this.

July 14. The information on oath of Morthough Downey. At Water- 
ford, 2 June [sic], I asked John Curtis, who was bound for 
England, for a passage to Apsum (Topsham), who answered 
he would carry none without Capt. Seymour’s leave. I found 
Capt. Seymour at a meeting-house, where he and abundance 
more were sealing letters and discoursing how the Duke of 
Monmouth and several others were put to trouble by means of 
the Duke of York and the Duke of Ormonde, and reading the 
last news from England said, they never intended a design but 
it was discovered. Said Capt. Seymour, I hope to see the 
day that the Duke of Monmouth will have as much power as 
ever Cromwell had. Then all the rest pulled off their hats 
to pray for it. Said the captain, The Duke of York shall 
never have the Crown till this, meaning himself, has lost 
the last drop of his blood. He gave a letter he was reading 
to a great man by him and said that was the letter he received 
from Sir William Courtenay. He gave a soldier a packet of 
letters and desired him to bring a speedy answer back for 
Ireland. Capt. Seymour told the company that the Lord 
Deputy was coming for Munster to see the seaports. Another 
packet was sent to Limerick. Next morning I went with the 
soldier to Passage and he told me he was bound for England 
and said, These are troublesome times and all through the 
Duke of York, but very soon you will hear better news, for 
provision is made that will settle all these nations, and showed 
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me a great packet of papers for Sir William Courtenay 
and several others of that shire about a plot against his 
Majesty, naming Capt. Seymour’s father. This and many 
more matters of importance I have to declare before his 
Majesty in Council.

and is lately slunk away. He was formerly beneficed at Preston, 

the next parish to this, and suddenly, for what reason no one 
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knows, resigned his parsonage and has ever since become a house 
preacher in and about London. He now or very lately lives at 
Hillington’s Green between Lambeth and Southwark. Richard 
Watts, a watchmaker, living next door to the Golden Lion, 
Fenchurch Street, a very honest and loyal young man and my 
godson, knows Rogers and where he may be found, if in London.

I received yours 
of the 10th and his Majesty’s commands enclosed and in obedience 
thereto sent Lord Beaumont and Lord Sherard, two of my deputy 
lieutenants, to search the Earl of Stamford’s house for arms and 
here enclose an exact account of them and of all other arms I 
had before ordered the deputy lieutenants and militia officers to

but very few found in their houses. We have searched all the 
suspicious persons throughout this county and I have the officers 
and soldiers in so good order that I can have them ready at an 
hour’s warning. I desire his Majesty may know that I keep 
either a troop of horse or a foot company on duty two days every 
week and shall do so for 8 or 9 weeks together if I have his appro- 
bation. If not, pray signify his pleasure to me. I will be very 
vigilant in observing their ill motions.

The Earl of Burlington to Secretary Jenkins. All his Majesty’s 
commands in your letter of the 10th I shall punctually obey

He went immediately 
to his house, where he found him and his wife and Cornelius 
Moone,and then Thompson desired him to give two gentlemen 
passage for Holland and to be kind to them and they would 
content him for their passage. Then Thompson desired 
him to order his ship’s cobble to come privately on the back 
of the Castle to take them in and pretended they were in debt 
and forced to abscond and afraid to come to the public place, 
where boats usually go from, as they were afraid to meet the 
Marquess of Winchester’s servants, because they were indebted 
to him. The deponent ordered the cobble to go accordingly 
and went on board with them about 12 the same day. He 
delivered them safely at Rotterdam and they gave him 5l. 
for their passage, which he thought too much and proffered 
them 3l. back, but they would not receive it but thought tt 
well bestowed for their safe passage. The day after they were 
arrived at Rotterdam, coming from the church, a Bristol 
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merchant living there challenged one of them, the taller and 
light-haired, something short and called him Mr. Ward, 
pretending they were school fellows at Bristol and that he was 
bred an attorney. At that time the deponent heard nothing 
of any plot or of any proclamation for apprehending persons.

Bought 
his horse in Smithfield 4 days before ne went. Offers his oath 
that he never heard of any rising in Scotland.

The examination of William Stewart. Is of Galloway. Has 
been in England about 9 years. Was going to see his friends. 
Bought a case of pistols and a sword about 4 days before he went. 
Can’t read or write. Knows not Hepburn but a fortnight before 
he left heard him preach in a conventicle. Never heard the 
Covenant read. Believes the Archbishop of St. Andrews to 
have been murdered. Thought the rising at Bothwell Bridge 
unlawful. Has always travelled with a horse. 

The examination of John Cooke. Is a Scotchman. Has been 
in England 5 years. Was going to see his friends in Scotland. 
Bought a case of pistols and a sword not long before he went in 
the Minories. Knew Hepburn for about 2 months. Has heard 
him preach, not in a church. Never read the Covenant, but 
may have heard it read, but understands it not. Owns the 
rising at Bothwell Bridge to have been a rebellion and that the 
Archbishop of St. Andrews was murdered. Is willing to take 
the oath of allegiance and owns his Majesty to be his lawful king, 
and that it is unlawful to rise in arms against him. Knows 
not Ferguson, but has seen Carstaires about a quarter of a year 
since. 
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The examination of Robert Wilson. Is a Scotchman. Has 
been about town 3 years. Is achapman. Was going to see his 
friends. Had a case of pistols and a sword and belt only to 
defend himself from robbery. John Cooke bought the pistols 
for him, the sword and belt he bought himself. May have read 
the Covenant but knows not how far he is obliged thereby. 
Denies having been at the rebellion at Bothwell Bridge. Knows 
not where he was then, but was then in Scotland. Refuses to 
answer how far he is obliged by the Covenant and knows not 
whether it was a rebellion at Bothwell Bridge or no. Knows 
not whether killing the Archbishop of St. Andrews was a murder 
or no. Asked if he would take the oath of allegiance and particu- 
larly whether he would own the King to be lawful king, said he 
could not tell what to answer, but knew nothing to the contrary. 
Knows not Ferguson, but knows Carstaires and has seen him but 
refuses to tell where, but thinks he has not done it these 3 months. 

They all disown any knowledge of a rising or conspiracy.

Have known Cooke ever since Aug., 1679. They have known 
Wilson ever since Sept., 1680. They say Mr. Stewart is out of 
town. They said they durst be bound for them and Carter in 
particular said he would be bound for them and had 1001. of 
the moneys of one of them now in his hands.

Has traded about a year in England. Was not at Bothwell 
Bridge nor conceives it lawful to take up arms against the 
King, so long as he rules according to the glory of God. Was 
with James Johnson once near Lancaster and once at Platts’ 
house. Has joined with him in prayer and heard him pray 
that God would convert the King.

I went on board the 
pink that lay next the Hare dogger at about 11 and stayed till 
daybreak, expecting some of the ship’s company might come on 
board, but none came. Then I searched a house where I heard 
the master used to lodge and inquired at several others but could 
not find him. I left some men on the Hare dogger to stop any 
that should come for the goods on board. They brought me two 
persons, one the consigner of the goods, the other the brother of 
the person that freighted the wood. I brought them before 
the commissioners, who ordered me to have them before you, 
which I did. Hunt, the owner of the goods, produced a 
letter from Robert Lock with his cocquet in it desiring him to 
carry in his cocquet to the custom house as he had great business 
and could not carry it in himself. Hunt says, if Lock comes for 
his freight or sends anybody, he will stop them and have them 
before you or send for me or some other custom house officer.

Whitehall. sorry that my letter of the 10th to you came to you unsealed. I 
must take the faults of my clerks on myself. The truth is (but 
I don’t allege it by way of excuse) that the same letter was sent 
to all the Lords Lieutenant in England, who are not a few, and 
that the one for you escaped without being sealed, and for aught 
I know some other, though I hear of none among such a number. 
I beseech you to excuse this misfortune and, as there was no 
rebuke intended in it for any seizure made (the words being all 
weighed and approved of), so there was nothing that the factious 
could justly lay hold of, as if fault had been found with your 
particular conduct, for the very same words were written to 
every Lord Lieutenant, so that 1 hope you will not find cause to 
charge me with any ill consequences. I have represented the 
contents of yours of the 9th and 11th to his Majesty and, when 
he is at more leisure, he will examine carefully the lists of the 
arms seized and give order to dispose of them according to the 
true intent of the law. [Jbid.] 
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Secretary Jenkins to Lord Weymouth. The address of 
Wiltshire at the quarter sessions was presented to-day to his 
Majesty. He received it graciously and fully approved of the 
reasons you give why it was not attended with some of the gentle- 
men of that county in the presenting of it. He allows that the 
presence and influence of the loyal nobility and gentry are always 
of good use to him but at this time of necessity in a manner in 
the gounty. Otherwise the orders he may send will be but ill 
received and worse executed, which I am sure you will as much 
as lies in you prevent. [S.P. Dom., Entry Book 68, p. 336.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Earl of Yarmouth. Yours of the 
12th was read every word before his Majesty and the address 
that came under its cover graciously accepted. His Majesty is 
clearly of a judgment that your presence there is much more of 
service to him than your journey hither to present the address 
would be. He will not be easy in giving access to a second address 
from Yarmouth. When any such thing is attempted, if I happen 
to hear of it, I shall be sure to acquaint his Majesty with it. 
In the interim the present address is to be printed in its turn. 

When I read your letter, the Lord Keeper and several others 
of the lords were present, but they were all of opinion that a 
mandamus to choose a bayliff should not be sent down, for, 
though there may be precedents for it in former times, yet the 
usage now all England over is otherwise. Besides, if a mandamus 
from Whitehall should be given for the choosing of the bayliffs 
or one of them, ’tis most certain that the first day of term a 
mandamus would be sued out in Westminster Hall to control the 
former, but as for the Quo Warranto, if the infractions be assigned 
in writing and transmitted hither and there be witnesses to prove 
such infractions, Mr. Attorney will have no difficulty, he assures 
me, to issue out a Quo Warranto against that corporation. I 
have order to speak with Lord Dartmouth and care will be taken 
of the powder you speak of. [Jbid. p. 337.] 


Secretary Jenkins to Sir Thomas Exton. This gentleman is 
recommended to me by Lady Montagu, a lady whom I would 
be the gladdest to serve of any living.

Some of those bloody-minded 
people I am afraid are in this town, whose houses we have searched, 
as Thomas Miller, shopkeeper, a great Nonconformist, whence the 
new steel cap covered with velvet, a coat of mail covered with 
silk and a gauntlet were taken, of which I formerly gave you an 
account that he bought by the advice of Tedman, when he was 
here. IL was informed there were five suits of them, but we can 
find no more. Here are likewise Thomas Tutty, a brewer, one 
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of Oliver’s lieutenants, who declares he will never renounce the 
Covenant, Thomas Markwick, a shopkeeper and preacher, whom 
we took preaching in Miller’s house and levied the 20/. on each, 
and Samuel Jeake, son of that old Nonconformist preacher 
that was before the King and Council in the business of Rye, 
whom the King ordered should be prosecuted on the Oxford 
Act, he having absented himself some time since for fear. These 
are looked on as very ill men and the ringleaders of others. We 
have searched the houses both of these and them, but we suppose 
their arms are conveyed away, for we have found very few. 
Enclosed is an account of the arms taken and from whom. Mr. 
Burdett, who was and is a great champion for the Duke of 
Monmouth and could not dispense with drinking the Duke of 
York’s health, being then a jurat and lieutenant under me, 
had engaged himself so far under the colours of Mr. Tedman for 
being Parliament man here that there was no persuading him 
to desist, but he answered he had set his hand to the plough and 
was resolved to go through with it, for which he was turned out 
of his employment in the customs and his lieutenant’s place, and 
has since been a great stickler for Mr. Tournay, who is now gone 
to live at Hythe, to execute his place of town clerk there, which 
I hope he will not long enjoy, being chosen there because he was 
turned out here by the King’s command, and now, to put him 
in a greater power to do mischief, is returned for that town as 
one of the representatives in the parliament of the ports. I 
searched his house, before he went, for arms and found none but 
his wearing sword, which I left him as I have done Mr. Burdett’s 
and found there five swords and a fowling piece, which I left 
him with his riding sword and took away the rest. [1} pages.

Sir Richard May to Secretary Jenkins. Just now Mr. Trevat, 
one of the share owners of the Hare pink, that carried away Lord 
Grey, delivered me the enclosed letter, which came last night 
from John Day, a ship carpenter of Emsworth near this, but who 
is now at London. Trevat is in such fear that he scarce dares to 
go to London to look after his vessel. I intimate this by an 
express messenger.

John Bushell to George Clarke in George Street in York Build- 
ings. I was desired by the Mayor and Justices to send you the 
enclosed presentment and the information against Mr. Moore 
and to desire you to deliver them to Secretary Jenkins and to 
know what shall be done in Mr. Moore’s business. The words 
were spoken before the proclamation came out. The present- 
ment was made at our sessions and most of the jury were formerly 
of Sir George Speke’s party. We have great alteration here 
among the Fanatics, for scarce any go to meetings. Last Sunday 
Mr. Langton disturbed a meeting at Englishcombe and intends 
to bind over most of the meeters to the county sessions. He 
has granted a warrant to levy 201. on the owner of the house. 
Your kinsman, John Sherston, was one of the jury and a great 
promoter of this presentment. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 429, No. 30.] 


The Earl of Abingdon to Secretary Jenkins. On receipt of 
your letter I made another search for arms, which is the reason 
I have not yet sent you a list of those taken before. On Monday 
my brother Herbert and Sir John Doiley went to Henley, where 
they had information from a saddler that he had made saddles 
and holsters for some of those men, who denied any such thing, 
but one of them, a mealman, brother to Flight of Wapping said 
to be in the plot, they emptied all his sacks of meal and in the 
bottoms of some found a case of pistols and two swords, a great 
evidence to me not only of their guilt but also that they have 
more arms hid. The saddler being threatened by them would 
have denied that ever he made them saddles and holsters and 
thereon they bound him and them to be of good behaviour and 
to appear at the assizes. On this [ came here last night and sent 
my brother to search Alderman Wright’s house again, who posi- 
tively said he had no arms, but my brother, knowing him too 
well, searched as strictly as he could, and putting a boy into a 
little closet, where some wood lay, he espied through a hole in 
the boards a room below, and pulling up a piece of the board he 
saw a sword and a paper box. My brother ordering the boy to go 
down they told him there was a way into the room below, and so 
carrying him down into the kitchen they took out a little board 
out of the dresser coloured so like the wall that nobody could 
have discovered it, and then the boy crept in and fetched out the 
sword and the paper box, which my brother immediately sealed 
up, saying he had no commission to search or open it. Afterwards 
my brother asked if he had no armour, and after some hesitation 
he said he believed there might be some such thing that belonged 
to a militia horse he found in Berkshire, but they had not been 
used a great while, and so my brother searched and found in 
several places a horseman’s sword, a suit of arms, carbine and 
buffcoat and two colour’s staves, which he said he used when he 
stood for parliament, and so he brought the arms and box to me, 
the alderman coming with them, whom [ told I would not 
search his box but only seal it up, but he desired to have it 
opened presently, saying there was nothing but what any one 
might see, and so I appointed my brother and Mr. Baker and 
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another of his neighbours to see him open it. First they found 
several factious books, which they made a catalogue of. After- 
wards they found letters and papers, some of which they secured, 
among them Fitzharris’ libel, which the alderman would have 
excused, saying it was what was read in the House of Commons. 
There were also some notes about a volunteer company, which 
was heretofore here and I was about reviving two years ago, the 
alderman himself having often solicited me to it, when he and 
I were kind, though now he thought it illegal and out of that 
and College’s trial he had prepared some notes for an impeachment 
against me, as I have reason to believe, having heard as much 
long since from one of their party. Whether you think fit to 
send for him and these papers I submit to you, but I have sent 
for some more Justices of the city and suppose they will take good 
security for his good behaviour and appearing at the assizes ; 
Fitzharris’ libel being so horrid a thing, if there were nothing else. 
I am to be at a common council here this afternoon about an 
address and shall improve the opportunity to incline them to 
submit to his Majesty as the City of London has done, if I can. 
[3 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 429, No. 31.] 


Certificate by Samuel Smith, ordinary of Newgate. Being this 
day with Capt. Walcot to prepare him for his death I desired him 
as a dying man to resolve me in some things in order to the 
disburdening of his conscience. 

He told me he was now 58 and had been Ludlow’s capt.- 
lieutenant in the civil wars. The plot began to be on foot in 
August or September last, on the rejecting of Mr. Papillon and 
Mr. Dubois. He was drawn into it by the Earl of Shaftesbury, 
who pretended it was an undertaking to assert the people’s just 
liberties, which were in hazard. God suffered him to be entangled 
in the plot for several preceding sins and remissnesses in his course 
of life and the Lord was now righteous in this distress which 
has befallen him. He propounded no prospect of earthly advan- 
tage to himself, but did it merely by the usual argument among 
them, viz., of standing for liberty of conscience and to assert and 
preserve the people’s liberties now in hazard. He was prevailed 
on by Shaftesbury to go over to Holland with him. Ferguson 
went over also. He remained there with Shaftesbury, who, 
even when he drew nigh his decease, was not much sensible of 
how fatal the issue of the conspiracy might prove. He was 
witness to a codicil of goods or such estate as Shaftesbury had in 
Holland. Ferguson after Shaftesbury’s decease was invited 
over to England by Mr. Sheppard. Walcot came over also and 
had several meetings with Ferguson. He met West three or 
four times, who was very impatient because the design was not 
put in execution. Walcot was told at a meeting that all things 
were now in a readiness for an insurrection, for it was laid not 
only in Scotland but in most counties in England. I asked if he 
thought there was yet any danger of the plot breaking out. He 
believed that if there were never so little appearance of an insurrec- 
tion, on the least attempt multitudes would flock in to abet it. 
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He cannot think the danger yet over, by reason of the largeness 
of communicating the design. He never made any promise to 
charge on the King’s guards, because, if they had fallen, his 
Majesty had been left naked of defence, which in effect would 
have amounted to the crime of violating his person, which never 
entered into his thought. He might have fled with Norton, 
Goodenough, Wade and Nelthorpe and one more, who gave 5l. 
towards the hiring of the vessel which transported them, but 
cared not to transport himself with them and ramble over the 
world, having the gout. He heartily forgives such as gave evi- 
dence against him, though they were deeper in the plot than 
himself. It is the grief and burthen of his soul, that by thus 
entangling himself in the plot, viz., by meeting three or four times 
about it, he had blemished the Protestant religion. He advises 
all to have a care how they frequent places of curiosity and 
inquiring after news, also to take heed how they become busy in 
hearkening to suggestions out of discontent to alter the present 
government, for in anything amiss God will take His own way 
and time to redress it without any anticipation of violent counsels 
and attempts. Of this he said he is now convinced, though it be 
too late. [2 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 429, No. 32.] 


Certificate by the same of the questions he put to Capt. Walcot, 
to which he returned the answers inserted in two sides of large 
paper (7.e. the last document).—In the afternoon I charged Mr. 
Hone as a dying man to discharge his conscience. He returned 
this only account and confession. He was first entangled in the 
plot by Goodenough, who told him about Easter or Whitsuntide 
that things were much amiss and that they must be redressed by 
securing the City. I asked him what he apprehended Goodenough 
meant, as the City was safely guarded by the Lieutenancy. He 
replied that Goodenough was somewhat shy of expressing his 
meaning, but meeting him afterwards hinted some alteration to 
be made in redressing things and to secure the liberty and privi- 
leges of the people, but would not discover more at that or any 
other time. Hone said he was acquainted by chance with 
Keeling and his brother and that discoursing with them at a 
coffee-house they were discontented, complaining of the times, 
and that he said to them he would depose the King and had 
rather see that effected than that hurt should come to the King’s 
brother. Hone met them in the street afterwards, but had no 
further discourse with them. 

I found Hone pretty shy of me, though I intermitted such 
inquisitive discourse that he might the less suspect my intention, 
which was to get out of him the whole as far as I could by degrees. 
I asked him most or all the questions I asked Walcot, but he 
replied he had discovered all he knew. I asked him if he were 
not appointed or took on himself to offer violence to his Majesty, 
which he utterly denied. 

Afterwards I urged Mr. Rouse also to discharge his conscience 
as adying man. He replied he could say no more nor knew not 
of any thing more than what he had already declared to his 
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Majesty or the Council and that he never conspired the death of 
the King nor to raise any war or rebellion. He knew not of any 
conspiracy or conspirators, which he would have revealed if he 
had, only he heard Lee, a dyer, speak very dangerous or treason- 
able words, which he concealed, for which he repents. [14 pages.

The information on oath of Capt.-Lieutenant John Williams. 
About 11 last night he went to John Noyes’ house and found on 
the counter the letter he has now given in written by Thomas 
Lodwick (calendared ante, p. 144). Searching for arms, he found 
the ashes of papers newly burnt in the kitchen chimney. 
Questioning Lodwick who wrote the above letter and what papers 
had been burnt, he first denied that any were burnt and after- 
wards confessed they were written and printed papers, but did 
not declare their contents.

The examination of Thomas Lodwick. Last night he went 
into the house of Mr. Noyes, who married his sister, to look for 
papers. He had no authority but went to see of his own head. 
He took out of a drawer of a chest a parcel of printed papers, 
being the petition of the prentices, when Sir P. Ward was Lord 
Mayor, and put them on the top of the chest. He advised Henry 
Buck, Noyes’ apprentice, to burn them as useless and did not 
know how he disposed of them.

He cheerfully went about it, but 
instead of seeing his Majesty again was hurried from one 
prison to another, no person allowed to come nigh him 
nor any conveniency to provide for a trial, and was brought 
in guilty. Has 4 little ones, his wife ready to lay in with 
another. Has many great accounts unadjusted with others. 
His life will be more serviceable than his blood. Never had 
any design against his Majesty's person or government.

G[od] give a full account of every man’s name who were at the 
several . . . . and God and his Majesty I hope will stand by me 
and pass by my neglect in not communicating what I knew, 
though for my part I abhorred any such designs.

George Kirton to the Mayor of Liverpool. Last Tuesday 
Mr. Sweeny showed me Joseph Webber’s letter, intimating that 
you had secured him on suspicion of being in the plot and that 
Sweeny would certify you how he behaved whilst he was in his 
house, which he tells me he cannot do, for, though he lodged in 
his house six weeks, he cannot say whether he was for or against 
the Church of England or whether he went to church or what 
life or conversation he led or what employment or business he 
had, for he lay at several inns besides his and his trunk used to be 
at one place and he at another. But I am sure he bought a 
great many muskets and blunderbusses and conveyed them to a 
very remote place near the London Custom house, I fear on 
an ill design, which were lately removed. On the 9th an indict- 
ment was found against him by the City Grand Jury for enticing 
and seducing a neighbour’s child away. He has not been heard 
of since till now. [/bid. No. 48.]

The Bishop of Chichester to Secretary Jenkins. To-day the 
Mayor and the Recorder come from Chichester with an address. 
They took the names of all to make up a number. I shall mention 
only one of the same leaven, Robert Haselin. I know him to be 
that notorious villain that questioned nay denied the King’s right 
to the Church of England and spoke most contemptuously 
against his Royal Highness and whom Dr. Edes and the whole 
faction brought off with an /gnoramus, which pleased them all so 
well that they brought him back to his house in great triumph. 
The same villain now gave Mr. Reves the lie for saying the 
conspiracy was discovered and presumptuously affirmed it was 
not yet. Our Domini factotum here has a great kindness for such 
people and particularly for Haselin. ‘That night Sam. Carleton 
had taken Major Breman on Mr. Atterbury’s coming privately to 
Chichester, this great man fell into a deep melancholy of a sudden 
and would not be sociable, insomuch that a very loyal person 
perceiving his disease said, What’s the matter that you are in 
mourning, while all the loyal party are ready to leap out of our 
skins for joy that Breman is laid hold on, that has been so 
desperate an enemy to the King and as bad as a plague here ? 
We were all afraid he would have escaped and you are troubled 
that he is taken. He answered, I am troubled that a man should 
be restrained of his liberty, when there is nothing against him. 
The other replied, No doubt he is guilty enough and, if it be not 
known at present, let them keep him in safe custody till witnesses 
come in. The melancholy magistrate with some indignation 
replied, Is that your conscience to use men so? If that be your 
religion, keep it to yourself, or words to that purpose, though 
when Breman was at liberty he would speak against him in loyal 
company as others did. The address is good and I made it to 
be well worded. I would I could have made the rotten addressers 
better. 

We expect and hope that order may be speedily sent to take 
up Major Hurst. He has confessed that he conversed with 
Everard at the time he conveyed Lord Grey and his company 
beyond sea; and that Everard hired his ship and the Mayor of 
Chichester’s to carry him to Holland. The Mayor and Hurst are 
partners in that ship. There are other things against him. He 
is not much less dangerous than Breman and every jot as 
malicious. There are other material things against him, if he 
were in custody. He is yet visible, but we fear he will disappear 
very suddenly, his guilt being great and of long standing. The 
order were best enclosed to Sam. Carleton, that he may deliver it 
to the Mayor, otherwise the Mayor will discover it to Hurst, if it 
come directly to him.

The Bishop of Chichester to Secretary Jenkins. These are 
the depositions of Philip Reves and William Cudrington, if they 
be faithfully transmitted, but I have known some Chichester 
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Justices omit the most material parts of a deposition even in 
capital matters, Justices that have never been friends to the 
King and his interest here farther than (as the proverb is) from 
the teeth forward. 

The substance I collect out of these depositions is:—1. The 
three men (Haselin, Longeridge and that most suspicious person, 
a stranger) noticed to repair to Major Breman in such haste 
the instant orders were out to search and watch Breman’s 
house were all disaffected and therefore ought to give an 
account what their errand was. 2. Haselin ought to be sent 
to the county gaol, unless he discover what that part of this 
conspiracy is which he affirms to be yet undiscovered, for he is a 
desperate fellow and suspected to be one of those under an oath 
to kill the King, whose names are not yet discovered. Again he 
knows how far Dr. Edes and Major Breman are concerned in 
this conspiracy and what parts they were to act in it. 3. The 
stranger that came in such haste to Major Breman’s was in all 
probability that treacherous soldier in the Guards that fled with 
Lord Grey at first and, if he had been then taken and examined, 
it might have prevented Lord Grey’s escape, for Lord Grey was 
seen at that instant hovering between Chichester and Up Park on 
the road not a mile and a half from Chichester. Certainly the 
Mayor can never answer the great disservice to his Majesty in the 
neglect of his duty in so important an affair. (About the address 
and addressers, as in his other letter.)

Ordinary of Newgate called in says Walcot confessed to him 
that he knew something of this design but not so much as others. 
The plot began in Aug. or Sept. on the rejection of Papillon and 
Dubois. He was drawn into it by the Earl of Shaftesbury, who 
acquainted him with the design before he went to Holland. He 
did not propound to himself any earthly advantage, but ’twas 
out of conscience to preserve the right of the people and liberty of 
conscience. He did not promise nor undertake to charge the 
King’s guards. There was yet great danger of the plot breaking 
out. It was laid in Scotland and spread everywhere. In case 
of any the least mutiny, multitudes would flock in to abet 
it. They were not under an oath of secrecy. Those that 
evidenced against him were more guilty than he. He had never 
seen Lord Russell before he came into court. He could have gone 
away with Nelthorp, Wade, Norton and one more. He told 
them he had the gout and would not go. Shepard sent over for 
Ferguson on Lord Shaftesbury’s death. He was at three or four 
meetings where there was a consult to carry on this plot.

Wilson, a Scotchman, says he knows nothing of a rising or a 
plot.

The information on oath of Benjamin Gosmore. He telling 
John Self in Thomas Souton’s house on the 16th that he heard 
a gentleman say that the Duke of Monmouth was in Scotland 
raising an army, Self leaped with joy, saying he was glad with all 
his heart and hoped to God it might be true and that he would 
spend his blood for him and they were rogues that would not do 
the same and that it was no plot as concerning his Majesty’s life 
but imprisonment only till he banished all the Papists, and that 
they intended to destroy all the Protestant lords and then the 
parliament men and then they would have a parliament to their 
own desire and then the day would be their own. He said 
further that, if the Duke of Monmouth came into England, he 
would raise men to assist him. [Jbid. No. 60.] 


The information of Samuel Gale, soap boiler. About the 
beginning of January 1681[-2] he was invited by Simon Hall 
and others to become a member of a club, which he believes 
had been held before at the White Hart and thence held at the 
Horseshoe in this city the evening of every working day except in 
fair times. At his first admission he obliged himself with two 
sureties, whereof Hall was one, by their subscriptions in a book 
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that he should keep secret the debates and transactions at every 
meeting. He frequented the said club three or four times a 
week for at least six weeks afterwards. At every meeting a 
chairman was appointed and their debates concerned matters 
relating to the government both in church and state. Orders 
and resolves were made relating to matters of state and entered 
in several books, which were kept by Joseph Whetham, brother- 
in-law to Nathaniel Wade. The club consisted of about 120, 
whereof sometimes about 70 met and sometimes fewer. Nathaniel 
Wade, Joseph Tily, John Rowe late swordbearer, James Holwey, 
Thomas Tyler, William Wade, John Hine, Richard Higgins, Dr. 
Ichabod Chancy, Dr. John Griffith and Joseph Jackson were 
members and usually frequented the said club. He has seen 
Col. John Rumsey there, who was received with great expressions 
of joy. While he frequented the club, 20 or 30 others, some of 
whom were neither inhabitants nor freemen of this city, were 
admitted members on the like terms as himself, save that divers 
members of the King’s Head Club, London, some of whom were 
not inhabitants or freemen of the said city, were admitted without 
either subscribing or giving surety for secrecy. At the club sub- 
scriptions were made for raising considerable sums and members 
appointed to collect the same, but how the moneys were employed 
he knows not. Amongst other orders of the club it was entered 
that whatever member of the King’s Head Club should desire 
to be admitted a member of the Horseshoe Club should be ad- 
mitted without subscribing or giving security for secrecy. [1} 
pages.

The information on oath of Jasper Selwyn, the elder, of 
Frampton-on-Severn, Gloucestershire. About a fortnight before 
the discovery of the late plot having occasion to see some persons 
he desired William Clutterbucke, who married Nathaniel Wade’s 
sister, to send for a writ for him, who desired him to forbear till 
towards Michaelmas for reasons best known to himself. He 
asked him his reasons and also whether there was like to be any 
trouble or commotion. He answered, he believed there would 
or words to that effect. [Jbid. No. 62.] 


The information on oath of John Feild of Wellington, Salop. 
Two years ago Margery Milward, Mr. Leeke’s maid, told him some 
arms were in Leeke’s possession and were hid in a by-place over 
the hall in his house. He saw some bandoleers there formerly, 
but cannot say when. He saw some pistols there several 
times and lately. He had several discourses with Leeke concern- 
ing succession and passive obedience, maintaining that, let our 
King be what he would and do what he would, he was not account- 
able to any but God. Leeke sometimes told him the following 
story, that, one Kirke being with the Emperor of Morocco on a 
great day with them, some of the Emperor’s subjects offered a 
petition, whereupon he was very angry, drew his sword and 
wounded and killed some of them and commanded the rest to be 
taken away. They were very unwilling to go. Kirke asking

the reason was answered that it was because they were immedi- 
ately to be thrown over a wall whereon were put hooks to catch 
them to hang till they died. Kirke telling this story to some 
asked, how they liked arbitrary government ? The other thing 
discoursed with Leeke was about the succession, wherein amongst 
other things he objected that by the laws of England a Papist 
was not to govern, but the informant cannot say that those 
words, that the Duke of York was a Papist, were spoken at the 
same time with the foregoing words. He often heard him speak 
well of the Duke of Monmouth and he told the deponent that 
Mr. Forrester brought him into his presence. [1} pages. S.P. 
Dom., Car. II. 429, No. 63.] 


The information on oath of Andrew Sockett of Wellington, 
mercer. William Langley of Wellington told him they had some- 
thing against William Leeke that concerned his life and would 
ruin him, and that we have him under our nail and may crush 
him as they do a flea, and that Jones, a tanner, could tell him 
more, who told the deponent that Leeke told him he knew there 
would be a rising, saying to Jones, You will be of our side, I 
know, and saying, If you will take arms against the Duke of 
York, I will furnish you with a good horse. The said Langley, 
Jones and Mr. Field told the deponent that they and Leeke had 
had several discourses touching the succession and that he said 
the Duke of York was a Papist and that a Papist ought not to 
inherit the Crown. About two years since Leeke showed him 
at his house a printed paper entitled as he remembers A Letter 
from a Gentleman in the City to a Friend in the Country, which 
was to prove the King married to the Duke of Monmouth’s 
mother. The deponent told Leeke that the King had made a 
declaration in Council that he was not married to the said Duke’s 
mother and, if so, how can those printed books be true? Leeke 
answered, he that had made so many protestations for the 
preservation of the Protestant religion and broke them was not 
to be believed in this. Since Leeke’s coming from London about 
a fortnight since, after the deponent had given notice there 
were arms in his house, Leeke called at his shop and asked his 
servant, Where is that rogue, thy master? who said, I hope my 
master is no rogue but he is not within. Leeke replied, If he be 
not well paid for his information, Ill pay him well the next time 
I meet him. Since the discovery of which business old Mr. 
Forrester has sent to him for a bill to know what is due to him 
from him and has paid it off and Richard Bough’s wife told the 
deponent that Mr. Forrester’s servant warned her husband that 
he must deal no more with the deponent notwithstanding that 
they are far indebted to him. [Nearly 2 pages. Ibid. No. 64.] 


The information on oath of William Leeke. William Forrester 
lent him a paper or pamphlet concerning the Black Box, which 
was to prove the Duke of Monmouth’s legitimacy, and told him 
he believed the same would be made out. He never called the 
Duke of York a Papist or ever said that, if anyone would fight 
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against him, he would find him horse and arms. Jones of 
Wellington, having done him a mischief in causing his house to 
be searched twice and otherwise abusing him by ill language, 
wishing him welcome home and asking how he did, he told him 
he was never the better for such a rogue as he. Jones called 
him rogue, and he lighted off his horse and struck him a small 
blow with his rapier on his face which did him no hurt. He 
denies that he ever told anyone there would be any insurrection 
or that he would furnish anyone with horse and arms for it. 
To the best of his memory he gave Sir Thomas Vernon an account 
that four or five case of pistols, two carbines and bandoleers 
came along with the muskets delivered at his house, which 
were 30 and no more as he has had an account from one of his 
servants, who told the number when Mr. Forrester’s servants 
fetched them away. The pistols and carbines were fetched 
away from his house by Mr. William Forrester’s servants by his 
order about three years ago, when he was captain of the horse in 
Shropshire. One of the carbines was since delivered him by Mr. 
Forrester’s coachman who had broke the stock, which the infor- 
mant lately got new stocked. The other carbine, he was told, 
was lost in London. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 429, No. 65.] 


The information on oath of Thomas Gaywood, Mr. Leeke’s 
clerk. There were in Mr. Leeke’s house 30 muskets and some 
bandoleers, which were taken away by night by two servants 
of Mr. Forrester or hisson. It was then related they were to go to 
Buildwas. Mr. Leeke had three case of pistols in his house and 
often rode with pistols. He has heard that six case of pistols 
came down from London with the said arms but were presently 
removed to Mr. Forrester’s. He saw the case where the arms 
were, but did not see them and knew not what they were till told 
by his master’s man. When he came to his master he had a 
clerk named Jonathan Smyth, a Presbyterian, who lodged in 
Bell Yard last Easter term. Robert Ferrington was at his 
master’s house when the arms were removed and the deponent 
thought they were to be carried to Ferrington’s house at Areson 
near Wellington. [Jbid. No. 66.] 


The information on oath of William Lowry, Sir John Cochrane’s 
servant, a Scotchman. Sir John Cochrane and his son and Mr. 
Robert Martin were at Dedford (? Deptford) about 12 June, when 
the informant and another servant were ordered down with three 
horses from London to Dedford, where next day he saw his 
master, his son and Martin. They stayed there about 10 days 
and often went to London and returned at night. About the 
21st they left Dedford and on Tuesday came to Sir Barrington 
Bowser’s (Bouchier’s) house at Bellingbrough (Benningbrough), 
on Wednesday to Scampston to Mr. St. Quinton’s and on Thurs- 
day to Boynton, Sir Thomas Strickland’s house, where at night 
his master asked him what wages were due to him and paid part 
and left him to sell a horse and they were to reckon at their next 
meeting. Next day about 5 in the morning his master, his son 
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and Martin took horse, Mr. Calvert and Duke Baine, the gardener, 
with them, and rode, he believes, towards the shore, where, as he 
was told by Duke, they were gone to the ships. He never heard 
any of them speak of going by sea to any place. At Sir 
Barrington’s house Martin desired him and John Thompson his 
fellow servant, and his master’s son John, to call him Douglas, 
which name he was called by till he left Boynton. John Cochrane 
desired him and Thompson to call him John Strickland, as they 
travelled from Dedford to Boynton. The first day’s journey 
John Cochrane desired the servants to call his father Mr. Parson, 
by which name he was called till he came to Bellingbrooke, 
where he was known. The deponent knew the said Martin in 
Scotland. He was clerk to the justiciary after Bothwell Bridge.

The information on oath of John Rickaby of Bridlington 
Quay, mariner. About 10 on Thursday 28 June last John 
Grimston of Dringa came to his house and told him Mr. W. 
Strickland of Boynton desired to speak with him. He went 
to Boynton, where he found Mr. Strickland with a gentleman, 
who Mr. Strickland said was Sir John Cochrane, and his son and 
another gentleman, whose name he never heard. Sir John asked 
if he could help him to a ship to carry him and his son to the Brill, 
pretending he was going to place his son at Utrecht University. 
He told him no ship was then in the piers going beyond sea, and 
told Sir John they would ask 15 or 20/. for going to Holland with 
two passengers. Sir John said that was not much. The infor- 
mant went home, where he found a vessel come in, Thomas 
Bullock master, whom he told that two gentlemen desired to go for 
Holland and he believed they would give 15 or 201. for their 
passage. The master answered he was intended for Fosdike 
betwixt Lynn and Boston, but thought he might go for Holland. 
About sunset James Calvert, a Nonconformist parson belonging 
to the said Mr. Strickland’s family, came, whom the informant 
told that he believed the gentlemen might get passage in Bullock’s 
ship. Calvert then went, whither the informant does not know. 
He believes they went on board to the south of this port but how 
he knows not. Sir John Cochrane desired his secrecy. He saw 
the said master last Sunday at the church door at Bridlington.

The information on oath of John Grimston. On Thursday 
28 June travelling with Mr. W. Strickland, Sir Thomas 
Strickland’s son, he met about two miles from Boynton Sir 
John Cochrane, his son, and a gentleman that went by the name 
of Douglas. They returned to Boynton withSir John. (Describes 
his being sent to Rickaby as in the last information.) On his 
going afterwards with Mr. Strickland to Connystrop, Sir John 
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desired him to make haste home next morning that he might 
see him before he went. At his return to Boynton next day he 
found the three gentlemen gone. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 429, 
No. 70.] 


The information on oath of James Calvert. (Describing the 
arrival of Sir John and his company at Boynton and the depon- 
ent’s going to Bridlington to look for a ship, as in the previous 
informations.) He returned to Boynton and told Sir John they 
(meaning Rickaby) were looking after a ship for him. About 
6 next morning he, with the three gentlemen and Duke Baine, 
Sir Thomas’ gardener, went to the seaside near Barmston Dock, 
where they stayed about half an hour, and signs being made 
by Sir John and others by waving their hats a boat came from a 
ship riding near the shore which carried the three gentlemen 
to the ship. When he saw the boat near the ship, he and Duke 
went back to Boynton. Sir John ordered his servants to stay 
at Boynton, till he returned or they heard further from him. A 
letter from Sir John’s son was brought him, thanking all at 
Boynton and especially Mr. Strickland and himself and nothing 
else. At Sir John’s first coming to Boynton, he desired that the 
business should be kept private and no noise made of it. Sir 
John married Sir Thomas’ sister. [14 pages. Ibid. No. 71.]

He has often concluded with 
himself that the Fanatics have hid the greatest part of their 
arms and that there must be extreme diligence to find them out.

Sir John Legard and William and Richard Osbaldeston to 
the Duke of Somerset. We gave you an account from Beverley 
at our general meeting there on the 11th that we had in observance 
of your directions sent out our warrants into all the East Riding 
for a search for arms, of which in our division we have taken an 
account and none of moment have been found. At that meeting 
an information came of some suspicious persons escaped from 
Burlington Key. Since our return home we have made further 
inquiry and taken the informations of such as we can meet with 
and find to have been instrumental in the escapes. We enclose 
the informations, but the master that carried over the parties 
mentioned is at sea and not to be met with. We have taken 
bail for John Rickaby and John Grimston to appear at the 
next York assizes, and the Nonconformist minister, James 
Calvert, and William Lowry and John Thompson, Sir John 


Cochrane’s servants, not being able to find good bail, we have — 


ordered a warrant to convey them to York Castle. The cus- 
tomers that are of late come into the places of collectors and 
those that officiate otherwise at Burlington Key are but of ill 
reputation, but Mr. Aslaby, late collector, and Mr. Fish and Mr. 
Robinson were to us of known loyalty and integrity. [Ibid. No. 78.] 
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—— to Lord Dartmouth. Lately at a meeting of the deputy 
lieutenants here they gave orders for searching many places for 
arms but out of civility did not search Sir John Hotham’s house, 
where (as it has since been informed) were store of arms and at 
least 30 or 40 great saddles, which on a fright he has discovered, 
pretending they were given or lent him by Lord Belasyse, when 
Lord Lieutenant of this Riding. Ifso,they were the King’s arms, 
being given out of the store at Hull, and ought to have been 
returned, but he kept them to another purpose, and you, being 
Master of the Ordnance, ought to have an account of them. 
Informations are given by myself and another to both Secretaries 
of State ‘of some strange passages by Sir John and Alderman 
Gray of this town, that before the discovery of the plot set up 
venison feasts to all the trades and companies here and this 
Gray appeared as chief guest at those feasts and caressed the 
Wardens and the Fanatic party in them with wine etc. and 
broached factious discourses against the government but spitefully 
against his Royal Highness, promoted secret meetings with the 
Fanatic party, told them publicly there were designs to root 
out the Protestant religion and bring in Popery, advised them 
to stand for their religion and Sir John Hotham and he would 
stand by them and endeavoured to inflame this whole corpora- 
tion. This Gray was elected in the late rebellion, refused this 
week with another Alderman, Johnson his kinsman, to subscribe 
an address sent up by the Mayor and other honest Aldermen to 
his Majesty, held a private conference that very day with Sir 
John, and at his return told Alderman Dymock, an honest, loyal 
man, how the Mayor and the Aldermen that had signed were 
rogues, villains and knaves for doing so and that they had betrayed 
the town, with other most disloyal expressions, as will be deposed 
if called before the King and Council with much more to render 
this Gray and his agents Tadman, Thomas Wilson and Robert 
Browne dangerous persons. I doubt not some account hereof 
has been given to both Secretaries. Much villainy will appear, 
if searched into.

Says he did not see it, but was afraid to be 
beaten for staying from school and so told this story first to his 
sister and then to his father.. Bradon heard of it and came to 
his father about it and writ the paper and bade him put his hand 
to it. He told his father that Lord Essex had cut his throat 
and that he saw a razor thrown out of the window. ‘The sister 
says she heard her brother say that being in the Tower he saw a 
hand come out of the window and fling out a razor and would 
have taken it up but that a maid, he did not know who, took it 
up before him. This was Friday morning. He was by Capt. 
Cheek’s stable when Lord. Essex killed himself. Bradon called 
in says he first acquainted with this business the father, mother 
and sister to the father and three other gentlewomen. The boy 
says before him he did not see the razor or know anything else 
mentioned in the information. Says Sir H. Capel told him it 
was not proper for himself to stir in it. He might go to the 
Secretary and, on his asking if he might go to the Recorder, said 
*twould be well for him to go. Confesses he goes to conventicles. 
Because Sir R. Clayton would not take the deposition alone, he 
would not let him do it. The child tells the King that on his 
faith he now tells the truth that he saw no such thing as is men- 
tioned in his information.

When 
William Forrester went up to the last Westminster parliament he 
went with him on horseback to Coventry with 5 or 6 more in 
company all armed with pistols and swords and two of his servants 
with carbines. Mr. Forrester then giving out to him that he 
and the other parliament men, who, as he said, were to meet at 
Coventry, whose names, as the informant remembers, were Lord 
Macclesfield, Lord Brandon or his brother, Col. Whitley, Sir 
John Bowyer, Sir Richard Corbett besides others, were in danger 
of being set upon in their journey by the Papists, for which 
purpose they all met at Coventry well armed, except Sir Richard 
Corbett, who had no arms visible, he coming up in the hackney 
coach. Mr. Forrester told him that Lord Shaftesbury and Lord 
Herbert or Sir Thomas Armstrong (he cannot remember which) 
were to meet those parliament men at Highgate to consult of 
matters in relation to that parliament, but did not say what. 
Most of the said parliament men were lodged at the Star in 
Coventry but Mr. Forrester and Sir Richard Corbett at the Bull, 
whence they went to the Star to wait on the others there. When 
Mr. Forrester came back, he told the informant that the company 
at the Star were all bravely armed and that Col. Whitley had a 
footman who rode behind the coach with a blunderbuss in his 
hand ready mounted for their defence. Next morning the inform- 
ant returned home. On the road to Coventry they met some 
travellers on foot and some of the servants asked who they were 
for, York or Monmouth. They said for Monmouth. Asked 
again whether they would fight for him they replied, they would. 
Mr. Forrester said they were honest fellows. Mr. Forrester was 
always very zealous for the Duke of Monmouth’s interest and the 
informant has often heard him argue for his title to the Crown 
after the King’s death in relation to his legitimacy. He has 
heard Forrester say that if the King should die he would take 
part with Monmouth against the Duke of York. He believes 
that the arms provided by Forrester were for that purpose, 
for he cannot imagine what else he should do with them. Mr. 
Forrester in June, 1680, bought the muskets, carbines, pistols, 
bandoleers and a barrel of powder which were lodged a consider- 
able time at the informant’s house and afterwards fetched away by 
Forrester’s servants. Mr. Forrester afterwards bought 20 more 
muskets, about 12 of which were hung up in the kitchen at 
Watling Street, till the plot was discovered, since which, as the 
informant has heard, Forrester took them down and hid them. 
Forrester provided about 50 pikes, as the informant believes, for 
young Mr. Forrester took him into the bakehouse at Watling 
Street and showed him several long clefts of ash, which lay there 
to season and which he said were to make pikes, but he never 
saw them since they were made up. The informant is certain 
that these pikes were made since the heat of the Popish plot was 
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quite over and believes they were made since the Oxford 
parliament, and Mr. Forrester once showed him in his man Job 
Grosvenor’s chamber, who is since dead, a suit of armour, back, 
breast and gauntlet, and a steel cap, as he took it to be by the 
weight, fixed into a hat. He saw a considerable quantity of 
musket and pistol bullets there, which Forrester told him were 
made for him by Job Grosvenor. The informant asking why he 
provided so many arms, he told him he was advised to it and that 
several other gentlemen as Lord Brandon, Col. Whitley, Sir John 
Bowyer, Mr. Charlton, Mr. Leveson and others had done the like. 
There used to hang in Mr. Forrester’s chamber at Watling Street 
four or five case of pistols besides those sent down with the 30 
muskets. The informant knows nothing of any design against 
the government Mr. Forrester may be concerned in, otherwise 
than what he has already declared, but conjectures that Mr. 
Woodhouse of Sheriff Hales is the likeliest man to be privy 
to any such design. When old Mr. Forrester lately sent up his 
man, Harding, to London to acquaint his son with what was acted 
here, he charged his family that the informant should not be 
acquainted therewith, and he has since sent up his other man 
to the like purpose. The informant was lately desired by Mrs. 
Cycilly Forrester to search her brother the said Mr. Forrester’s 
closet at Watling Street, where he found two or three parts of 
the History of Popish Successors and some lampoons, satires 
and such papers, which he had not liberty to read, and delivered 
them to her, who told him since she had burnt them. As the 
informant came lately down from London in the hackney coach, 
discoursing with Sir Thomas Pearshall concerning the plot, 
he told him that he believed Lord Brandon was in it, for he had 
heard that, when the Duke of Monmouth was in Cheshire, Lord 
Brandon held his stirrup when he was getting on horseback 
(I think he said it was at Lord Brandon’s house) and swore, By 
God you shall be King. [3pages. S.P.Dom.,Car. II. 429, No. 85.]

The information of Francis Durrant, late usher of the hall 
to the Duke of Monmouth and now chamberlain at the Grey- 
hound, Ipswich. The Duke of Monmouth about 3 years 
ago being turned out of his employs, he and others were 
turned out of their service under the Duke. One Sell of 
Hampstead met him in the Temple two or three days after and 
desired him to go with him to Sir Thomas Armstrong and 
they went to Sir Thomas’ lodgings in the Cockpit, where he 
told Sir Thomas that Sell had a message from Sir Robert 
Peyton to the Duke of Monmouth that, if he would stay in 
England, Sir Robert had 30,000 men for his service at an 
hour’s warning, so as the Duke would head them. Sir 
Thomas, Sell and the informant went to the Duke’s lodgings 
in the Cockpit and gave him the message. He answered 
in the hearing of Sell and the informant that he hoped Sir 
Robert had more grace or better principles or words to that 
effect, and bade the informant acquaint Sir Robert so much. 
He went to Sir Robert’s house in Lincolns Inn Fields, Sir 
Robert being then in the Tower, and spoke with a gentleman 
there, who affirmed himself Sir Robert's kinsman and that 
he was going to the Tower to him. He told the gentleman that 
the Duke would not accept Sir Robert’s proposal, who replied 
he wondered that the Duke would leave his country and people 
so.

The Earl of Lindsey to Secretary Jenkins. I have made a 
search for arms. The principal persons were Sir William Ellis, 
nephew to that Ellis who was the Protector’s solicitor, who 
pleaded against Sir Thomas Slingsby and Dr. Hewitt. He is 
heir to a great estate in this country. He voted for the Exclusion 
Bill and married Hampden’s daughter, so that it seems strange 
to me he is not in the conspiracy with his wife’s brother, the 
Hampden now in the Tower. I am credibly informed the Duke 
of Monmouth made frequent visits to him. He is the head of all 
the Presbyterians in the county and, I presume, will stand for the 
shire if a parliament be called. The other is Sir William Yorke, 
a gentleman of 5001. per annum, as disaffected as the former. 
The third is Sir Richard Cust of 1,0001. per annum. I suppose 
you have heard him often in the House. The house has also been 
searched of Sir Mayner Massingberd, who married Mildmay’s 
daughter of Essex,.a dangerous person and active in the late war. 
Other persons are scarce considerable. It is observable they deal 
much in blunderbusses, for most of the three former mentioned 
knights had blunderbusses. I do not doubt, if they intended to 
raise an insurrection in this county, most of their arms are hid 
underground and so not to be discovered. Sir William Ellis is at 
London and lives at Portugal Row. Enclosed is a list of the 
arms found. [2 pages. Ibid. No. 96.] 


Sir Robert Leicester to Secretary Jenkins. I was desired by 
my brethren, the deputy lieutenants, to send you the enclosed. 
I was from home when your letter of the 14th came, so it was a 
day and a half before I perused it, otherwise you had had a 
speedier answer. As to the first part of your commands, search- 
ing Mr. Booth’s house for arms, it was done before receipt of 
yours. Only three case of pistols were found. As to your other 
commands, viz., searching his tenants for arms, they live in 
Lancashire, but if you would have Lord Delamere’s tenants, 
who live in this county, disarmed, your order shall be obeyed, 
though we find that those we have already disarmed by what 
previous intelligence I know not expected a search before we sent, 
so that undoubtedly they have conveyed store of arms away, 
though we can tell neither when nor whither, and we may there- 
fore justly fear that all disaffected tenants have already taken the 
alarm, so that it will be hard now to find out any arms among 
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them. The chief means we at present pitch upon is summoning 
all the smiths in the county to attend us at our monthly meetings, 
that we may thereby find out any suspicious persons that have 
lately fixed or bought arms, and if we find any thing worth your 
notice you shall be sure of aspeedy account. [S.P. Dom., Car. IT.

Sir John Reresby to Secretary Jenkins. I have received two 
letters from you with order for the removal of James Gibson, 
which I shall take speedy care to acquaint the Sheriff with. 

The most material things we did at our sessions at Leeds and 
Rotherham were to issue warrants for apprehending such Scotch 
wanderers as we thought dangerous, several of whom have been 
examined but seem of better principles than the former, so they 
were punished and passed. Only John Smith, a Scotch pedlar, 
was committed at Leeds for refusing the oath of allegiance and to 
declare that he thought it unlawful to take up arms in all cases 
against the King. I have examined Joseph Platts, at whose 
house Gibson lived, but find not much thereby. The examination 
joined to it is of Vickars, constable of Scausby, where Gibson 
was apprehended.

He has been searched for 
arms and letters, but tis thought ’twas too late, for they found 
none but what was above 12 months’ date, which they took no 
notice of. He is a noted Fanatic and very r[ebel]. He keeps a 
conventicle every Sunday in his house. A good gentlewoman 
told me several Scotch ministers resorted lately there. His ordinary 
chaplain is Biram (Byrom). Both are bound over, but only one 
taken bound for the other. Some letters were sent to Sowrey, 
a little after the plot was discovered, handed from one to another 
with great charge to be carefully conveyed to him. Particularly 
the letters came to Bell, vicar of Hawkshead, very Whiggish. 
No Justice is near this Sowrey. I have discoursed two of the 
next Justices. I perceive they are related tohim. Mr. Preston, 
the next Justice, who is lately come from London, where he has 
been a long time, a kind and well-meaning gentleman of the 
best family hereabouts, may, I hope, be prevailed with to suppress 
conventicles and to look after such dangerous men as Sowrey 
and his Scotch chaplains. [ shall continue here six weeks at 
least. [Jbid. No. 110.]

The trial and execution of the truly noble Lord Russell, 
a born Protestant and Christian, whose living yet dying speech 
I have sent you, the execution of Capt. Walcott, Rous and Hone 
time would fail to relate. I shall refer the same wholly to be 
performed in person by my very good friend and fellow servant 
in the Gospel, William Payne, whom I recommend to you. He 
is a member in full communion with Dr. Owen and I am glad 
that Providence has led him into your parts.

Newsletter to John Squier, Newcastle. Letters from Coventry 
of the 22nd advise that on the search for arms in disaffected 
persons’ houses very few were at first found but on research 
they found 6 new muskets in the house of Mr. Marriott, late 
knight of that shire, hid between 2 floors and affidavit was made 
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of a greater quantity conveyed thence by night in a coach. 
Capt. Owen, having lately disposed of 3 muskets into disaffected 
persons’ hands, was bound over to the assizes. On Sunday 
were brought to Coventry in a cart several arms seized at Sir 
Richard Newdegate’s, among them 14 pair of pistols and 9 suits 
of armour. One Piddocke’s chamber of Coventry being searched 
several papers of dangerous consequence were seized and sent 
up by the last post to the Council. Piddocke at first absconded, 
but is since taken and committed to prison. He has since been 
examined by the Mayor and remanded to ‘prison. 

On Sunday died suddenly Sir Richard How, late Sheriff of this 
city. 

It was believed that his Majesty would have this day gone for 
Windsor, but their journey is deferred for a few days and ’tis 
said that next Thursday the Lady Anne will be married to Prince 
George of Denmark. Yesterday her Royal Highness, Prince 
George and the Lady Anne were at a play and sat in one box. 

Our last foreign letters brought no news from Vienna, but our 
letters from Lintz say that the Turks have invested Vienna with 
an army of 150,000 men, that the Emperor, not thinking himself 
[safe] at Lintz was retired to Passau and that the malcontents 
had joined with the Tartars and taken several places in Selvesia 
(Silesia). 

The French fleet have joined with the Danish ; they make 56 
men-of-war besides tenders and fireships. Hamburg letters 
advise us that the King of Denmark has besieged Lubeck. 

His Majesty has made the Bishop of Rochester Archbishop of 
York and Dr. Turner, chaplain to his Royal Highness, who bred 
up the Princess of Orange, kissed his Majesty’s hand for Bishop 
of Rochester. 

The speeches of Lord Russell, Walcott, Hone and Rouse are 
published by order of Sheriffs North and Rich. I shall not 
repeat anything they say, but refer you to them. Dr. Burnet 
and Dr. Tillotson were summoned before the Council to give an 
account of Lord Russell’s proceedings and speech. Many are of 
opinion that Dr. Burnet had a hand in the penning of the paper 
to which Lord Russell put his name. 

Flanders letters bring us a very sad account of the deplorable 
condition of the Empire and Hungary, Vienna being actually 
beseiged and three batteries raised against it, but the Duke of 
Lorraine had added 12,000 men to those in garrison under the 
command of Count Staremberg, who had 12,000 before, so that 
they doubt not to make a very vigorous defence, the Duke of 
Lorraine being encamped with the army under his command on the 
bridge of Vienna on the Danube ready to receive the Poles and the 
forces of the Duke of Bavaria, who is marching in person towards 
the relief of the place.

Having paid you my 
thanks for your very kind letter that came here while I was in 
London and for your favours to me there, I acquaint you that on 
my late inquiring of a country gunsmith for what arms he has 
made or cleaned for any in or near Taunton since the Purbeck 
business, besides his lists of such he has sworn to the copy of 
the enclosed before Sir Francis Warre, Col. Luttrell and myself. 

In examining the waggoners’ books for arms breught since 
that from London, I found that Baker, a Taunton shopkeeper 
and a suspected person, received 4 barrels of gunpowder thence 
last December. They weighed 2 cwt. What he or others had 
thence or from Bristol etc. under covers we cannot yet discover. 
I suppose our power will not reach to taking the remainder away. 
I cannot think that the designers of that Act of 1641 for the 
general selling of that commodity intended the peace of the 
kingdom, but I hope, amongst other laws the next Parliament 
may make, one will be to restrain the sale of it to persons licensed 
by the Lords Lieutenant or their deputies. The commissions 
from the Duke of Somerset are not yet come. However, nothing 
is neglected here in searches etc. [2 pages. Ibid. No. 135.] 


The Earl of Burlington to [Secretary Jenkins]. The search for 
arms through the West Riding is finished and I have received 
my returns of those found, but as the rest, which I very suddenly 
expect, are not come, I have stopped sending these till 1 can make 
a full one of the whole. Such strictness has been observed that 
there has not been the least connivance or partiality in this 
inquiry, but every person has been searched and disarmed who 
may be in the least degree thought dangerous. Though all who 
were in arms in the late war or have been at conventicles or 
unlawful meetings have been generally comprehended herein, yet 
many others have been disarmed against whom were some 
suspicions of disaffection and of their being provided with arms 
exceeding what might be ordinarily kept in men’s houses. I 
have reason to believe that the proportion of arms found in 
this Riding will not be great, which makes me hope that the 
infection of this horrid design has not to any degree reached our 
parts. All possible care is and shall be taken in all parts of the 
Riding to discover the practices and designs of the disaffected 
party and on the least ground of suspicion repeated searches for 
arms shall be appointed by me.

Sir John Reresby to [Secretary Jenkins]. I returned on 
Monday and found all things in the same posture I left them in. 
I sent the writ to the High Sheriff on Saturday, who by the 
advice of the judges sent it to the Attorney General for his 
opinion as to the time of its return, which is longer than usual 
and not till 3 weeks after Michaelmas, and intends, as he shall 
be directed, to proceed to its execution. 
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Lord Burlington was here yesterday to meet the deputy 
lieutenants, expecting a general return of the search for arms, 
which could not be perfected so early. He, hearing that some 
persons had been omitted whom he apprehended dangerous, 
directed it himself to be made then. Very few arms are found. 

Baron Street gave avery good charge to the grand jury, insisting 
on two points very fit to be known, viz., the breaking open doors, 
where the King has a share of the fine, as in the case of conventicles, 
and the comprehension of all Recusants as well Protestant as 
Popish within the statutes of 1 and 33 of the Queen, which have 
been as little taken for law as practised in some parts of this 
county.

His Majesty in then examining me asked who I 
imagined to be concerned in promoting the Association besides 
Shaftesbury etc. I answered that most of the Dissenters, 
especially the Baptists, might be concerned in promoting it, for 
Rouse showed me the Association paper on a Sunday and desired 
me to hear Plant, a Baptist minister in Cripplegate, and that I 
would communicate a paper to him for the prayers of that 
congregation that the Lord would give a good issue to the 
resolutions and endeavours of some Christian friends, which I 
delivered to be handed to Plant, lest Rouse and Plant in comparing 
might find me tardy and so prevent my enterprise, which was my 
frequent account to yourself as often as any momentary occasion 
called for my discoveries, ever deeming it incumbent on me to 
have regard to my duty, which was most evident by my discovery 
of Shaftesbury’s, Monmouth’s and Waller’s intended Association 
on the very same Sunday as I received it from Rous, being the 
evening before his Majesty went for Newmarket to the Michaelmas 
race. I then further acquainted his Majesty that Col. Danvers, 
Capt. Spurrway, Capt. Alexander alias Love with all others 
concerned in the intended insurrection of Raddon, Blood etc. in 
°66 might be concerned in promoting this Association, whereon 
his Majesty called to mind Alexander alias Love and said he was 
satisfied in the truth of my discoveries and that my care and 
expense should be minded. As I then importuned so [ still 
credit that, if diligent search had then been made at the habitations 
of Shaftesbury, Waller, Lord Howard and several others the 
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Association and declarations, their designs and the list of all the 
actors and abettors thereof with the names of the 3,000 men who 
belonged to the club at the King’s Head, of the 300 at the Nag’s 
Head in Cheapside, of the 200 at the Angel and Crown in 
Threadneedle Street and of the 50 at the Salutation in Lombard 
Street might have been as absolutely secured as it was most 
evidently unveiled by me and communicated by you to his 
Majesty, who with the Lord Keeper and yourself were fully 
satisfied of the truth of my information. I have often concluded 
since that, if Mr. Seymour had not interrupted his Majesty by 
asking me what countryman was I, where I dwelt and if in Devon 
why should he not know me and why did I not come to him [sic]. 

1 bless God I came to you and you conducted me to the King. 
Pray God Mr. Seymour and others may be innocent. I beg you 
to communicate this to his Majesty. Lord Howard and West, 
if at last they prove honest, can tell what time Shaftesbury 
absconded, how long he continued absconded in London and the 
person who gave him an account of my discoveries, for it was 
discovered. Rous and others invited me by a tender of guineas 
and a purchase at my own terms of Bywood estate if I would 
own that I was corrupted to swear against Shaftesbury and others, 
but nothing could make me falter from my loyalty. All the 
expenses on account of my discoveries were my Own moneys or 
borrowed on my own security here, amounting to 1501. at least, 
and when Rous and others found I could not be corrupted, they 
incited their Devonshire imps and all they could muster up 
against me in Devonshire was 50/., which with the 150/. makes 
2001., for which debts they promoted my arrest 1 March last, 
hoping to dispose of my right in Bywood, and made neither 
yourself or my wife privy to my confinement. Being removed 
hither the day the proclamation came out [ have reason to 
conclude that Rous, Hone and Capt. Alexander alias Love were 
the occasion thereof, thereby secluding me from a purchaser that 
I might not be at liberty to give evidence against them. If I 
did come with a keeper, they would reflect on me as a prisoner. 
Had there been need of my coming to their trial your man and 
footboy knew where I lodged in Paved Alley and Gray’s Inn, from 
either of which they could have been directed to me. Being 
unable to retrieve myself hence and finding that Capt. Alexander 
alias Love and others prevent it, dreading that when at liberty 
my wife and myself will manifest how they and others were 
concerned in Raddon and Blood’s intended insurrection in ’66 and 
are now evidently concerned in this late plot, and being unable 
to raise money whilst here and to the end that my wife may come 
to London to discover her knowledge to those most vigorously 
concerned in the intended insurrection of her late husband 
Raddon, Blood ete., I beg you would send for her to London, who 
will make evident that Trenchard and Prideaux, late parliament 
men for Taunton, were to have been concerned in the said intended 
insurrection in °66. William Raddon and Thomas Parsons 
remitted most scandalous and libellous news during the last 
Parliament at Westminster and for at least 6 months afterwards 
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to the Dissenters especially the Baptists in Taunton, Dorchester, 
Lyme, Culliton, Axminster, Honiton, Tiverton and Exeter and to 
Prideaux and Trenchard, which libellous news they gathered from 
Francis Smith who printed the Voz et lacrimae Anglorum. 

Pierce, the coffee-man in Aldersgate Street, can testify when 
and how long Raddon, his son, and Parsons continued in London 
and that they kept the most dangerous Dissenters’ company and 
that one of them wrote every post to Dorchester and Lyme, to 
Taunton and to Prideaux and Trenchard and to the Dissenters in 
Chard, Honiton, Axminster, Culliton, Tiverton, Topsham and 
{xeter. The said Raddon and Parsons told me what I delivered 
you in my first informations.—Begging him to be his advocate 
with the King for his charity and asking him for his charity by the 
bearer for his present exigencies.

July [31]. The Bishop of Chichester to Secretary Jenkins. (About the 
arrival of a letter from Everest last Sunday asin May’s letter calen- 
dared ante, p. 218). This letter, our postmaster assures me, 
contains a great deal of sedition and subtilty. He persuades the 
conspirators still to plead innocency as if the conspiracy talked of 
were but asham put on the harmless Protestant Dissenters. There 
is much subtilty for he dates it from Hamburg, whereas there is 
great probability he is in England and that the letter came from 
not far from Chichester by a true story that came very lately 
to my knowledge. One that belongs to the Church in a frolic 
took his fiddle this vacation and went to Tunbridge and travelled 
all the county over. Amongst other places he came to the house 
of a gentleman named either Pancrass or Parkhurst, he knows 
well neither, but for certain where he lives is called Bursted, 
between London and Lewes, a man of 6001. per annum. This 
man and one of his acquaintances standing by this gentleman’s 
house saw Lord Grey’s black go into the house. The other 
said, That’s Lord Grey’s black who never leaves his master, my 
life for it his master is not far off from him, for Lord Grey trusts 
him more than all his other servants ; and this man the singing 
man and his comrade suspect the more, because the gentleman’s 
servant would not let them go into the house and the gentleman 
himself is a great Fanatic. You know best what use to make 
of this information but our common sentiment of this story is :— 
We think at first it was necessary for the Duke of Monmouth to 
make his escape beyond sea for his safety, but, if he stayed there, 
the conspirators here were at a loss, for their first pretence must 
be to advance him to the Crown, but, if they had hope that, if he 
were again in England,the mobile would yet continue so much as 
to adhere to them, and that on his being here they would certainly 
rise as “tis generally feared by wise men they resolve yet to do, 
their arms being still in their own custody, to return privately 
again was necessary for him and ’tis believed that both he and 
Grey are at this time in England, which were easy to find, if 
they disappear beyond sea in their own company. (Endorsed

The multitude of businesses 
here did not allow me to give him an answer so soon as I could 
have wished. His Majesty had both the originals before him and 
came to a (? no) resolution till he had the judgment of the Attorney 
on them. It was that one, being a transcript of Fitzharris’ 
libel, the season to prosecute it (especially when a thing of more 
recent and dangerous flagrancy is pursued) was not so proper and 
was in a manner past; the other, reflecting so highly on the 
Council, was thought to have been written about the time of the 
last Westminster parliament, it being endorsed Frank, and for 
the same reason of the latest to be set up for an accusation. 
However, the father, mother and two brothers are so much 
suspected or rather so well known here, that it is not doubted 
in the least but that there is a guilt among them of the deepest 
dye. Therefore his Majesty recommends it to you not only to 
have an eye after them yourself but also to desire the loyal men 
in power among them to have a strict eye on that White family 
and something will discover itself at last, if it be narrowly looked 
after. The carrier the letter speaks of is a very dangerous fellow. 
The bearer told me some words of his that will be proved by one 
witness, the other is dead, but I propose it to your consideration 
whether Sir Edward Philips and some other Justices might not 
take him up and examine him by whose order and to whom 
delivered. *Tis possible that some of the Taunton men and 
others with whom arms have been found, being examined by 
whose conveyance they received them, may give a good handle 
to examine this carrier and it is the King’s express desire and 
expectation that his friends should not slacken in the least their 
searches, inquiries and watchfulness.

Statement by [William Harbord, Surveyor General]. Capt. 
Gardiner, a militia officer for this county, came to search my 
house at Grafton Park for arms by warrant from the deputy 
lieutenants on Sunday, 1 July, and had shown him six birding 
guns, a musketoon, 2 or 3 swords and three case pistols and some 
powder, shot bags and bullet moulds, all which guns were bought 
many years ago and I use them every winter for shooting flying 
or stalking at the river. He directed my servant to send four 
to him at Towcester and left one for my keeper for my park and 
another for the defence of my house, which stands almost a 
mile from any neighbours, encompassed with two great roads 
and a forest, and has been twice attempted to be robbed this 
last year. 
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The 17th Capt. Saunders, commanding one of the county 
troops of horse, brought about 25 horse and without showing any 
warrant or bringing any officer or constable with him broke open 
the house of a tenant of mine, threatening, if they would not 
discover where my arms were, they would quarter in them for a 
month, but finding nothing they went to the lodge on my park 
which they broke open and searched. About noon they placed 
sentinels with cocked pistols at all the gates of my house and the 
captain came in and bade several of the soldiers search and, 
though my servants opened the doors as fast as they could, they 
threatened to shoot them, calling them very indecent names. 
They broke open every trunk, my housekeeper being at Bath 
with my wife and having the keys with her, and one where the 
writings of my estate are kept, crying out to those that refused to 
come in, This is a brave house to plunder, no plunder, no pay, and 
one of them thrusting a belt with silver buckles into his breeches 
before my servant’s face, breaking open mine, my wife’s and my 
children’s closets and the ceiling of one of the rooms, threatening 
to come again and beat down the rest of the ceilings, pull up all 
my floors, untile my house and bring six attorneys to look into my 
writings, but, finding no more arms than is specified, they brought 
down six or eight pair of my boots swearing they were ammunition 
boots and would carry them away but the captain forbade them. 
They also broke open my groom’s chamber and took away several 
things belonging to him. 

At my going to Bath I left a chest of plate with a tradesman at 
Towcester for safety, which my servant told Capt. Gardiner of, 
and on the 20th Mr. Bond, who had been formerly ransacking my 
house, came and, though the party in whose custody it was 
earnestly prayed my servant might be sent for to open it with the 
keys, he broke it open immediately, throwing all the plate, which 
cost me near 1,500/.,about the room, and left it to the sole care of 
the constable. Attested by six of Mr. Harbord’s servants.

Proposals for retaining the borough of Southwark in its loyalty, 
which is preserved only by the care of a few honest and active 
men, who are now almost discouraged in their loyalty, being looked 
on by the factious as troublesome persons acting against their 
neighbours in things unknown to his Majesty and contrary to his 
approbation: That the hospital be visited; that Mr. Smith, 
Steward of Southwark, be removed, who is an ill man and by 
reason of his place encourages the factious and discountenances 
the loyal; and that Thomas Meritan, the afternoon preacher of 
St. Olave’s parish church, be removed thence, if not totally sup- 
pressed from preaching, for he teaches sedition and many Dissen- 
ters go once a month to hear him, who will go nowhere else, 
thereby saving themselves from indictment as Recusants. (Wynne 
appointed steward 18 Aug.) [Ibid. No. 236.] 


[The King to the Bishop of Winchester.] Complaints having 
been received of the great disorderliness in the Church service as 
now performed in St. Thomas’ Hospital, Southwark, to the great 
discouragement of loyal and conformable subjects, enjoining him 
to see it rectified and to give a speedy account of the reformation 
thereof according to the rules of the Church of England. [Draft 
in the Bishop of London’s hand.

Thomas Saywell to Secretary Jenkins. After I had been with 
Mrs. Bowtell to attend this evening, I went to Richard’s coffee- 
house, where one Knapper said that the Duke of Monmouth was 
not gone to Brussels, for three days ago a gentleman, whose name 
he refused to tell, had told him he had been with the Duke within 
24 hours. [Jbid. No. 238.] 


The testimony of Capt. John Phelps, Robert Bates, William 
Horneby, Richard Haley, Mr. Shanck and others on Friday or 
Tuesday after Whitsuntide (29 May or 1 June). Several persons 
being at the Fleet tavern, Cornhill, the week before the news of the 
discovery of the plot, Keeling, an oil man, canie in and seemed 
very discontented and told them without any provocation that he 
was very much solicited by some great person, whom he was to 
meet that afternoon, to do some business for him, for which he 
should have a place of 1601. per annum, but he did not know what 
he was to do. He said it was to swear, but he knew not of any 
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thing he could swear against any person. The company advised 
him to be careful; 160/. salary was a great place, not to be 
bestowed without a suitable consideration. He said he was afraid 
himself and he came there to let them know he was under a great 
temptation and that he knew of nothing he could sware against 
any. These things put the company in some kind of amazement, 
but they perceived it was because he was so perplexed about 
what he was to swear, and yet had a great mind to the 1601. per 
annum, yet telling them that, if he should be prevailed on, he 
knew of nothing he could swear against any.—Peter Hagar and 
Robert Bates testify that Keeling said the same thing eight days 
after. With the addresses of Phelps, Bates, Horneby and

The testimony of —— Morrice of Westminster. He (Keeling) 
said without provocation that he was sent to by some that 
belonged to the lords in the Tower, whom he was to meet that 
evening, who told him he was disobliged by his friends and that 
therefore this was a fit time to be revenged on them, adding that 
he should have an employment of over 1001. perannum. Phe[Ips] 
asked him what he was to do. He said they told him he knew 
they were rogues and they would have him make a discovery of 
what he knew. Phfelps] and the rest of the company said, if he 
knew any thing serviceable to the King and government, he 
was an ill man if he did not discover it. He protested he knew 
nothing against any, and would beg a dinner before he would say 
any thing he did not know, and said he would endeavour to get 
under their hands what they would have him swear, that he might 
show what rogues they were. [Jbid. No. 240.] 


Statement by ——. Friday 22 June I met Thomas Lea, dyer, 
in Cheapside about nine in the evening and said, Are you not a 
brave man ? He said he should be one suddenly, for he had found 
out a better trade. His dress was so strangely changed that I 
hardly knew him, for he had a very large periwig (whereas he 
used to wear none) and new clothes, which made me say, You 
look like an Irish evidence. He laid his hand on some linen I 
had in my hand and said, If a man will swear this linen is silk, 
who can help it ? At our departure (for his companions pulled 
him and said, Would you stand there?) he told me to present his 
service to my master. I said it would be better for him to do it 
himself. No, said he, I dare not come there. (The last three 
papers are all initialled by Thomas Atterbury, the messenger.)

I have taken 
Butler, the distiller, whom I brought before your Honour about 
the business of Farendine (Farrington) of Chichester.

1am very sorry you believe 
me negligent. You will find it a mistake that by any instruction 
to me I am required to tender the oaths to any nor had I power to 
do it, being no magistrate. I enclose the examination of the 
Scotchman we have taken here to be showed to Mr. Secretary, 
that I may know whether there be any further commands for me, 
he being in the common gaol as he deserves on his refusal of the 
oaths.

Aug. 1. Lord Fitz-Hardinge to [Sidney Godolphin]. I have troubled 
Wells. —_ Secretary Jenkins so lately that I dare not do it again, yet I can’t 
refuse Mr. Harington the justice rather than friendship to present 
him truly by you to Secretary Jenkins and, if you please, to his 
Majesty. No man in this county has served the King more 
faithfully or zealously. Two things perhaps may be objected 
against him, the first that he is of the same name as Harington, a 
great servant of Lord Shaftesbury’s. His late service in securing 
and sending up Shepheard shows he was of other principles. The 
other was that he was a county captain before the King came in, 
as to which I say that all the honest people were plagued with 
such rogues in the country that we prayed him to accept it, which 
he did on our entreaty. He is mightily surprised to hear he is 
turned out of being Justice and deputy lieutenant, a great 
reflection on him, especially at this time. It can’t be for the 
King’s service to call good men ill men.

Enclosed, 
John Harington to Lord Fitz-Hardinge. If my sick and weak 
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condition would have permitted to ride, I would have waited on 
you myself. I find I have incurred some difficulties above, my 
sickness being represented as a neglect, but cannot imagine 
wherein, having always endeavoured to perform the utmost 
of my duty both as Justice and deputy lieutenant. If I might 
obtain from you a fair representation of me to his Majesty 
or his Royal Highness it will lay a perpetual obligation on 
me.

Certificate signed by Lords Marlborough and Powlett and 20 
gentlemen that John Harington of Corston received a com-

and Hone and Walcot may more justly charge their murders on 
Percival and Shepherd than on you, who were compelled to do as 
you did by necessity, whereof your kindness to Capt. Blague is a 
demonstration, but they were villains in cold blood and on choice. 
The blood of Lord Russell cries for vengeance against Shephard, 
Howard and that villain Rumsey, who, I am convinced, has been 
the Duke of York’s spy and trepan managed by the Duke of 
Beaufort, ever since he was the little lord’s privado, and any one 
not crackbrained might have long since perceived it, had he been 
in that lord’s station. I must entreat you not to abandon 
yourself to excessive sorrow, for the charity of your party is not 
to be despaired of. It is not unknown to any of us with what 
zeal and sincerity you led us on, whilst there were any hopes of

I have advice by 
express from the Bishop of Oxford that Francis Charleton was 
met about Brackley by a Justice in Oxfordshire and brought to 
Oxford. I am now dispatching a messenger to bring him up, 
but I cannot think it will be done with safety unless you for his 
guard detach a small party of horse (10 will be sufficient, I suppose) 
with an officer. [Jbid. p. 351.] 


Secretary Jenkins to the Bishop of Oxford. Francis Charleton 
has been searched for with great diligence both in the City and at 
Totteridge, where he has a house. I make no doubt that Mr. 
Herbert, (who, I suppose, is son and heir to Mr. James Herbert) 
will have his Majesty’s thanks for the service he has done. I 
send the bearer, one of the messengers, to bring up Charleton in 
custody. He has orders to be provided with a strong guard, 
before he charges himself with Mr. Charleton. I must desire 
you to give him your directions and assistance and that immedi- 
ately on the receipt of this you suffer not any person whatever to 
speak with Charleton or Vaughan except in your own presence or 
that of some other Justice (the messenger is directed to have the 
same care of him all the while he is in the way), and above all 
things to order it so that Charleton and Vaughan may not speak 
together. If Charleton be committed to prison for any crime 
not to be delivered but by due course of law, I think it will be 
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safest to let him remain there till I can send a Habeas corpus, 
which I should have sent now, if any of the judges had been in 
town, but, if he be committed for safer custody, he may be 
delivered up to the messenger on my warrant. He is named in 
the declaration now in the press. What advantage that will have 
to him that seized him, I cannot yet determine. 

Postscript.—Lord Craven is pleased to spare 10 horse and one 
officer of the Guards for the safe bringing up of Charleton and 
Vaughan.

Most of them, especially of the poorer sort, 
came in very willingly, but some tradesmen proffered my son-in- 
law, William Bard, our town clerk, 10s. a piece, if he could prevail 
with one of our Justices that they might take it privately and add 
to it “‘ provided the lawful successor be a Protestant.”’ He told 
them he scorned such actions and afterwards they came to the 
town hall and were sworn before me according to law. I find 
by our parchment roll of the names of those sworn, they are 
about 3,000 men in our two parishes, lusty able men, but most of 
them journeymen combers and weavers. I have about 100 
to come in that were from home and some did not care to take 
the oath but, before a fortnight is over, I'll make them come in our 
town hall or the gaol. There’s no meeting at all in private houses 
within our corporation and they say they will not meet any more 
within my precincts. I thank God has so blessed my proceedings 
that they all quake before me. I wish I had power further than 
our corporation to look after them, for I delight to do our King 
service. I shall be at leisure for public service, for my trade 
is almost gone, so I intend to give it off, for I can have more by 
the year for my house than I now get by my trade, for all Dissen- 
ters make it their business to persuade people from me and, I 
believe, would kill me, if they could conceal it, but I fear them not. 
I understand they will meet at some private houses about half 
a mile from our town, which is out of our corporation and a great 
way from any Justices of the county, so that they have spied 
out the Justice(?) will not be able to take them. [Jbid. No. 37.] 


Aug. 4. J. Oldfield to Secretary Jenkins. Some persons discoursing 

Spalding. of the late plot Thomas Lintwaits said, He hoped to see the 
Presbyterians look up again and that those concerned in the 
death of the late King did it for the good of the nation. He lives 
in the corporation of Stamford, is a brasier, is of very good repute 
and has always shown himself loyal. He says and others think 
he did it to pump one in the company whom he thought to be a 
Prebsyterian.

Though 
our care has not produced that effect which in so large a county 
might have been expected yet all that could at present be done has 
been so. If I find any of the disaffected party have either 
conveyed to other places or concealed their arms, they shall be 
considered as highly faulty and proceeded against as far as our 
power will reach. 

Before I received yours of 10 July, I had on former directions 
at a meeting with the deputy lieutenants issued orders for the 
disarming of persons thought dangerous, which were observed 
with that exactness that all fowling pieces and birding pieces 
and even wearing swords were taken up and are detained till I 
receive his Majesty’s pleasure, which I desire I may as soon 
as it may be thought fit. 

Some arms both of horse and foot have been likewise now 
seized, which the parties that had them were to furnish towards 
the militia, but, being suspected persons and in this search taken 
away from them, I have appointed that all such should be lodged 
with some of the militia officers and care shall be taken, if you 
approve, that other principals shall be named, who shall furnish 
and set out the horse and foot the others were to do. I desire your 
orders where the arms so taken shall be put. [24 pages. S8.P.

The Marquess of Worcester to Secretary Jenkins. I received 
yours last night at my return home, having been to Mr. Southby’s 
to examine Mrs. White, which I did yesterday. I find it was not 
so full as we expected or as Mr. Powell and his wife had sworn. 
We pressed her not out of any tenderness to an ill subject to 
conceal anything she knew against Trenchard but she declared 
she could not say more than she does in her information, which is 
much different from what Mr. Powell and his wife have sworn 
she said before them. She believed she aggravated the circum- 
stances of Mr. Trenchard’s discourse, having long had an aversion 
to him for his ill principles, but she will not swear more than 
what I have sent up, which to the best of her remembrance, she 
being then 13 or 14, was all he said. The discourse began on the 
reading of a gazette. She thinks it was of Poland, but I suppose 
what country he meant is easy to guess. Mr. Ivory, being a very 
loyal man, often told Trenchard, as he did at this time, Brother, 
have a care of speaking treason. Mrs. White has always been 
accounted very loyal and, I believe, would certainly speak 
nothing but the truth, as well as the whole truth, if she and her 
husband, who is extremely loyal, had no dependence on the 
family of the Southbys, of whom I have heard she is the only well- 
affected person. What makes me fear that that family has had 
too much influence on her is that soon after my servant had given 
her my letter desiring her to meet me at Ramsbury, she fell into 
swooning fits and continues still very ill, which made us believe 
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her ill relations had discoursed her too much in this point, for 
which reason we examined her in the presence of only her husband 
and some of his loyal relations. She says a great many people 
were in the room at Mr. Ivory’s, but most of them were of 
Trenchard’s party. 

At Ramsbury I met Capt. Gerard, High Sheriff of Berkshire 
two years ago, who told me that one Stacey (?) had told him that 
Mr. Letton, a fellow of Wadham College, had heard Trenchard 
say he had listed 2,000 men already and would list 4,000 more. 
This I suppose my father has told you for I was with him at 
Ramsbury when he told it me, on which I sent immediately a 
messenger to Oxford to give the Bishop an account, desiring him 
to examine Letton on.oath, for he, they say, will be willing 
enough to declare what he knows, though I hear he has already 
been severely chidden by his patron and patroness for taking 
notice of these words. Capt. Gerard met me again yesterday at 
Merston, when he gave me the enclosed copy of a letter to him 
which shows that the words may easily be traced to Mr. Letton, 
who may be charged with having owned to have heard such words 
spoken by Trenchard. If I hear from the Bishop that Letton 
is not willing to own the words, I will send to Capt. Gerard to 
examine these people, supposing these words are worth looking 
after agreeing so nearly with the evidence at Lord Russell’s trial.

Had no 
more than the 10/. from Lord Shaftesbury from any. He is the 
rest out of purse, but they told him a parliament would re-imburse 
him. Knows nothing of raising 10,000/. nor ever heard of it 
before the discovery. Never paid money to Ferguson but when 
he went over with Lord Shaftesbury. Paper of accounts for 
libels showed him. Says ’twas, as he believes, brought him by a 
widow, who complained that Ferguson had cheated her husband. 
Saw Ferguson last at Mr. Bourne’s. Saw him before at the 
sword-cutler’s, where he said he lay concealed on a warrant he 
heard was out against him for writing The Modest Vindication etc. 
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Does not know Baillie nor ever discoursed with him. Had the 
contribution paper from Lord Shaftesbury as the names of such 
as he thought would contribute to Oates’ maintenance.

Starkey confronted with Maine gives an account of what he said 
in his information. 

John Pawlin says he goes to church. Richard White.—To be 
bound in 1,000l. each. 

Whetham says he knows the Horseshoe Club. There was a 
paper, where the names were entered of such as would vote for 
Sir R. Atkyns. 

Shepard says he never spoke to Charlton about money, but 
Ferguson and Baillie told him Charlton would procure the 10,0001. 
himself and raise it on a mortgage he would fetch out of the 
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country. Three or four days before Shepard’s coming to White- 
hall Charlton advised him to go out of the way, saying he was 
sworn against and that he had private intelligence of it from court.

Samuel Starkey to Lord By unjust collusion of a Justice 
from Lord Paget’s house I stand committed. I desired to have 
seen or sent to you last night or waited on a Secretary of State, 
had he come to town, but I was and am denied all society with 
any person whatever. Through this trepan I am deprived of 
all my warrants and other private papers which I had provided by 
Lord Sunderland’s orders. This trick of being committed is a 
palpable stratagem to stiffle my further discovery that the King’s 
death may be hastened more securely. It is imprudent to lay 
this matter more open since I am not allowed to write or speak a 
syllable but what others must hear and peruse. I therefore beg 
your immediate presence as you tender the life and repose of his 
Majesty. 

To-day I was to have attended the Council at Hampton Court, 
but am thus prevented and also from bringing my prisoner 
before the Council to prevent his confession, whom you know I 
have on the Horse Guard and the information drawn ready 
against Secretary Jenkins’ expected arrival in town yesterday.

William Williams to Secretary Jenkins. There’s an address 
from the Mayor and citizens of Chester to his Majesty under their 
seal. The care of presenting it was committed to me. The 
person who attends you with this letter has the address to show 
you and I hope it is such as becomes dutiful subjects. I desire 
your opinion in it and that you will advise the bearer in what 
way and by whom it may be most acceptably presented. The 
Mayor and citizens also desire his Majesty’s leave to attend his 
Royal Highness to congratulate his happy escape. I am in the 
circuit at Abingdon on my way to Gloucester assizes which begin 
next Friday. I came from Chester Saturday 4 Aug. and am this 
8th at Abingdon. [Jbid. No. 75.] 


J. Hellier to Secretary Jenkins. Being this day returned home 
from Somerset, where my office for this year takes up the greatest 
part of my time, I am informed that Dr. Ichabod Chancey, one 
of the six whom the Mayor and several of the Aldermen have 
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certified to be fit to be examined before his Majesty and Council 
concerning our Bristol club, is gone out of town, and ’tis supposed 
for London to prevent a messenger’s bringing him up. I therefore 
send this character after him. He was in the late rebellion a 
chaplain to Col. Hean in Dunkirk, as I have been credibly informed 
and he cannot deny it. About the time of the restoration he was 
a parish minister near Marlborough but quitted it and has for the 
most part lived here ever since and practised physic and man- 
midwifery. He took a lease from our city of some void ground 
in our late demolished castle and thereon set up a conventicle 
house for Independents whither the principal of that sort in our 
city usually resorted, amongst others Nathaniel Wade, named in 
the first proclamation, his brother, William, who is also fled, 
Holloway indicted for treason, Dr. John Griffith, Thomas Scrope, 
son of the regicide Adrian, Joseph Jackson and generally all the 
Bristol clubbers. In short all the disorders here and all the 
seditious (perhaps treasonable) contrivances against his Majesty 
and the government were hatched in that meeting-house and 
thence derived into coffee-houses and clubs. Dr. Chancey 
stands this day indicted on the 35° Eliz., having kept a conventicle 
in his dwelling house since the meeting-house has been made 
unserviceable. He is and ever since his coming here has been 
an incendiary or rather a common pest here, having poisoned more 
of his Majesty’s subjects by sowing amongst them evil principles 
than he can pretend to have cured by his medicines, and is as 
certainly in this conspiracy as any in Bristol. Brought before 
our magistrates he confessed himself one of the club, but refused 
to discover any that were of it besides Rumsey, our town clerk, 
and denied to discover anything that passed at their meetings, 
saying plainly he would not accuse his neighbours. I hope you 
have understood that the Duke of Somerset has honoured my 
master, the High Sheriff, and Sir John Smyth by adding them to 
the deputy lieutenants, whereof we at Bristol are very g.ad. 
[S.P. Dom., Car. II. 430, No. 76.] 


William Harbord to Secretary Jenkins. At my return from 
Bath last week I met with an account from the servants I had 
left here of the severe behaviour of Capt. Saunders, etc., on their 
searching my house. The law having put it in their discretion to 
search whom they please, I dispute it not, but they ought te 
bring the civil officer with them, without which there is no quorum, 
which was not done. Understanding by Lord Rochester that 
his Majesty, on hearing the said narrative read, directed you to 
write to the deputy lieutenants that the arms and other things 
they took from me should be restored except the musquetoon 
and that the said narrative should be put into your hands to 
examine the truth of it, promising that, if it shall prove true, I 
shall have reparation, I am this morning just going to leave it 
with Sir Roger Norwich, who I hear is at Northampton, not 
doubting that I shall be able to prove every tittle of it and much 
more, and in afew days I will come upto receive your commands in 
what way of examination you will put it. [2 pages. Ibid. No.77.] 
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Sir John Reresby to Secretary Jenkins. The enclosed is a 
copy of a letter brought me at 9 last night by three persons, 
who deposed that they found it on the ground in the Minster Yard. 
I immediately sent for Mr. Wilkinson, the county clerk, and Mr. 
Scot, the under-sheriff, whom it concerns, and examined them and 
bound them with their sureties in 800/. a piece to answer what 
shall be objected against them at the next assizes or before the 
Privy Council. You will find by their enclosed examinations 
that they will not confess anything. The first has a better 
reputation both as to his principles and conformity to the Church ; 
the other has been and is esteemed a favourer of Fanatics, as 
appears by his last return of jurors for this county.

The Earl of Sunderland to Secretary Jenkins. I have showed 
the King the letter you received from Chester and he will certainly 
do as the loyal party there desire. I am very glad that Starkey 
is in hold. He and Hartshorne are both, I believe, rogues, but 
having taken Aaron Smith I gave money and was kinder to them 
than they deserved by what I have heard since. 

His Majesty would have you write to Lord Preston to dis- 
countenance all those who behave so ill to the King and his 
government as he writes some do and that, if Frenchmen can be 
punished for it as he says they may, certainly the King’s subjects 
may be so likewise, for they are liable to the law of the place 
where they are, unless protected by the King’s favour. He would 
have Lord Preston give an account, who they are and what they 
say, as near as he can. 

He also commands me to let you know that he would have you 
press the business of the charter as much as can be and that you 
should acquaint the Lord Mayor with his pleasure, which is that, 
if they do not comply, he will command that judgment be entered. 
He expects that the matter be concluded before he goes to 
Winchester, which wiil be the 29th. 

He has commanded me to direct Lord Craven to order Will. 
Legge’s troop of horse to be quartered about Islington, Hackney 
or Mile End to keep the weavers in order, but besides that he 
would have you continue to watch over them, to hinder their 
meetings and their petitioning, which he thinks the Lord Mayor 
ought to take care of likewise. If they have any just reason to 
complain of the French, the law is open and they will certainly 
have right done them that way, but they must expect it no other.

The Lord Deputy to Secretary Jenkins. I have received 
yours of the 31st with the enclosed declaration, which I have 
ordered to be printed here and will do the like with the form of 
prayer, as soon as it is sent me and that I have his Majesty’s 
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order to proclaim a thanksgiving day. If they come in time, 
the festival shall be kept on the same day as in England. 

You may let his Majesty know that I have without disturbance 
suppressed the Fanatic meetings here and in agreat measure those 
in the North and that I have turned several persons I suspected 
out of the commission of the peace, though there were none in it 
but those who took the oaths and brought certificates of their 
receiving the Sacrament according to our Liturgy. [S.P. Ireland, 
Car.

The Earl of Sunderland to Secretary Jenkins. I send you the 
enclosed letter received by the Duke, that you may give what 
orders you please, if you find the contents to betrue.

Sir Roger Hill to Justice Richard Newman. Describing at 
great length how last Sunday between 11 and 12 at night Starkey 
and Hartshorne came to his house with some of the King’s 
guards and searched it and stole money and jewels belonging to 
himself and his wife-—Understanding that one or both of the 
searchers were committed by you for some other crime, I desire 
that if they or either of them are in custody they may not be 
discharged till the law be satisfied. I have no reason to suspect 
any other. The gentlemen of the Guards were all very civil and 
were in none of the rooms without the company of some of my 
family.

The examination of Samuel Starkey. About 2} years ago or 
when his Majesty was sick at Windsor or about a week after 
Simon and Samuel Mayne came to Aaron Smith’s house in Old 
Southampton Buildings and spoke with him in his closet. The 
examinant was in the next room, which was his office, and, hearing 
them whispering, stepped from his desk to his trunk and looking 
through a hole in the wainscot saw Smith and both the Maynes 
in a continuance of their discourse and heard Simon say, This 
paper was very well done ; it was a good way to know and secure 
their party. He saw writings in Simon’s hand consisting of 10 or 
12 sheets of paper, which seemed to him to be a catalogue of 
names. Smith opening his closet door of a sudden and not finding 
the examinant at his desk shut it and said, There’s nobody there. 
The examinant looking again through the hole Samuel Mayne 
came out and shut the office door, designing, as he believes, to 
hinder him from coming to his desk, saying that neither the 
examinant nor his cousin Bulstrode was to be trusted in this 
affair.. Smith said, I trust either of them as little as I can. As 
for Starkey, he has refused to go with me any more to meetings 
and keeps such genteel company that, if they knew any thing 
of our purpose, would ruin us, but I will turn him away and take 
such as I can trust, for I have much writing and must have one to 
assist me. Simon then asked Smith, if my lord had a copy of 
the paper they were perusing, but what lord they meant he knows 
not. Smith answered that my lord had two copies, and said he 
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had made above 40 more and had about 10 left. After much 
discourse which I could make little of, Samuel said the manner of 
doing it in the gallery was exquisitely contrived and might 
infallibly take effect, if all else failed, no other way could effect 
their purpose better. Says Simon, The issue of that was the end 
of arbitrary power. The King and Duke should thereby find the 
fruits of their obstinacy. Says Samuel, Could it not be also 
contrived that the King and Duke might as well both fall at a 
time and choosing such an opportunity as Feversham was with 
them clap the pistol in Duras’ pocket and ’twould still reflect on the 
Jesuits, for now they were every where rendered so odious that no 
design of this nature could ever reflect on them, could they have the 
least gabb for pretence. Says Simon, All that Smith and I object 
against that is this, for we have thought of both the King’s and the 
Duke’s deaths, but no man can effect both at a time and one man’s 
business is sooner done than two’s. One man is better entrusted 
than two ; one may escape better than two and, if one man should 
fail and the matter be frustrated either in the bud or when the 
design is ripe, one discoverer of it is less to be believed than two. 
Says Smith, That’s clear and for the one man we pitched upon at 
the Queen’s Arms did not yet know our design, but was well 
assured he was the fittest for so bold an attempt, the reward is so 
great we are all well assured of him at a day’s notice. Says 
Samuel, But will there not be candles every night in the gallery 
and does the King walk through it at certain hours to his French 
bitch? SaysSmith, There’s always candles but at such distances 
and such a company still surrounds the King both before, behind 
and on each side that tis but in a modish court garb clapping the 
muzzle to the King’s back and instantly on firing it make a great 
shout, clasp the Duke in his arms and run the pistol in that hurry 
into his pocket, and the business is done most dexterously. 
Nay I think now the King’s death will be easily effected, says 
Samuel, but let not this be too long a hatching. How many know 
of it, says he to Smith. Not above 20 and those such as some 
of us can the least doubt. All are true hearts and Englishmen 
and no fear of miscarriage can be had in them. They are all or 
most old sufferers for their liberties and rights. Says Samuel 
again, All that I inquire how many are privy is, because I would 
caution you to have a special care, for all our lives and estates 
and repose lie at stake till the matter’s effected. In law ’tis an 
equal danger to design and to act in this case. My brother’s life 
and mine and all we have lie at stake, for my prayers and wishes 
are continually to have it presently effected and kept private till 
effected and then they might all shake hands with merry hearts 
and their tongues and hands not commanded by a Frenchified 
Court and Council.

As to the arms that are finally to be disposed of for his Majesty’s 
service and not restored, his Majesty is not yet come to a resolu- 
tion, only, presuming that on the seizing of them they were to be 
put into safe hands, either of the deputy lieutenants or the militia 
commissioned officers, he would not have them removed thence, 
especially not carried from one part of the county to the other, 
but that they lie where they are till further orders.

I 
had not heard one word of the putting out of Mr. Harrington nor 
any report or surmise to his disadvantage. I shall speak with 
the Lord Keeper, and, if it be not done, I shall desire him to be 
further informed. The Duke of Somerset has done nothing but 
what he is desired to do, in case Mr. Harrington be out of the 
commission of the peace, for there is an order of Council of 10 
years’ standing that those that are out of the commission of the 
peace must be out of that for the lieutenancy. On reading your 
transcript of my letter to Harrington, I was amused at the 
absurdity of one expression “the King gave him his gracious 
service.” My meaning was and [ hope it is so expressed, “his 
gracious thanks,” therefore I beseech you to call to Mr. Harrington 
for a sight of the original and blot out the word “ service ” and 
interline “thanks.”

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Braed’alban is Sheriff and Justice General of the said shire and 
clothed with his Majesty’s’ authority and the commission of the 
Council and accompanied with the said party of his Majesty’s 
forces, his Majesty, finding that the said Earl of Braed’alban 
defeated the said Earl of Caithness and his complices and vindi- 
cated his Majesty’s authority, ratifies and approves the said acts 
of Council, commissions, letters, orders and others above mentioned

In obedience to yours of the 2nd we sent 
you up this day sennight the names of six of our clubbers, whom 
we thought most obnoxious, in order to their being sent for by a 
messenger, four of whom, namely Watts, Corsley, Hine and Hale, 
are members of our Common Council, great ringleaders of the 
disaffected party and some of the most considerable members of 
this club, and must know the secrets of that mystery of iniquity 
better than any of inferior quality. Besides sending for these 
four would have given us a fair occasion either to displace them 
or at least to have effected some acceptable service to his Majesty 
by their absence, which we could not so well hope to compass 
while they were in town, who have always appeared averse to 
everything of that kind. 

We are glad Whetham is in custody but sorry we cannot yet 
furnish you with more against him than we have already, though 
we have been as diligent as possible. When these or so many of 
them as you judge expedient shall be sent for, care shall be taken 
to send after them whatsoever more of discovery we can obtain 
and we think that the terror of sending for them will be a means 
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of bringing fresher and more particular discoveries, though at 
present they carry themselves very sullen and reserved, when they 
are brought before us. 

We could wish we had not such cause to complain as we have 
of the paucity of voices amongst our magistrates and Common 
Council in matters relating to the advancement of his Majesty’s 
service here, especially in the business of our charter, every 
attempt of ours and our loyal friends tending to the surrendering 
thereof having hitherto proved ineffectual; but, if these four ill 
men be but a while out of our way, we doubt not but that affair 
will succed.

Sir William Portman to William Stoakes at the Lord Keeper’s 
house. I have received your kind letter and the dedimus and 
am sworn by Sir Francis Warre. Iam sensible of your obligation, 
for which I shall make my acknowledgement. 

Yesterday I took three examinations enough to make a man 
believe that Mr. Trenchard was listing men about Michaelmas, 
1681. 22 July last [ took one which I transmitted to Secretary 
Jenkins, which I hope came to his hands, wherein the gunsmith 
swears that Mr. Trenchard told him about the same time that the 
times looked dangerous and that he would be worth 40 men and 
by promises and a guinea in hand prevailed with him to have a 
more profitable employ and to live in Taunton. But neither of 
these three last swear that they ever spoke with Mr. Trenchard 
but had it from others, particularly Anthony Sandford, who 
owned himself to be listed. This Sandford was then a companion 
of him and Adams and Brasbridge, stout men but poor. They 
were of Oliver’s army and fit for such an employ. 

"Tis said this Sandford is since got into the Guards. If he be 
speedily found and well examined by charging him that Lumbard 
and Adams swear that he was to be listed under Mr. Trenchard 
for the Duke of Monmouth’s service in 1681 or the like, I fancy 
a greater discovery might be made. He is a Somersetshire man 
near Ilminster. How to have this done I know not; therefore I 
desire you to acquaint the Lord Keeper and [ shall follow these 
glimpses of discovery hereabouts with as great skill and secrecy as 
Ican. Pray let nobody see this without the Lord Keeper’s leave. 

Sandford has not been in this county a year and a half. If 
my lord pleases, I will send up copies of the examinations. [Jbid. 
No. 95.] 


Stephen Timewell, Mayor, to Secretary Jenkins. I thank you 
for the paper showing us the discovery of the plot. 

According to order I have bound over all the rioters I gave you 
an account of to our county assizes and will bestir our people to 
prosecute with the persons that assisted me that day. 

Last week I called on all persons within our corporation to 
take the oath of allegiance and they all came except Quakers and 
we have not 10 of that sort of Fanatics with us. One told me he 
could not swear at all, so I tendered him the oath and he denied 
to take it, so I sent him to prison and, after he had lain there four 
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days, he came and took it. I find there be of lusty men in our 
two parishes above 18 years of age above 3,000 that have taken 
the oath. 

About a fortnight ago I pulled down all the lasts and galleries 
in that great meeting-house called Poole in Taunton with all 
the doors and gates and likewise all the seats, pulpit and galleries 
of the Baptist meeting-house and burnt it together on the market 
place. There were about 10 cart loads. We were till three in 
the morning before it was all burnt and we were very merry before 
it with the bells ringing all night and neither then nor since we 
can hear of one Fanatic that opens his mouth to say, Why have 
they done this? Our church is now full. I thank God I have 
done the King’s business in Taunton and now not one of them 
dare meet in any private house.either and, whereas there was not 
an informer to be had for 100/., now they proffer themselves to me. 
This great meeting-place was the eye of all the West of England 
for Presbyterians and for meetings and now it’s all gone. The 
time of my being out of my office now draws near but, if his 
Majesty have occasion to command me to keep these people in 
obedience, if I have power put into my hands, as far as my life 
shall last, am at hiscommand. [S.P.Dom.,Car.II.430, No. 96.] 


Nine deputy lieutenants of Devon to the Duke of Albemarle, 
Lord Lieutenant. Richard Gibbons, a notorious villain convicted 
at the present assizes for Devon of many crimes and forgeries, 
fled out of court before judgment was pronounced against: him in 
hopes to obtain a pardon by means of applications to you. Being 
informed that a person is already dispatched to you herein, we 
thought it our duty to let you know that, if his Majesty be 
prevailed on to pardon such an infamous offender, it will be a 
great discouragement to our county, who have been at great 
charge and trouble in bringing him thus far towards punishment, 
to pursue such criminals to justice in future. We therefore pray 
that, instead of interceding for him, you will rather be an instru- 
ment that his sentence be put in execution. [Jbid. No. 97.] 


Endymion Walker, Mayor, and William Sanford to Secretary 
Jenkins. Finding in Thursday’s Gazette the description of 
Hugh Westlake, one of the conspirators, and being informed that 
a gentleman of the same name as described was here, we appre- 
hended him and committed him to our gaol. We searched his 
person and chamber for papers but can’t find any except what 
relate to merchants’ affairs. He informed us he had a portmantle 
which would come yesterday by the London carrier, in which we 
found some law books and no papers except what belonged to 
some merchants here. He owns himself to be a barrister of the 
Middle Temple and is well known by the lawyers now at our 
assizes and is verily believed to be the man named in the Gazette. 
[Ibid. No. 98.]

I am sending the Earl of Worcester a copy of the affidavit that 
he may make his exceptions or give grounds for a further charge.

The Duke 
of Lorraine refuses to give it up even to the King of Poland, but, 
as the treaty with that King provides he shall have it, in default 
of the Emperor’s presence the Duke will be obliged to give it up, 
but to avoid hurting the Duke’s feelings the question will not be 
considered while his Imperial Majesty remains with the army, 
where he intends to go at daybreak to have the glory of the relief, 
if the city holds out, as is hoped, till he arrives. The Elector of 
Bavaria came with intention, if the Elector of Saxony persisted, 
of commanding those troops which I shall join, but, if the Elector 
of Saxony desists, he will follow the Court as a volunteer. The 
Elector of Saxony, who hitherto has thwarted me, has had me told 
that he will put his troops under my orders with the intention of 
forming a corps d’armée at his own disposal, but I have declined 
on the ground that I was already engaged to the Elector of 
Bavaria. The dispositions for the relief would cause more 
difficulties if the King of Poland were not a soldier who knows his 
business and seeks his interest and reputation in the success of this 
expedition, for he has already yielded to the reasons dissuading 
him from crossing at Presburg or Comorn in order to relieve 
Vienna as he had proposed and has come over to the opinion 
that the relief should be made by the wooded (cowvert) country 
since then the enemy will be obliged to meet him with infantry, 
which will then be wanting for continuing the siege, and to oppose 
the great body of infantry which is assembling. He has even 
agreed to leave a detachment beyond the Danube in order, 
conjointly with some Imperialists, to cover the courtry. If the 
Brandenburg troops arrive in time much is expected of them, 
being very good but slow in coming. The case of covering the 
country will be left to them. The troops we are sure of are 
20,000 Imperialists, 11,000 Bavarians, 10,000 Saxons, 10,000 
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from Franconia and the Upper Rhine, 13,000 Brandenburgers, 
Poles to the number of 30,000 combattants, of whom I believe 
65,000 can be employed for the relief, not counting 5,000 Swabes 
of whom 2,000 may arrive in time, who are on their march. With 
field pieces we have more than 100 cannon and we have flour for 
a month for all the troops. They are doing what they can for a 
magazine of oats. The Pope has sent some 100,000 florins (as 
also the King of Portugal has done) to the Emporer and every 
thing possible is being done to put every thing in good order and 
for the relief and for the recovery of Vienna, in case it should be 
surrendered by some unforeseen accident. If nothing happens 
to Staremburg I have no fear of the town’s surrendering, but as 
it is said he has dysentery and that the command might fall into 
the hands of some one less obstinate, there might be reason to 
fear, since the Turks will explode a mine which they are said to 
have made across the ditch to a bastion. The Turks by all the 
information received have lost 30,000 of their best soldiers. I 
am doing my best to hasten the relief. If it succeeds, I shall try 
to have some troops sent to Franconia and I hope to be able to 
give you an account of everything by word of mouth. [6} pages.

I also enclose what has been resolved at Ratisbon, but I hope 
that will produce a resolution which will give to his Imperial 
Majesty to explain himself according to your sentiments and I 
can tell you that he and the ministers at the head of affairs are 
holding out well. The Emperor said yesterday in the council on 
the subject of the alliances that he would prefer to lose a great 
part of his territory rather than make a separate peace or truce 
tothe prejudice of his allies, and I can assure you, unless the relief 
is unsuccessful, the Emperor will hold out well and I can tell you 
that my presence here has been useful and it was resolved yester- 
day to deliberate on the means of defence, if France should be 
inclined to insult us. My opinion is that, if the allies declare 
they will assist one another in case of attack, France will hesitate 
to attack us, especially in the uncertainty of the success of the 
relief of Vienna. I do my best to keep things on the footing 
they ought to be and hope to succeed, 
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We all leave this for Linz and thence I shall go to place my 
people in a good position for awaiting the King of Poland’s 
arrival and shall go to speak with Count Leslie, who is guarding 
the bridge over the Danube at Mauteren and then with the Duke 
of Lorraine who is on the river Mare beyond the Danube. God 
will help us and I hope soon with all Christians and good patriots 
to rejoice at complete success. 

My chief embarrassment is being troubled about money and 
dearness increases from day to day and the greedy Polish nation 
wishing to be treated I am much inconvenienced. 

I beg your Highness to manage the plan made here, as the 
advice of the States of Ratisbon to his Imperial Majesty ought 
to be concealed, in order that the French may not know that it 
comes from here.

and finding that the petitioner is willing to accept the 3001. 
provided it be paid in England to Sir R. Bulkeley or Owen 
Wynne for her separate use, which they think reasonable, and, 
in case the same be not paid within three months, then the Lord 
Deputy cause letters patent to be passed in trust for her and her 
heirs of so much lands (part of those in Lord Kingston’s list) 
found by inquisition and not lying in a corporation as she shall 
pitch upon amounting to 15/. per annum over and above the quit 
rents: in case the said Lord Kingston shall not within three 
months pay in England to the trustees appointed by Margaret 
Thicknesse 300/., for causing effectual letters patent to pass in 
trust for her and her heirs of so much lands (part of those in the 
said lord’s list) found by inquisition and not in a corporation as 
she shall pitch upon, amounting to 15/. per annum over and above 
the quit rents.

In the meanwhile 
I will write to my friends to satisfy my lord in all points. If they 
prevail not, I will suddenly attend him. The matter requires 
not so great haste, because nothing can be done as to sessions 
in Norwich till 7 Oct. next.

William Harbord to Secretary Jenkins. I return you my most 
humble thanks for your great favour in sending a duplicate of 
my narrative to the Earl of Peterborough, our Lord Lieutenant. 
I hear some endeavour to persuade others that it’s impossible so 
very severe a proceeding should have been used as therein described. 
I have examined the matter so narrowly and so frequently 
discoursed it with eye-witnesses, that I dare assure you that it 
will appear true in every part, which being granted, I hope I 
may be admitted to complain of it in the humble manner I have 
done to his Majesty, but, though it’s plain felony in law, yet I 
lay this, my life and all my estate at his Majesty’s feet and I 
beseech you to tell him so and that I hope to convince him that I 
do not deserve to be thus used. I hear that Sir Roger Norwich is 
of opinion that notwithstanding the two searches I have a 
considerable number of arms in my house. I protest that, except 
such as I brought back from Bath for the defence of myself and 
family, I do not think that either my servants or myself have any. 
I am sure I know of none and am ready to have my house or any 
places belonging to me searched, when and how his Majesty shall 
direct, but, if I may not be trusted with some small number, it 
will be impossible for me to continue here or to travel on the 
roads, as I am very often forced to do for his Majesty’s service 
by order of the Lords of the Treasury. I am wonderfully sur- 
prised to see my name in a list amongst divers gentlemen of this 
county presented by the grand jury as disaffected and dangerous 
and that on two heads, one for addressing amongst others the two 
late members for this county as to some matters transacted in a 
former parliament. I never did it, nor was I at their election nor 
then in the county, which is the time when that was, it seems, 
done. The other for caballing or meeting at a club, where matters 
were transacted dangerous to the public peace. I have not been 
at any horse race, cock-fighting or any public meeting these last 
seven years, though great fault was found by some for my not 
coming to Northampton, when great men were there. There 
was, I confess, a meeting every Saturday there of divers gentlemen 
in or near that place and as such I went thither sometimes but, 
understanding about a year since that his Majesty was displeased 
at that meeting, I forbore it and for this last year was never there 
but once at St. George’s fair, when I went to buy three coach 
horses, so I submit to your judgment if this sort of behaviour 
deserves to be so marked and, if his Majesty were informed how 
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that matter was handled, I dare say he would not think it for 
his service.

John Hall to Mr. Eustace. I reckon myself very unfortunate 
in not seeing you before I came away. I cannot think myself in 
a safe condition as the case stands.

disarmed among others when the first disarming was upon this 
plot. The rule the deputy lieutenants of Cheshire set themselves 
was to disarm all that appeared active or busy in their attendance 
on the Duke of Monmouth, when he was last in that country. 
Mr. Whitley was noticed to be as forward as any and so was 
judged to be within the rule. It is certain that 50 muskets were 
found in his house. His father and he give this account, that old 
Col. Whitley being here found a good pennyworth in 100 muskets 
that had been bespoken by the Bantam ambassadors when they 
were here but were left on the gunsmith’s hands and that the 
colonel, finding them to be too many for himself, spared half to his 
son, in order to arm a militia foot company he was captain of 
in Flintshire. How true this is is very hard to tell, but it is 
somewhat improbable as we seldom hear of militia captains that 
arm their companies at their own charges or indeed put them- 
selves to the trouble of providing arms for those that may be 
already provided or at least think themselves as able to good 
pennyworths as their captains. However, my intelligence tells 
me for certain that the buying of these arms from this Bantamers’ 
gunsmith and the providing of them to furnish a company in 
Flintshire was not talked of till after the arms were seized.

The first is to 
make Mr. Hawley, the gentleman porter, major to the garrison 
of the Tower. I know no man so proper. He had formerly 601. 
a year out of the Ordnance Office but, I think, never received but 
one quarter, so his pay is but 16d. a day, a very small salary, 
and, had he not some money of his own, he must have been 
reduced to great want. The next is, that his Majesty will permit 
me to put a warder into a small house that was Alderman 
Titchbourne’s and to establish it a warder’s house, it belonging 
at present to me. We have so great want of such houses, that I 
am obliged to put prisoners into other places, where I have not 
the power over them, as I have over the warders. The last is 
that he would order Sir Christopher Wren to cause such doors 
and iron bars for windows as are proper for prison lodgings, for 
certainly there are not so very ill houses in any prison in the world 
as in the Tower. If I did not put two warders and a sentinel 
on every new prisoner, it were impossible to keep them in the 
safety his Majesty expects. Some warders I dare not trust with 
a prisoner, so that, if our prison lodgings were much stronger, one 
warder was sufficient to secure his prisoner. It will be but a small 
charge, and is very requisite. [2} pages. Ibid. No. 122.] 


Aug. [17 ?] The information of William Gear, prisoner in the Marshalsea. 
He often saw Mr. Bateman’s wife go into his chamber and also 
the draper’s wife go up the stairs towards his. [Jbid. No. 123.]

The 8th instant Gear told him a new plot was discovered. Matthew

Aug. 18. Sir James Butler to Secretary Jenkins. Yesterday I received 
yours of the 16th with an enclosed paper subscribed John 
Jones, accusing Mr. Lowman of high misdemeanours, which I 
have examined as carefully as I could and find it to be merely 
false and contrived by William Geare, a prisoner in the Marshalsea 
for debt, who, hearing that Mr. Lowman intended to turn him 
to the common side, invented this lie to be revenged on him and 
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partly also out of ambition to become an evidence and get a 
pension, which he not a little needs, for which employment he 
seems well qualified, being of a very turbulent, restless spirit, 
most fruitful in invention, having a mighty stock of impudence 
and full of tongue. The paper was written and signed by one 
White at Geare’s instigation without the knowledge of Jones, 
who is blind and cannot write. No person has been admitted 
to visit any of the conspirators but such as have had yours or 
the Attorney General’s order. I have known Mr. Lowman 
particularly for about 13 years and believe him to be a most 
loyal, honest, stout gaoler as any in England. [S.P.Dom.,Car. II. 
430, No. 132.] 


The Earl of Winchilsea to Secretary Jenkins. I deferred 
writing in hopes to have sent you a note of the arms seized in this 
county, which are very inconsiderable as I hear in general from 
my deputy lieutenants. 

His Majesty gave me leave the last time I did my duty to him 
to go into a warm country for my health, but I fell very ill after 
I came into the country, so that I thought I should have died, 
which made me defer my voyage till the spring and then I began 
to recover with the loss of two teeth by the scurvy. I sent for 
several of my deputy lieutenants to advise with them about the 
militia and what they could find out of the disaffected party. 
The musters were ordered and the militia well regulated and 
afterwards removed to my house near Canterbury, where I 
recovered a little more and intended to give you a full information 
of his Majesty’s affairs here and to have desired his leave to go 
beyond sea, but, before coming to any resolution, several of my 
deputy lieutenants advised me it was for his service to stay in 
the county a while longer and to see some musters over and to 
observe the disaffected party in the meantime and then go about 
midsummer. The horrid conspiracy having broken out, I 
resolved not to stir till I saw affairs well settled and the King safe, 
but now I have reason a little to think of myself and to save my 
life and my teeth, if I can, for five or six more are almost past 
hopes of recovery. Therefore pray represent my condition to the 
King and beg his leave for me to go abroad. I am now in a 
course of the Spaw waters and physic, so [ cannot at present come 
in person. 

If the King had any employment for me in a warm country, 
especially Italy, *twould be a great favour to me and I have many 
friends and acquaintances there. I will serve him as frugally and 
faithfully as any and as a public minister or otherwise as he 
pleases, or at the Emperor’s court, if he has an occasion there, 
only I could wish it may be in summer or spring, because other- 
wise it will be too cold according to my habit of body at this time 
in reference to the cure of the scurvy, which only wants a hot and 
dry air to recover me. 

I say this in confidence of your kindness, that I need not trouble 
his Majesty’s greater occasions with a small consideration of me 
but only as time may offer to do me good offices as one of the 
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King’s old servants, that has been engaged in the service of his 
late father from 19 to my now age of 55 with much hazard of my 
life and great expense and I am the only ambassador that never 
received any profit. Had my fortune been greater, it would 
have been all thrown at his Majesty’s feet and I should have more 
attended his person, therefore I hope he will not take it ill that I 
am less at court than I used, since only absolute necessity has 
forced me to live in the country. I could have saved 1,000/. 
a year since the death of my last wife almost five years ago and 
probably saved my teeth and recovered my health, if I had gone 
privately beyond sea, but my duty to the King made me resolve in 
those dangerous times to watch the faction in my government and 
to do all in my power to serve him in person if occasion require. 
The King is the master builder of the kingdom and there is no 
wood in his forest but will serve for some use in this great archi- 
tecture ; the worst will serve to warm his hands, and, if he thinks 
me fit for no better use, I am ready to be sacrificed for his service.

[Aug. ?18.] Sir Roger Norwich to Secretary Jenkins. I here send the 
examinations of Capt. Sanders and Mr. Bond, against whom 
Mr. Harbord complained. I hope the complaint will appear 
malicious and a slight on the lieutenancy, for, had any officer or 
soldier committed a crime, on complaint to the Lord Lieutenant 
or his deputies he might have had redress or on their refusal then 
complained to his Majesty. I hope this will give a full answer 
to every particular they are charged with. 

As to Mr. Bond’s searching the chest of plate, it was by my 
order, for, being informed by John Needham, a captain of a foot 
company of the militia and a Justice, that a great chest was 
brought to Mr. Gore’s house at Towcester, who was looked on 
as a seditious man and one that has had conventicles and unlawful 
meetings in his house, and that it was so weighty that it was 
carried in by five men and afterwards drawn up into an upper 
room through a trap-door, and therefore was believed to be arms, 
and not knowing that Capt. Gardner had seen it or that it was Mr. 
Harbord’s, I ordered Mr. Bond to take some soldiers with him 
and with the constable to go to the said house and search for the 
chest and what was in it and, the master of the house not having 
the keys, as he said, but telling him they were two miles off, he, 
being in haste, in the presence of the constable caused it to be 
opened and finding it plate left it in the custody of the master of 
the house and the constable. 

I have returned all fowling or birding guns and walking swords 
taken from the gentleman and ordered the other arms to be kept 
at Northampton till I receive further command. I desire his 
Majesty’s further pleasure whether Mr. Harbord must have his 
blunderbuss again, which was not mentioned in his complaint or 
your order. I am very confident he has many arms and he was 
noticed to go with his attendance to Bath extraordinary armed, 
but I shall move no further therein without his Majesty’s or the 
Lord Lieutenant’s commands. 
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I have a great deal more reason to complain of the affronts 
offered to the officers and soldiers on the search than the other 
party, for Sir William Langham bade his servants and others 
watch whether they did not drop treasonable papers in his house 
and other ill language. 

If through my zeal I have done more than is pleasing, I am 
heartily sorry and beg you to let me know that there may be an 
amendment in future, but no man can act briskly for the King’s 
service in this county, where there are so many ill-affected gentry 
(though at present all are loyal or seem so) but must be hated or 
evil spoken of or sneek to them and suffer authcrity to be abused 
and trampled on, which I will not do, and I am certain, if such 
complaints are encouraged, it will not be easy or safe for any man 
to act, which I will do to the utmost, though I must undergo 
the burden of their malice and revenge and probably sink under it.

By virtue of a warrant from 
the deputy lieutenants to search for and secure all arms that 
he should find of the persons therein named, amongst whom 
was the complainant, William Herbert, on 18 July last with 
20 men of his troop he went to several persons’ houses, whose 
names were in the said warrant, and among others to that of 
William Herbert in Grafton Park and, lest notice should be 
given to the other lodges, which belonged to the said Herbert, 
where arms were supposed to be, he sent a party commanded 
by James Bond to search them, which he did, and coming to 
Herbert's house he told the servants that he had a warrant 
to search for arms there, which they did not desire to see. 
He ordered them to show him the rooms, which they did 
readily and went with him and the soldiers into all the rooms 
searched, and he ordered some of the troopers to stand at the 
doors, lest any arms should be conveyed away or any person 
escape, he being commanded to bring before the deputy 
lieutenants all persons that might be thought dangerous and 
could not give a good account of themselves, but not with 
their pistols cocked,nor had any of the troopers blunderbusses, 
nor did they threaten to shoot any person or call them any 
undecent names, but on the contrary the servants gave the 
examinant and the soldiers ill language, nor were there any 
trunks nor any rooms or closets broken open, except his 
study, which the servants caused to be done by his own smith. 
No writings or papers were meddled with nor did the examin- 
ant hear any such words spoken by any of his troopers as is 
falsely alleged by Mr. Herbert, that this is a brave house to 
plunder, no plunder, no pay, but it 1s true that he ordered 
the soldiers to carry away the swords with three belts, one 
whereof had silver buckles, which are now at Northampton 
with the arms taken from him and others. There being a 
place made between two ceilings or partitions newly made,

conceiving arms to be hid therein he broke a little hole or two, 
but as to threatening to come again or to break down the rest 
of the ceiling or pull up the floors or untile the house or to 
bring six attorneys to look into his writings, he never spoke 
or heard any speak such words or any words tending thereto. 
On the search they found three case of pistols well fixed hid 
in the maids’ chamber under hoods, scarves and foul linen, 
which gave him suspicion of other arms hid, which caused 
him to make stricter search, and further found a blunderbuss 
well fixed, a sword, one screwed pistol, a large barrel of 
powder, weighing he believes 40 lbs., a bag of bullets of about 
14 lbs. weight, and nine pair of bullet moulds. The soldiers 
found and brought him about 16 pair of boots, which some of 
them might say were ammunition boots, all which he com- 
manded to be returned.

The information of William Langley. About two years ago 
or more Leeke declared to him against arbitrary power and 
bringing in of Popery and implied his fear, as if the King 
would introduce both, but the deponent often told him there 
was no fear of any such thing. Another time Leeke said to 
him, You will not believe the Duke is a Papist ; I will show 
you presently, and turned to a part of Oates’ narrative, which 
contained that it was given out by the Papists at Rome that 
he was a Papist. The examinant answered he believed it 
less, for were he a Papist, they would not discover it. About 
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2 and 7 June last and afterwards Richard Jones told him 
that the said Leeke had a considerable number of arms of all 
sorts and bandoliers and, the examinant asking, how long 
since he saw them, he replied about a year and a half ago or 
more. About 7 July last he told Leeke he heard arms were 
found in his house. Leeke answered, they were the arms of 
young Mr. Forrester, which he bought when he was captain 
of a county troop, and that half a year ago he told him he 
would keep them no longer and that then they were carried 
away and he had acquainted authority therewith and would 
not deny it. Last June Jones told him that Leeke told him 
the Duke of York was a Papist and that there would be a 
rising and, if he would take up arms and fight for them, he 
would furnish him with a horse.

Justices Levinz and Walcot to Secretary Jenkins. When we 
were at Monmouth, we received the letter and copy of another 
treasonable letter enclosed. That subscribed Mr. French is an 
original and was delivered us by Mr. Jones of Abergavenny, a 
Justice. It was found in the highway. It is supposed to be in 
the hand of one that lived near the place. Mr. Jones made him, 
as he dictated, write over the words which are in another paper 
enclosed. While the Justice was making out the mittimus, the 
constable let him escape and he is fled. A bill of treason is found 
by the grand jury against him and the constable is bound to 
answer the escape but, the grand jury not bringing in the bill 
against the. fugitive till just before the rising of the court at 11 
the last night of the assizes, no bill is found against the constable. 

The other subscribed H.D.P.M., which is a copy, was brought 
us by Mr. Scudamore of Kenchurch. He took it from a copy in 
the hands of one Vertue of Abergavenny, thought to be very ill 
affected. We delivered it to Sir James Herbert and Mr. Jones to 
examine. They give us an account that Vertue received it from 
Francis Lewis of Llanelly, Brecknockshire, a man likewise ill 
affected, and that he had it likewise from Edmund Morgan of 
Pullior Saith in Monmouthshire, whom they have not yet had 
time to examine. As to the persons and places named in this 
copy, we hear there is a Charles Lloyd, living at or near Gwerneved, 
mentioned in it, a dangerous man. Sir James has promised to 
send a copy to Sir Richard Bassett, who lives near him, to desire 
him to have an eye towards him. One Evans, a dangerous man, 
lives near Merthyr in Glamorganshire, mentioned in this copy, 
and Watkins, another mentioned, lives in Penogreild, Brecknock- 
shire, a dangerous man. Sir James and Mr. Jones after further 
examination will give you a particular account. [Jbid. No. 136.]

In the meantime my own opinion is that 
you have proceeded in all things with all possible application and 
prudence and that you have done all that could be reasonably 
expected for searching out these works of darkness. We are 
accountable for no more than human prudence and diligence can 
attain to. 

I find that Iltud Jenkins and Thomas Lewis, who took up this 
letter, do not speak to one material point, viz., Sir Charles Kemeys 
writes “‘ Two of my tenants saw the letter fall from a 
passenger on the road”; if so, whether he dropped the letter 
before he came at them or after he had passed them, they were 
certainly within such ken of him as to be able to describe his 
person, and the rather because they must meet in a manner full 
butt, as we say, and have seen his face and must have taken the 
more notice of him, if the letter dropped from him before he 
came at them, for it seems to me plain they were going for Newport 
and the passenger for Cardiff or at least westward. If these men 
can give any description of the man and say whether he was on 
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horseback or on foot and what time it was, it may be conjectured 
how far he could well reach that night and consequently the 
ways he may have passed by and the houses he may have lodged 
in may be inquired at, though now so many days are passed and 
people may have forgot an ordinary passenger. This handle I 
lay hold of from a letter the Earl of Worcester sent me, sent to 
the Duke, his father, by Col. Jeffreys, but submit it wholly to 
you, as having doubtless examined this point, if it was brought 
before you. However, it would be worth while to inquire if any 
person came from London or Bristol to the east of Glamorgan- 
shire about the 7th. As to Charles Bevan, Capt. Evans and his 
brother Watkins I can say nothing of them, having heard nothing 
ofthem. But you began exceeding regularly as well as prudently 
in searching their papers as you did. The next thing is to have a 
strict eye over them and their correspondence. I see Merthyr 
mentioned, which I suppose is not far from Bevan’s dwelling, 
and it would be well to see what people there are there that are 
capable of such engagements both for principles and abilities. 
I send you back the original treasonable letter, because other 
handwriting may come in that may be fit to be compared with 
it, and it were well that it were pasted on a thick leaf of paper 
and put into the hand of some confiding man, especially the 
postmaster, if he be so. I carry the copy of the letter and yours 
and the depositions to Windsor to lay them before the King. 
Postscript.—Since writing the above, Col. Thomas Stradling 
came to me, and having on a letter from Sir Richard Bassett on the

Newsletter to John Squier, Newcastle. The great part of the 
discourse of this place is taken up with the business of Vienna. 
Some pretend to have private letters of its being taken, but 
tis certain that, when the last letters came from the Imperial 
camp dated the 11th instant, the besieged defended themselves 
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very well and had endured several assaults on the 5th and 6th 


with a great deal of bravery and beaten the enemy off with great 
loss. Count Starenberg has yet made none of the signs agreed 
on between him and the Duke of Lorraine that he should make 
if he were in distress. The forces of the Empire march with 
great diligence towards its relief. The King of Poland has 
written to the Duke of Lorraine, desiring him not to hazard a 
battle before he comes to him, which he assures him shall be 
within his time. That he may be so, he marches so fast that he 
will not stay to muster his men, but takes his troops as he finds 
them, which will amount to near 40,000 men, among whom are 
most of the nobility of Poland. We expect a Dutch post in 
this day, which will bring us some further account. 

They write from Copenhagen that the French and Danish 
fleets have suffered much by a storm and that there was a great 
mortality in the French fleet. 

The States of Holland are resolved on fitting 16 men-of-war 
with all possible expedition and likewise to assist the Spaniards 
in case the French shall attack Luxemburg, but the last letters 
from France say that he had ordered those troops that had 
marched from the Saar towards Dowuy into their winter quarters. 

Last Saturday the Mayor and Aldermen of Portsmouth went 
on board Lord Dartmouth, who entertained them very splendidly, 
and at their going off all the ship’s company gave them three 
huzzas and fired 13 guns. The fleet weighed anchor about six 
on Sunday morning and were under sail, the wind N.N.W. 

By way of Beccles of the 17th instant we have advice that one 
Hodgskins was seized by a messenger at Norwich and they were 
on their road for London. 

’Tis resolved that on the conjunction of the Imperial forces with 
those of the King of Poland the King shall command as chief, 
the Duke of Saxony as second and the Duke of Lorraine as third. 

The Spanish Ambassador at the Hague has given in a memorial 
to the States General that the march of the French troops into 
the country of Alost, to which he pretends, is without the barriers 
of the Treaty of Nimeguen and therefore desires, if they should 
attempt it, they would be ready with their forces to assist his 
master. 

The Dutch fleet is still off Schouen, whence they will not part 
till they have joined the other 26 men-of-war, and then they go 
for the Sound. 

Lord Brandon has two sentinels put over him and the warder 
that attended him is committed to his chamber and a sentinel 
put over him for telling my lord how deep the moat was and 
what part of the Tower was weakest and answering other ques- 
tions of that nature, which he demanded of him. ‘ 

His Royal Highness comes to town on Friday and stays till

Aug. [21-] _ The Marquis de Grana to the Marquis de Castel Alencayo. 
31. Monsr. Basfeld has just arrived, who after delivering me his 
Brussels. etter of credence told me with many compliments and civilities 
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that the Marechal d’ Humiéres informs me that the Most Christian 
King having obtained no justice in his claims to Alost, etc., had 
ordered him to collect his troops in order to enter on what belonged 
to him. I answered I could not conceal from him the strangeness 
of his message, being as we believed at peace, and in the last 
peace made at Nimeguen it was distinctly declared that any 
difference should be settled in a friendly way. No one could 
imagine, still more in the present state of Christendom, that a 
change should be made in a manner so contrary to the peace 
itself. His Most Christian Majesty had an ambassador at Madrid 
and my master one at Paris through whom suitable proposals 
should be made. These provinces were in my charge to defend, 
not to cede any part of them. He said they supposed I had orders 
tosatisfy his King. I replied that nobody would wish it somuch. 
He inquired if that was the last answer I had to give him. I 
called to Dufay, who was on the other side of the door, to bring 
him to dinner, since it seemed to me I had little to add. We 
separated on friendly terms and the ambassador showed a great 
modesty in what he said. I sent you the letter of requisition 
under flying seal, because they have forgotten to send the copy.

Dr. Cham’s house was very strictly examined, who had only one 
sword with which he usually rides, which was therefore left with 
him. I thank you for your charity to the poor prisoners, who 
were certainly fit objects of it.

Secretary Jenkins to Lord Alington. The Lord Keeper and 
the other Lords of the Council that met at my office last night 
having had the enclosed affidavit before them commanded me 
to send it you and to desire you to examine Bunch, the warder 
concerned, very strictly, and to make such further inquiry as 
may best discover the truth.

I have strictly examined 
Thomas Bunch, the warder, on the particulars in the affidavit 
you sent me. He acknowledges that the prisoner asked him 
questions and he answered to the effect in the first part of the 
affidavit, but denies what is alleged to be said concerning the mud 
in the ditch and Lord Petre. I have likewise examined the 
other warder, Richard Sapp, and find something in his depositions 
that strengthens the soldier’s evidence. (Concerning Bunch’s 
life and reputation.) Iam of opinion he has highly misdemeaned 
himself both as to his oath and the instructions given to warders 
when any prisoner is committed to their care. The lieutenant 
grants their deputations for life, but, if the King would command 
that they have them only during pleasure, they would be more 
careful and would be easily put out on any misdemeanour. 

As to the safe custody of prisoners there is not that security 
as was heretofore, the rooms in which it was customary to lodge 
them, which were strengthened on purpose, being converted to 
other uses, as the King’s old palace, where persons of quality 
were wont to have their chambers, is now pulled down and the 
new Ordnance Office built where the greatest part of it stood, and 
also two large towers, the Beauchamp and the Bloody Towers, 
where are several good rooms, are now soldiers’ quarters, but. 
without much change may be fitted up for the same use again. 
It is essentially necessary that the windows of those warders’ 
houses which are fit for prisoners be forthwith barred with iron, 
which will prevent all possibility of escape in the night, though 
the warders and the sentinel at the doors were consenting.

I strictly charged him not to do it, and then he promised me to 
inform himself of all things and acquaint me.

I 
do not believe they were brought so far only to be melted. Mr. 
Hamond confessed that 12 were very good cannon. The person 
that informed me of them told me a parcel of arms was brought 
to Kid[derminster] and first laid in one Williams’ house near the 
bridge, but, not being thought safe there, they were removed, but 
to where he could not inform me. Williams must be examined 
and I hope by him the arms may be discovered. At the assizes I 
will acquaint Lord Windsor and then we shall agree what course 
to take.

The information of Edward Hopkins, A.M., Fellow of Lincoln 
College. James Parkinson, A.M., Fellow of the College, said 
some time last winter in the common room that it is lawful to 
resist any unlawfully commissionated but by the King. Being 
asked what he meant by “unlawfully commissionated ”’ he 
answered commissionated to do an unlawful act, explaining that 
an unlawful act was any thing done contrary to the law of the 
Jand. Being told that this assertion was directly repugnant to 
the plain words in the declaration enjoined by the Act of Unifor- 
mity, viz., that it is not lawful to take up arms against the King 
on any pretence whatever or those commissionated by him, he 
replied those words must be understood lawfully commissionated 
by him. To this effect he has discoursed more than once. 

At the Crown tavern 11 April last about: the time the riot 
began he maintained that the King might be laid aside for ever 
by the consent of the King, Lords and Commons in parliament 
and also the House of Lords in the same manner, but that the 
House of Commons could not be so laid aside, and his reason was 
that the King represented himself alone, the Lords themselves 
only, but the Commons were the people’s representatives and 
could not give away the rights of the people and that the 
dominion was in the people. 
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At dinner in their College hall some time before the great hear- 
ing about the London charter, he said that the charter could not 
be forfeited, there was no fear on’t, if they could have justice 
done ’em. 

He insinuated that the Association found in Lord Shaftesbury’s 
closet was not really his, but conveyed thither, because none of 
the evidence swore they did not put it there, and did this about 
the time that the jury’s not finding the bill was hotly discoursed 
of thereby to vindicate them. 

He asserted that the King’s legislative power was no more than 
that of the Lords and Commons, but that he had the advantage of 
voting last, and that, if they voted last, their votes might be said 
to complete a law as well as the King’s is now. 

Preaching last St. Michael’s day at St. Michael’s, Oxford, and 
speaking how reason was to guide us in the interpretations of 
Scripture, he said that the text, Let every soul be subject to the 
higher powers (if the informant rightly took his meaning) ought 
to be so understood that a Duke of Venice ought not to be looked 
on as King of France, which expression seemed derogatory to 
the supremacy undoubtedly inherent in the Crown of this realm 
or else to be nothing to the purpose as preached to an English 
auditory. 

Speaking about a book entitled The Protestant Reconciler he 
maintained that we are by St. Paul’s rule to take off the laws 
about indifferent things from such as in conscience cannot comply 
with them. This he did when they had got the book here and 
seen so much of it as to discourse against it. Since the discovery 
of the last plot when one said at dinner in hall that he hoped now 
the laws would be put so effectually in execution against all 
Dissenters as to spoil conventicles and bring them to church, he 
replied ironically, Yes indeed, ’twas a fine way to unite us. 

On his high commendation of Julian the Aposlate being asked 
by the informant whether he believed and would defend the said 
Julian, and especially his propositions, he answered affirmatively. 
Being told by the informant that it might be proved that the said 
book was false as well as dangerous, he replied, If you will write 
against him, I will write for him and answer all you say. The 
informant has had several discourses with him about the said 
book, usually at dinner and in the common room about the time 
the book first came to Oxford. 

The informant has always looked on Parkinson as holding 
most of the things aforesaid as his settled and beloved persuasions.

The information on oath of John Woodward of St. Botolph’s 
Bishopsgate, fishmonger. He has observed for any time this 
half year but more particularly and frequently since the discovery 
of the conspiracy great resorting to the house of Major Gladman, 
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an Anabaptist, in White Hart Court, where he has seen going in 
and out Richard Rumball, Major Holmes, Capt. Spinage, a 
Fifth Monarchy man, Capt. Scrope, Samuel Packer, John Heath 
commonly called Dr. Heath, Dyke, an Anabaptist preacher, 
Jeremy House and divers others reputed to be very disaffected. 
He saw Rumball there but a few days before the coming out of 
the proclamation and observed him to come there twice or thrice 
a week immediately before he absconded. For three or four 
months he saw Major Holmes very frequently resorting thither 
till within a week or two before he was taken. Spinage and 
Scrope were both Oliverian captains. As they frequented Major 
Gladman’s house before the plot, so they have done it very often 
ever since. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 430, No. 169.]

About two years since Anthony Sandford of Horton told him 
often that he hoped ere long to be a brave fellow and to ride a 
good horse again, as a gentleman by Taunton, Esquire Trenchard, 
would shortly raise a troop in which he was to be listed with one 
England of Taunton and John Brasbridge of Dunnyet.

The examinant 
said he should shortly be at Taunton, where he went to see Mr. 
John Friend, Mr. Bonner’s son-in-law, who gave him half acrown.

(Brasbridge was threatened to be sent to the gaol and after 
three days was examined again.) 

The further examination of Brasbridge. The occasion of his 
going to Mr. Bonner was a message that he desired to speak with 
him. Mr. Bonner acquainted him with the intention of Mr. 
‘Trenchard’s listing men and advised him, when he went next to 
Taunton, to go to Mr. Friend. When the examinant came to him 
and told him his name and that he came by his father-in-law’s 
direction and asked him whether Mr. Trenchard was as yet listing 
soldiers, he said they were not yet ready, but, as soon as there 
was occasion, he should have notice and should be provided for. 
After he came from Mr. Friend, he acquainted Sandford with 
what Bonner and Friend had said, who replied he should be ready 
when there should be occasion and asked him to give him notice, 
but he does not remember that he ever discoursed with John 
Addams in this concern. Aug. 13, 1683,

“Tis discoursed that his Majesty 
intends to go in a yacht to Plymouth. 

The 22nd the fleet under Lord Dartmouth came to Plymouth 
and sailed thence next day, but, the wind coming about, it was 
believed they would be forced back again. They have taken 
in provisions of all sorts for a considerable time, but their design 
and whither they are bound is kept private. 

This day we have advice by way of Dover that the President, 
Capt. Hyde commander, was passed by that place from the 
East Indies for the Downs and that two other ships, supposed to 
be from the same place, were in sight. 

The Imperial envoy, notwithstanding the various discourses 
of the taking of Vienna by storm, assures our Court that it was 
no such thing and that the besieged were in a very good condition 
and were able to maintain the place for a considerable time longer.

I answered 
yesterday, I did not see him since the proclamation nor for some 
days before, but I am told that some either had or would make 
affidavit that I had seen him twice since, once at the Bull’s Head 
tavern, Bishopsgate Street, and once in the churchyard. I have 
never seen him at either of these places nor elsewhere since that 
time, nor do I believe that any that knows what an oath is will 
so swear. He never gave me the least knowledge of any wicked 
design he might be carrying on. The meeting at Mr. Brand’s 
for an hour once a week was no select meeting but any neighbours 
or strangers might be there. Sometimes both the Rumbolds 
were there, sometimes one and sometimes neither, and so with 
the rest. All the times I have been there, I never heard a word 
tending in the least to any design against the King or the govern- 
ment. I denied and still deny my ever having meetings at my 
house in order to any such design, but, because it was alleged by 
one of the Lords that persons were sometimes seen coming out of 
my house early, I certify that a Mr. Wolfe living at Low Leighton 
lodges at my house when he comes to town, which is commonly 
once a week, and usually lies two nights. He is a coal meter 
and his business calls him out early, when it is his turn. On this 
account this information comes, for I do not remember having 
had any lodging at my house but him this twelvemonth and he 
never under any suspicion in the world. I cannot help being 
related to Rumbold; I am not related to his wicked designs 
and, I hope, never shall be. I beg my case may be considered.

The examination on oath of Samuel Starkey before Simon 
Parry and Edward Guise. Describing as in his examination, 
calendared ante p. 339, how he was summoned to London by Peter 
Essington, and went there with Nathaniel Hartshorn. Essington 
said he would get the start of Aaron Smith and confess first, for 
Aaron’s intention to confess had given him the greatest dis- 
turbance, and that he could discover more plots to cut off the 
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King and Duke than had been mentioned. The deponent asked 
if the pistolling the King and Duke in the gallery, which he had 
heard Wilmore and Essington so highly applaud to Aaron Smith, 
was quite laid aside. Essington answered that, had that design 
been attempted, it had been infallible, but that God had prevented 
it. Essington showed him a letter in Goodenough’s hand dated 
the day before, the effect of which was that they judged them- 
selves not safe in any part of Bucks, that Ayliffe was sick with 
over-riding himself, that Starkey (the deponent) had narrowly 
missed them both at Dinton and Hampden and had raised such 
an alarm in all that country that it was not safe to reside there- 
abouts any longer. They had been at Mr. Wharton’s at Upper 
Winchingdon but missed him. They thought to have come to 
Hackney or to his house but were diverted by a private and 
secure accommodation at Sir Roger Hill’s near Uxbridge, where 
they had been two nights but removed, not caring to be so near 
Uxbridge or the Guards there. No house was better than old 
Nicholas’ house with honest Harry at Enfield. “T'was private 
and they were there with their master, private, welcome and 
secure. Essington told the deponent and Hartshorn that 
Samuel Maine knew of their being there and advised him to take 
him up. The deponent replied that he had heard enough from 
his own mouth to call him to account as to the pistolling the 
King and Duke and clapping the pistol in Feversham’s pocket 
and so fathering the murder on him and consequently on the 
Papists. (Describes how he immediately took up Maine and with 
a party of horse given him by Lord Craven searched Mr. 
Rainton’s house at Enfield and Sir Roger Hill’s at Denham near

The information of Mr. Peckham. On Friday 24 Aug. being 
at the Amsterdam coffee-house with my brother John and four 
others Mr. Oates came in and said he knew Mr. Keeling, but did 
not like him, since he heard he had not walked orderly with the 
society he belonged to. Though, said he, I never belonged to 
the people, I love to hear of persons being fair and square and 
to my knowledge Keeling talked treason in all companies and it’s 
said he was to have had a division of men in Wapping under his 
command.

Said I, the men tried for this plot have more or less confessed 
the fact but the Papists denied all.

Newsletter to Madame Katherine Radcliffe at Dilston. The 
eminent Honywood has been with the King and the Duke and 
was observed to come from them weeping. It is generally 
believed that he has made some discoveries that have put us of 
late on stronger and stricter guards, for people have been observed 
this fair time to gather in knots more than ordinary. Just on his 
going to the King one was clapped up that belonged to one of 
the Duke of York’s servants, who, it seems, had been under 
Oliver. 

Six very rich East India ships are returned, one, they say, from 
China, and the most considerable cargo we ever had from those 
parts. 

There was a dispute at the Amsterdam coffee-house last 
Thursday, in effect whether the Turks or Christians were the 
honester men. A gentleman siding with the Christians and 
being a little too familiar with the Salamanca Doctor Oates told 
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him he was a rascal and struck him two or three blows over the 
head with his cane. The gentleman was wedged in on the wrong 
side of the table and could not make him a return, but only with 
a dish of warm coffee in the eyes of him. 

The corporation of Oxford on their application to the King and 
the Duke by the favour of the Earl of Abingdon stand very fair 
with his Majesty and have delivered up their charter to his will 
and pleasure. 

About 5 Wednesday afternoon their Majesties arrived at 
Winchester, being received by the Earl of Gainsborough at the 
head of the principal gentry of the country about two miles out of 
town. The High Sheriff’s place was supplied by Major Brown. 
There were bells and bonfires till midnight, candles and lanthorns 
at every house to keep the streets light. The King lies at Dr. 
Beeson’s and the Queen at the Dean’s. The Earl of Gainsborough 
presented the gentry to the King about an hour after his arrival, 
who gave them his hand and carried them to the Queen, and they 
were graciously received by both. 

Several reasons are given for the delay of the further trials 
and all of them advantageous enough to the King’s affairs though 
some not so fit to be made public. 

This town very much inclines to favour the opinion that 
Vienna is lost, but I am assured this day that some letters of the 
22nd past give advice of their holding out still and that on the 
day following the Emperor intended to compliment the King of 
Poland and that the resolution was taken on the conjunction of 
the armies to attempt something on the Turks and to force them 
to raise the siege. 

On Wednesday morning the Earl of Pembroke died at Wilton, 
having been coursing the Friday before. [3 pages. Admiralty, 
Greenwich Hospital 2, No. 74.] 


Newsletter to John Squier, Newcastle. It was omitted in my 
last to let you know that Cullyford was tried at the Old Bailey for 
contriving and publishing two as base and villainous libels as 
have come out of the press since the liberty of it, one entitled 
The Second Part of the Growth of Popery and the other, The Ignora- 
mus Justices. They proved by the printer, bookseller and 
messenger of the press that he had brought several sheets and 
corrected them. He was found guilty and sentenced to stand 
in the pillory, to be fined 200 marks with imprisonment and to 
give security till the fine be paid. 

Hume, a Scotchman, was tried yesterday at Hicks’ Hall on 
two indictments for scandalous words against his Royal Highness. 
He was found guilty and sentenced to stand in the pillory twice, 
once at Wapping and the other at Charing Cross, and fined 20 
marks but the fine restreated into the Exchequer. Gibbon, a 
servant to the Duke of Monmouth, petitioned to be either tried or 
bailed, but, he having not made his prayer as the Act directed, it 
was rejected. 

On Wednesday died the Earl of Pembroke after two days’ 
illness of a fever. 
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The Earl of Rochester, crossing over a stile in Althorp Park, 
slipped his ancle-bone, which discomposed him for some time, 
but it is well set and he is something better. 

On Wednesday his Majesty arrived at Winchester, being met 
out of the town by Lord Gainsborough and most of the gentry 
and persons of quality of that county. He was received at the 
gate by the Mayor and Aldermen in their formalities with all the 
joy that so loyal a city could express. He seemed well pleased 
with his reception. [He viewed] his new buildings and was 
satisfied with the forwardness of them. The Duchess of Ports- 
mouth was overturned in her coach at Farnham and hurt her arm. 

Flanders letters of 4 Sept. say that Monsr. Delvall, the Spanish 
Minister at [Paris], was come to Brussels with an account that 
the whole power of France seems to march towards the Spanish 
territories, most of the nobility of France serving as volunteers, 
and ’tis talked as if the Dauphin would be there also. The 
French will divide their forces into four bodies, one towards 
Mons, another towards Namur, a third towards Courtray, the 
fourth towards Nieuport. 

From Germany they write of the 25th that the Emperor parted 
from Krems the 24th to meet the King of Poland, who was 
expected there the day after with 1,000 of his army, and that 
1,200 more would be there in two days, at the arrival of which 
they resolved to pass the Danube and attempt the raising of the 
siege. In the meantime the Governor has made several strong 
retrenchments within the counterscarp and redoubts and loses 
every thing by inches. 

The Maréchal d’Humiéres has passed the Scheldt and spoils 
the country. They have taxed all Flanders and Brabant at 
excessive rates, which has occasioned a great consternation 
among them so that they have put all the country under water. 

They write from Flanders the 7th instant that the Turks have 
stormed Vienna six times but have been beat off with the loss of 
20,000 men. [3 pages. Damaged. Admiralty,Greenwich Hospital 
2, No. 75.] 


The Earl of Sunderland to Secretary Jenkins. I received 
yours of the 31st late last night and could not then know the 
King’s pleasure in it, but will give you an account to-day. His 
Majesty and all the royal family are in perfect health and much 
pleased with this place. The King has sent for yachts to 
Southampton in order to his going this week to Portsmouth.

The Duke of Newcastle to Secretary Jenkins. Thanking him 
for having had the address of the Lieutenancy of Nottingham- 
shire printed in the Gazette. I came here with my family on 
Friday and intend to stay four weeks and then to Nottingham, on 
purpose to stand by Mr. Hall, when he is chosen Mayor. I 
expect the factions will oppose him, they [holding] great councils 
now in Nottingham. Mr. Sacheverell is with them. They have 
got heart since the plot and report all about that Lord Essex did 
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not kill himself. To-day I had the declaration read in this 
church according to order. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 431, No. 73.] 


George Winchurst to Secretary Jenkins. Last Michaelmas I 
went out of the office of Mayor and had appointed a sessions for 
the week following, at which by my putting the laws in execution 
there were many fines on several offenders, at which the Recorder 
and the present Mayor overpowered me by their votes and remit- 
ted and lessened the said fines. I then hoped I had dispersed 
the conventiclers, for they did not meet but very privately, and 
since they have had greater meetings than before in my mayoralty 
and the present Mayor knows it and has been desired to disturb 
the meetings but has done nothing at all. The first of this month 
they choose a new Mayor, which they did, when there appeared 
by the Mayor’s procuring all the Dissenters here, which procure 
the majority of voices and did by five to one, for many of the 
Dissenters are rich so that many beholden to them though not of 
their judgment dare give no votes, so they have all such officers 
as they approve of and say they can and will make what officers 
they please, which I doubt in time will hurt this place and king- 
dom, for it much increases in such Dissenters by reason the laws 
are not put in execution. In the poll for Mayor many appearing 
who [ suppose had never taken the oath of allegiance [ demanded 
that the Mayor would tender them the oath, but I was over-ruled 
by the Recorder and positively denied by the Mayor, which is a 
great encouragement to the Dissenters. [Jbid. No. 74.] 


The examination of William Mitford, late gardener to Mr. 
Charlton. Was discharged last Monday. Mr. Hartop, Charlton’s 
kinsman, and Lewis, Charlton’s butler, 26 June last rode 
abroad about 4 or 5 in the afternoon on Charlton’s horses and 
came in about midnight, having rid their horses very hard. 
Having taken two fresh horses they rode out again westward 
from Totteridge and returned not till 2 July; Woobridge, a 
kinsman of Charlton’s, seeing as well as the examinant their 
coming in and going out. But one of the horses was brought 
home 2 July, the other not being to be seen in the stable till 
about a fortnight ago. Lewis the same 2 July being at supper 
related how the Duke of Monmouth and five more went away in a 
very small boat, showing not as broad as his arms spread, saying 
he would not have ventured in such a small boat. Lewis brought 
home a new sword with him. Lewis and Hartop are at Mr. 
Charlton’s house in Bloomsbury. He was told by Richard 
Fisher, Charlton’s servant, that Hugh Baxter, Charlton’s groom, 
had a complete suit of armour hidden in Charlton’s stable at 
Totteridge. Joseph Barnes, Charlton’s servant, was sent to 
Shropshire with Charlton’s son, and the examinant asking why 
he was not permitted to come to London as he desired Barnes 
answered they would not let him, but he should be taken up on his 
old master’s account. Barnes was with his master wherever he 
went and, he believes, knows much of his secrets. [14 pages.

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The information on oath of Edward Massey. Giving accounts 
of meetings of Desborough, Hensman and others at Braintree, 
mentioned in his information of 5 Sept., calendared post p. 367. 
10 Sept., 1680 I had some business in London and Mr. Hensman 
also, who brought me to Major Gladman’s house, who asked 
several questions, how the country stood affected, how they 
were provided and if all was in readiness, for things cannot hang 
long as they do. He was glad to hear Mr. Hensman so much 
imitated his father. Wishing to satisfy my curiosity as to some 
of the provision he had made for such a time I told him I had 
some business with a Roman Catholic at Somerset House and I 
was almost afraid to go. He offered to lend me a coat of mail and 
a pair of pistols, but I must not own where I had them. He 
helped me on with the coat and told me it was not provided to 
engage with an ordinary person. When [ brought it next day, 
he asked if [ had done any execution in it, and was sorry I had 
not, for he would not have one of that crew left alive, meaning 
the Papists. 

Theend of November, 1681, [came tosettlein London. Thomas 
Swift told me he did not fear but things would go on faster now 
Shaftesbury was acquitted. (About how his friends in Braintree 
were afraid he might discover them.) 

In Feb., 1681[—2], I was forced to abscond and left England but 
returned shortly. I landed at Topsham about the end of May, 
1682, and came to a gentleman’s house in Uffculme about 11 
miles from Taunton, who asked me how our country did affect 
Monmouth, and said they were all in general for him in their 
country and all the countries roundabout. He told me Mr. 
Trenchard was at London and, as soon as he came home, they 
should know further how they stood. After I had been there 
about a week I went to Taunton to Mr. Peck’s house, who not 
being at home Mrs. Peck sent for Mr. Blake, who told me they 
were expecting Mr. Trenchard every day and till then they did 
not know whether they might go backwards or forwards. He isa 
very honest gentleman and we can trust him and we have many 
more honest gentlemen in our country and we believe we shall 
have the day, for Monmouth shall not want men nor money and 
we have some old officers still. Atthecoffee-house a great number 
of such persons spoke much against the government. (Describing 
a conversation with Mr. Carell, a Nonconforming minister, and 
Mr. Hoit an M.D., both of Tiverton, on his return to Uffculme.) 

After my return to London I became acquainted with some of 
Mr. Lobb’s people and was admitted to their cabals. The first 
about the end of December, 1682, was at Richard Holloway’s house, 
when were present Perse, a Nonconformist minister, Slade, Ogilby, 
Norwich Salisbury and myself. Afterwards Salisbury wished I was 
acquainted with Lobb, for he was a bold, courageous man and 
willing to espouse Monmouth’s cause. I asked, could we trust 
Monmouth ? Aye, said he, Mr. Lobb is well satisfied with him 
and knows what he goes upon and Monmouth has some of the 
principal men of the nation to stand by him. I dined with 
Salisbury next day when there was only Edward Sanford, a 
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goldsmith in Covent Garden. After dinner Salisbury took me to 
Mr. Anderson’s in Exeter Street, being sent for thither with others, 
for they had seen Mr. Lobb and he desired they would think 
of a convenient place to meet and pray for success in their great 
undertaking. The place resolved on was at Mr. Read’s house in 
Bloomsbury, where I was admitted. Mr. Lobb much encouraged 
us to be courageous and to stand for the cause, for they have 
almost run their race: their day is coming and they will soon be 
cut down. After much similar discourse Mr. Lobb prayed and 
used this expression, Lord, deliver him that sits on the throne into 
thy servants’ hands that he may no longer be an enemy of Thee 
and Thy Christ, and many similar expressions. When he went 
away, he left some of his church to conclude the work and they 
engaged us to be silent and not to own Mr. Lobb wherever we saw 
him, for, if ever this comes abroad, it will cost him his life. 

The beginning of January 1682[-3] Anderson and Ogilby came 
to my lodgings and the latter said he hoped in a little time 
to see brave days, for we shall tread our enemies down. The 
end of January Mr. Reson told me a considerable sum was 
gathered. I told him I heard it was to fee the judges to give 
their judgments about how far the Act of 35 Eliz. extends to 
Dissenting Protestants. He told me it was for other uses, 
namely for the cause, and I should know more of it suddenly. 
About the beginning of Feb., 1682[-3] Mr. Sanford in his shop in 
Covent Garden told me we were all like to be discovered, for Mr. 
Ogilby is not a man that can keep counsel. In two or three days 
Mr. Anderson came and asked me whether Squire Speke in Somer- 
set was a man to be trusted. I told him he was a man that took 
the right side and would be managed by his brother[in-law] 
Trenchard. Said Anderson, Mr. Lobb has seen Col. Romsey 
and he puts him forward to prosecute the business and judged him 
avery active man. Mr. Lobb is as fit as any I know for he never 
wants boldness. 10 or 11 Feb. Mr. Ogilby and Mr. Richard 
Heathaway told me that they had heard, as I feared, that some- 
thing would be discovered. I told them I heard in the City that 
Lobb was much blamed to be so forward as he is. Said Ogilby, 
He fears no man and we believe God will preserve him out of 
their hands.

In my last I sent a copy of a paper taken up by the watch near our 
town hall, but I cannot find the writer. If I do, you shall hear 
further. I have now done swearing all our corporation to the oath 
of allegiance except ten or twelve, who will not take it, so I intend 
to give them what the law will permit. There are about 3,000 
men upwardsofeighteen. Last Sunday but one the Presbyterians 
and Baptists began to meet in private houses at the skirts of our 
town by break of day, but I had some informers to watch them, 
so that they despaired of themselves, so yesterday, being Sunday, 
I was up before day and have taken care that they cannot meet 
without my knowing it. I will do all his Majesty’s service well 
within my precincts, while I have power, but I understand they. 
are resolved to meet as soon as my office is out, which is but a 
month, and they will meet at several houses just without our 
corporation, where I cannot come at them, and the county 
Justices are three or four miles from them, so they cannot come 
at them in the least. I have so much tamed these stubborn 
Fanatics, that they tremble before me, and I would willingly 
finish what I have done, if I had power. Not a man in the county 
would have done what I have against them, there were so many 
thousand of them in town and country. I am ready to serve his 
Majesty in anything there is occasion of. I must now leave off 
my shop trade, for ever since I have done these things not one of 
a hundred comes near me to buy or sell and they make it their 
business to persuade people not to come near me and say I have 
done their business one way, they will do mine another. Whereas 
I have taken 40]. a week in my shop, I now do not take 40s., and 
my house will yield me near 50/. a year, so I were better let it. I 
have some estate two miles from Taunton. If I spend that too, 
I am resolved to venture life and estate for God and the King. I 
hope his Majesty will assist me. [Jbid. No. 81.]

Thomas Barrett to the Bishop of Chichester. Having been 
for some time entrusted with the execution of the Register’s 
office for this part of your diocese, I am bound to give you an 
account of my proceedings and the disposition of the people. 
This part of your diocese, as it is far remote from your palace, so is 
filled with a sort of men who are further remote from loyal 
principles than perhaps any other diocese, and especially that 
part in which your consistory is appointed, for here in contempt 
of the King’s command and all Acts of Parliament we have still 
conventicles held, schism maintained and the preachers of it 
defended by those pretended officers of justice, who for fear of 
being thought too active in prosecution have totally neglected 
what lay in their own way for promoting the loyal cause and 
discouraged others by withholding the dues the laws give on their 
convictions and by taking all occasions to blacken the credit of 
informers and by showing at all times the Dissenters more 
favour than their cause could claim. To instance in particular, 
a Justice the last quarter sessions here in his charge warned the 
people of extortions in ecclesiastical offices and of the many 
errors in their proceedings as to excommunications etc. as worthy 
of their presentment to that court. The same Justice the same 
sessions admitted a person indicted for a month’s absence from 
church to prove his conformity by a certificate of his being at 
church, notwithstanding it was proved that he was shut out of 
its communion by the decree of the ecclesiastical judge and 
denounced so to be in his parish church. The continuance of 
this moulded faction here is not owing so much to the professed 
Separatists as to others, who go to church, take all the oaths and 
tests and crowd into public offices, who are indeed men of estates 
but no religion save of that which has the fairest prospect of 
advantage, who, being really private favourers of the factious 
party, under the disguise of churchmen take all opportunities of 
serving their turns. These their friends are a sort of men who 
have not honesty enough to be true to their King, as they would 
be thought, nor courage enough to hazard their interest for the 
cause they so dearly love, but so long as our air is thus infected 
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we can expect neither good Christians nor good subjects amongst 
us. Though the proceeding of the ecclesiastical court against 
the professed Fanatics might reasonably be thought a means to 
reduce them to church, yet such have been the acts of those ill 
men that they have now among the vulgar made that grand 
censure so trivial that, unless the secular power be implored by 
taking out writs de excommunicato capiendo, they think it a 
trick to fright them only and no more. Theimploring your assist- 
ance in taking out of which is indeed the business of this letter, 
for it is certainly the easiest and safest way of obliging them either 
to conform, fly or be confined. The charge of this proceeding will 
be but small, for two or three persons may be put in the same 
writ and the success, I doubt not, would answer expectation. 
Therefore, if you approve of this proceeding and will afford your 
assistance, I will be ready to do what in me lies, but for me to 
undertake it only would be too hard a task. [14 pages. S.P.

P. Chauvin to Sir John Chardin. The French, who are estab- 
lished here, have been the innocent cause of certain troubles. 
The English have imagined that our nation here are only a troop 
of Papists masquerading as Protestants and would ruin their 
trade. Thereupon the rabble of this town made a regular riot 
and thronged all the streets, dragging the French about, sacking 
their houses and actually killing a woman. At first some effort 
was made to check them and the worst rioters were put in prison 
so that it was believed that the judges on circuit would punish 
them and endeavour to put down their boldness. This has not 
been done, and there is much reason to fear that impunity may 
make the people more insolent, and that they may finish entirely 
what has been only half begun. I beg you, as you have much 
credit at Court, to effect that this church may peaceably enjoy its 
ancient privileges and may have some safe guard from that kindly 
monarch who has taken us under his protection. That particular 
kindness would be an extension of that general favour he has 
granted to our nation. Our circumstances and the fact that there 
is no doubt of the loyalty of the good French may facilitate our 
request being above all seconded by you. An express order 
to the Mayor will put our nation for a good while out of anxiety 
and will re-assure them here, as well as many others who intend 
to come here. I am not ignorant that you have the ear of the 
Bishop of London, who takes a great interest in all our affairs, 
and that by that means or others which your dexterity will 
suggest to you you will be able to give repose to this flock. You 
will immortalize your name amongst us, if you will serve us as a 
Joseph in our Goshen. It is true that I am free in this church 
and have no fixed establishment, but ought I not, whatever I be, 
to work for the defence of the Lord’s vineyard allIcan? [3 pages.

The information on oath of James Eustace of Islip, Oxfordshire.

I gave Dr. Wynne 
the libel of the Black Box to transmit to you by his Royal 
Highness’ order as clothed with this one new circumstance 
which Mr. Clavell, the bookseller, can prove, viz., that it was 
found with seven or eight more copies in the house of Shephard, 
the King’s evidence, on the removal of his goods, whence it is 
probable he was a disperser thereof.

The informations on oath of Edward Massey, prisoner in the 
King’s Bench, against John Harrington, junior, of Braintree, 
baker, Valentine Desborough, son of the late Major-General 
Desborough, of Bocking, Samuel Hensman of Braintree, William 
Hawker, clothier in Braintree, Thomas Swift, junior, an eminent 
clothier in Bocking, Norwich Salisbury of Longacre, coach- 
harness maker, Samuel Dale of Braintree, Isaac Bugby, of 
Braintree, an eminent preacher, Richard Blake of Taunton and 
Joseph Clarke of Braintree, brazier. (The purport thereof suffi- 
ciently appears from the abstract next calendared.) [17 pages.

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Abstract of the above informations. Valentine Desborough 
has at several times and in several places inveighed against the 
present government and declared there was a plot in hand, in 
which he was concerned, against his Majesty and the present 
government, and would oblige the informant to secrecy and employ 
him in making armour of paper, which was shot proof and 
light. 

Desborough declared he was speedily to make use of them, for, 
unless the subjects would stand still and have their throats cut, 
they must speedily use them. 

In Sept., 1680, he ordered the informant to provide sword, 
musket and pistols, if he intended to see good days, for himself 
and the other conspirators must be rid of that hellish brood the 
King and his successors. First we must cut off that incestuous 
king and his beloved brother, York, and then religion will flourish, 
but it will cost us bloody noses, and it shall be the most fatal 
blow ever given to that cursed generation. What should we do 
but cut off root and branch and leave no such seed? I may fall 
in the encounter, but I should be glad to see this day. I will 
procure men to lead you, Lord Grey, Col. Mildmay, etc. Lord 
Grey, said the informant, is a debauched person. Said 
Desborough, Mildmay cannot affect Monmouth, he is for a com- 
monwealth, but let us be at present for Monmouth, he cannot 
endure long. 

Norwich Salisbury was likewise a conspirator for seizing the 
King and setting up Monmouth in his stead. Says he, Monmouth 
has a very great party and does not run on uncertainty. Mr. 
Lobb is concerned for him and very active, and what should we 
do but venture our lives and all for Monmouth, for Dr. Owen, 
Mr. Alsop and several more ministers are all very much for it, 
and Dr. Owen and Mr. Mead very much commend Mr. Lobb. 
It is in the hands of eminent men to manage and the government 
shall not long depend on the King and his beloved brother, but 
it shall be in safer hands. More than half the nation is for it 
and we shall bring it to pass suddenly. Let us appoint a place 
to beseech God for success and be not discouraged ; the work 
goes forwards. It is a great work, I would fain be at it. Ihave 
but one life to lose and, rather than this great work should 
miscarry, I would be the man that should seize the King and 
then our work is done. 

He was acquainted with John Harrington, junior, who was 
privy to this conspiracy. Said he, My fingers itch to be at it, for 
I look on the King as an implacable enemy to Jesus Christ and 
we should do God good service in taking him off and all that 
belong to him. 

Thomas Swift, junior, who was also privy to this conspiracy, 
declared, when the informant told him Shaftesbury was acquitted, 
he wished old Charles had taken his trial at that time, then our 
work had been done. Swift appeared afraid of the informant’s 
discovery, whereon the informant said, If I discover, bring this 
ring in a witness against me, and pulled off his ring and put it on 


Swift’s finger. 
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Isaac Buckby, an eminent preacher, was also privy to this 
conspiracy, but would not meet at any cabals but declared he 
would pray for their success and was ready to offer up the little 
he had for subduing the Lord’s enemies and was glad so earnest 
a man as Col. Mildmay was to carry on the work. 

Samuel Dale, another of the confederates, showed him a pair 
of pistols and told him he knew not but he might shortly discharge 
them in York’s bowels. 

John Hawker, another of the confederates, declared there 
would be good news presently, for we should shortly be together 
by the ears and they (meaning the Papist party) will begin and 
thus it will not be counted rebellion in us, and I am willing to lay 
down my life and all I have for the accomplishment of the design. 

Joseph Clark, another of the conspirators, at whose house the 
meetings were sometimes, said, what brave times were in Oliver’s 
days. He is one of the principal actors and can discover as much, 
if not more, than any other. 

Samuel Hensman, another conspirator, advised the informant 
to consult a settlement of the government in the good old way 
and it would not be good days till the head was taken out of the 
way. He would draw up some thing against the Papists, which 
he would have the informant swear against them as likewise 
against the Duke of York at the Oxford parliament, which he 
refused at first, and to that end an instrument was drawn up and 
delivered by the informant to Sir Robert Clayton, who ordered 
him to be ready when called for about it, but the parliament 
held not. Hensman was of the mind to begin first but on further 
consideration they concluded to take measures from Col. Mildmay. 

Squire Speke, Prideaux, Spicer and others are active in this 
concern, but they could not entrust Sir William Courtenay in it. 
In the whole, it was a general conclusion to effect this by force of 
arms. Many others not named are in the large narrative. [S.P.

Nan Boulton came with her. She went on purpose to see the 
King and the Duke of York. “Iwas a fortnight after that Mr. 
Bradon took her information. 

Glasbrook says, the girl was unwilling to come to Mr. Bradon. 
He denies being employed by any body and says he was troubled 
in mind about it. She did not tell anybody of this while she was 
in the Tower. She spoke of it first when she came home. The 
razor fell within the wall of the house. The maid that came out 
of the house went up the hill. She was a little past 12. The 
hand was a little bloody. Has forgot whether the cuff was bloody 
or not. This happened between 9 and 10. Does not know young 
Edwards. Heard two shrieks of a man after the razor was 
thrown out. 

Margaret Smith called in. Says the girl came home and told 
her Lord Essex had cut his own throat and that she saw a razor 
thrown out of the window. She did not nor does she believe the 
girl. There was nobody there when the razor was thrown out. 
Bradon came into the house and took the girl’s information. 

William Smith, a barber, called in. Heard the girl’s story. 
Brome-was there. Brought Bradon to examine the girl about 
three weeks ago, which was the second time Bradon came to the 
girl. The girl said the soldier said, Here is a razor. Loadman, 
the girl, says the soldier said nothing.

Accordingly Alderman 
Daniell was confirmed Sheriff and Samuel Dashwood chosen 
Sheriff.

Here is no news from Vienna since my last nor is any account 
yet come of the further progress of the French in Flanders. 

His Majesty holds his resolution of going to Portsmouth by sea 
from Southampton and of returning to Winchester before Sunday. 
He intends to dine with the Governor, Lord Gainsborough, but 
will lie on board the yachts. 

To-day the Flanders letters came and brought advice that the 
Maréchal d’ Humiéres continues at Lessines and that he will 
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decamp in a day or two and that they are apprehensive of his 
coming to Brussels. In the meantime he has pillaged Gover, 
Sonteg and other places in the country of Alost, besides which 
jount Mombrone, who commands a flying camp near Dix- 
mouden, has sent out a detachment which has pillaged Thielt 
and in short has ravaged to the walls of Bruges. In short 
they have committed all manner of disorders imaginable. They 
add that the States of Brabant have presented the Marquis de 
Grana with 200,000 florins in ready money to buy 2,000 horses 
to mount the dismounted cavalry and dragoons, which he received 
very kindly with promises to represent this seasonable act of their 
loyalty in the best manner he can to the Court of Spain. 

This morning the Court of Aldermen being sat Deputy Aleworth, 
the new Chamberlain, attended them and took the usual oath, 
after which he was conducted to his place and office by Sir James 
Edwards, Sir James Smith and Sir Henry Tulse. Mr. Daniell 
gave bond but Mr. Dashwood offered his fine, which the Court 
would not accept and after some debate gave him till Tuesday to 
consider of it. 

There was a debate in the Court of Aldermen last Thursday 
when six were for putting up Sir Thomas Player for Chamberlain, 
but 9 against it, so that only Mr. Loades and Deputy Aleworth 
were put up. 

This morning Ralphson, a Nonconformist minister, was seized 
for publishing seditious books by the City Marshal, who took him 
by order from the Secretary and carried him before the Court, who 
tendered him the oaths of allegiance etc., which he refusing to take 
was by a warrant from them committed to Newgate. 

Mr. Cullyford stood to-day in the pillory before the Royal 
Exchange and his books were burnt by the common hangman. 
Mr. Peck, who has been some time in the messenger’s hand, was 
last night by an order of Council committed to Newgate, as was 
also a printer for the same crime.

What he mentions about taking out writs, I will take care of 
myself. But what chiefly troubles me is that there are no hopes 
to reform the contempts of the laws committed by the factious 
party there, so long as they are abetted by men in the commission 
of the peace, for they discourage and endeavour to ruin those 
poor men who endeavour to bring the Dissenters home to the 
Church and make set speeches at their sessions on behalf of 
notorious Dissenters. Therefore I earnestly request you to have 
Mr. Henry Shelley turned out of the commission. Several other 
Justices in these parts are of the same stamp, who perhaps may be 
made honest by Shelley’s being disgracefully turned out. 

Another extreme ill-affected person, Robert Palmer of Petworth, 
being both a major in the militia and in the commission does 
more mischief about Petworth than Shelley at Lewes, for he 
makes it his business to disperse false rumours against the King 
and government and particularly to possess the common people 
with an opinion that the Earl of Essex did not murder himself, 
but was murdered, and that he was heard two or three times to 
call out with a loud voice, Will you murder me, and that presently 
a bloody razor was cast out of the window and taken up by a boy, 
who has been carried two or three times before the King to tell 
him the truth of the story. This noise fills the ignorant and gets 
belief in the country, so that, unless he at Petworth and Shelley 
at Lewes be turned out to discourage the rest of that insolent 
party, faction and schism and disobedience to the government 
will continue rampant in those places.

John Apsley, who, if you think fit, will be ready to come up to 
confirm the contents thereof. He is in the commission him- 
self and deserves encouragement, being the only man that bears 
up the loyal party about Petworth.

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The Bishop of Oxford to Secretary Jenkins. I am convinced 
by what you have written of the unpracticableness of attempt- 
ing any thing with the town of Oxford till their charter is fully 
surrendered, yet considering that probably now in the absence of 
the Court you will have somewhat more vacancy than after the 
King’s return I thought it not amiss to lodge with you a copy 
of King Charles’ charter, against which such tragedies have been 
made. Indeed it was the artifice of Alderman Wright, Mr. 
Paulin and our other incendiaries to persuade the people that if 
they gave up their charter they should be utterly undone, though 
another in the same words were presently granted, all their 
privileges being given to the University in King Charles’ charter, 
which would be actually vested in them in the moment of surren- 
der, so that a regrant would signify nothing. This passing for 
current doctrine in the town, the Earl of Abingdon took it up, 
but I hope his Majesty and his ministers will not so readily credit 
the asseverations of Mr. Wright and his accomplices, especially 
when they reproach that royal martyr as if he had made injurious 
and extravagant grants. With the charter itself and some other 
transactions relating to our affairs I send a brief recapitulation 
of its contents and also the clauses of reservation of the privileges 
of the University which in all times have passed in grants obtained 
by the city. We do not envy the town their gainful pretensions 
to the waste of the city, by which they have multiplied cottages 
and beggars to our great inconvenience and the narrowing the 
streets and highways, nor their other unlawful claims of wheelage, 
pickage and stallage nor their possession of the Castle mills, which 
is the certain inheritance of our college. All we plead for is to be 
able to secure the virtue of the youth entrusted to us, which ’tis the 
gain and therefore the business of the town to overthrow. This 
makes us so concerned for settling our night watch, that we may 
freely seek for and bring home our young people, when concealed 
and entertained in town houses. There is a sad example of a 
gentleman of your college and country, heir to about 2,000/. 
per annum, lately trepanned into a match by a gentleman of this 
town, who entertained and courted him, till he had got him to 
marry his daughter, and with such enterprizes we are perpetually 
attacked. I think in such cases it is better we should be trusted 
with power that is liable to be abused than to want what is 
necessary. The power of licensing alehouses is another point of 
great moment for the good government of this place, which is 
now by mere usurpation exercised by the town and managed 
entirely for getting pitiful fees and the fomenting of disorder. 
My concern is in those particulars which refer to our virtue and 
sobriety. I have indeed a further wish that, whereas our Univer- 
sity has in several instances justified their loyalty and been 
oppressed by the town, who still took advantages on them in 
times of disorder, we might have some mark of his Majesty’s 
favour, and that we and our successors might owe it to your 
interest. I) mentioned a little thing which will certainly fall in 
that part of the town charter which will be submitted to the 
King, but would be a reputation and benefit to us and a service 
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to his Majesty, viz., that the city after the nomination of their 
officers should in a prefixed time bring a certificate of their good 
affection to the government from the Chancellor of the University 
or in his absence the Vice-Chancellor. It may be said that 
nothing of this nature is ordered in the City of London, but it 
may be reasonable the King require certificates concerning those 
who live remote though not from those near his residence. It may 
also be said this is a singular thing. It may be returned that the 
University is a singular place, and the very singularity of it 
makes it a favour, though I conceive that if in all corporations 
such a deference were given to the Lords Lieutenant of each 
county, it would strengthen their hands and give them a great 
interest in all elections, for corporate towns will never be more 
loyal than they are forced to be. 

I hope the justice done by the University on the seditious talker 
of Lincoln College will be to his Majesty’s satisfaction, as also the 
finding of the indictment against him, and that the example will 
extend beyond this place. You hear, I presume, of the treason- 
able words charged on Mr. Whorwood by two of his servants he 
had turned away. The words are intolerable but I wish they 
had been otherwise attested. It was well said by Chief Justice 
Vaughan at the time of the passing of the bill for treasonable 
words that he would never turn away two servants thenceforward 
at the same time and ’twere to be desired that proofs of treason 
were without blemish.

day, as is usual in England on such occasions, which they did, 
so that in the evening they had a very great bonfire and had his 
Majesty’s health and his Royal Highness’ and the prosperity of 
our nation by the commanders and every person of any condition 
drunk with three cheers to each health by all present with the 
best drink the country would afford, and all the common seamen 
and persons of the country drank the same and what more with 
moderation they pleased. It was very cheerfully performed, 
which I was exceeding glad to see. I was the more desirous to 
get it done, because I hoped it would not only increase but beget 
an affection to his Majesty and Royal Highness and show very 
comely among foreigners and that they may be convinced his 
Majesty etc. have hearts whatever the instruments of the great 
enemy of mankind would insinuate to the contrary. 

I likewise writ to all the places in these parts where any English 
are to let them know his Majesty’s invitation to join with him on 
the 9th to give God thanks. I send the copy of what I and 
Sheriff Rich’s servant wrote to Lorvig, Dram, Christiania, 
Fredricstadt and Fredricshall. . 

I shall, as soon as I have dispatched a little business here, go 
to Gottenburg, as you desire, and inform myself the best I can 
as to trade in general and particularly as to what you writ of.

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the Dutch fleet of 20 men-of-war about 7 leagues from Flam- 
borough Head, which on appearance of his Majesty’s colours paid 
all the respect that could be expected. The Admiral struck as 
did also the Vice and Rear Admiral. The Admiral saluted him 
with nine guns, the Vice and Rear Admiral with seven apiece 
and the rest of the fleet with five apiece. The Admiral on the 
poop drunk the King of England’s health and so parted, having 
received all due respects as from one of his Majesty’s ships. 

Sunday the 9th being the day appointed for a thanksgiving for 
the deliverance of his Majesty and Royal Highness, it was solemnly 
and religiously performed in the day, and at night the satisfaction 
of the people was expressed by the ringing of bells and making 
bonfires, particularly at Portsmouth, Plymouth and Wells, in 
Somerset, at which latter place the loyal men of the town to 
show their detestation of Fanaticism dressed up Presbyter Jack 
with his short coat, his black cap turned up with white like a 
holder forth and on him was fixed Association and Ignoramus, 
No bishops etc.,and then in a solemn procession they carried him 
round the town and at the Market Cross burnt him with his libels 
about him. 

The Dutch East India Company have hired several ships to go 
forthwith to the East Indies, for which they are to pay 2,800 
florins a month, the masters being obliged to have 60 seamen each.

Under-Sheriff J. Hillier to Secretary Jenkins. Having been 
this whole week to and fro in Somerset, I observe a notable altera- 
tion of the face of public affairs since the promulgating of his 
Majesty’s declaration, whereby, as it seems to me, the populace 
are undeceived to admiration. In Taunton, lately esteemed one 
of the most disloyal and factious places in England, I saw as 
great outward expressions of joy not only on Sunday last but on 
Monday by ringing of bells, beating of drums, bonfires, feasting 
etc. as ever was known there. They that well know the people 
there noticed and told me of men in particular, who were great 
Whigs, striving to give public testimony of their returning to 
their allegiance. The Mayor and the rest of the magistrates were 
not only spectators but great encouragers of the solemnity, 
treating the people very liberally with liquors and beginning 
healths to the King and the rest of the royal family, which were 
followed with great acclamations. I never saw so great a con- 
course on the like occasion unless in London or here. 

Lord Stawell, Sir Francis Warr, Col. Hellier and Capt. Walrond, 
who commands a troop of horse in this county, went last Wednes- 
day afternoon to Mr. John Speke’s at White Lackington to search 
for arms, the event I know not. Sir Edward Phelips was then 
very sick at Ilminster at the house of Mistress Blake, whom, ’tis 
said, he is shortly to marry. His recovery seems to be doubted. 
On the meeting of the said gentlemen Capt. Walrond’s troop was 
ordered into three divisions, one of which commanded by Cornet 
Broom was to search for arms at Sir Edward Hungerford’s at 
Farley Castle and Mr. Warwick Bampfield’s at Hardington. At 
the latter they found only nine old and unfixed guns, but at the 
other they met’ with a considerable parcel of armour concealed, 
whereof I took the enclosed note from the cornet. (Giving the 
result of the Bristol election as in the last letter.) 

The conventicles dwindle almost to nothing. Some few 
Quakers hold out, the rest hold meetings very uncertainly and 
clandestinely. [14 pages. Ibid. No. 54.] 


Lord Stawell to Secretary Jenkins. Last Wednesday I went 
to Mr. Speke’s and took with me Sir F. Warr, Col. Helyar, 
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’ Lieut.-Col. Morgan and Capt. Walrond, with a squadron of his 


troop, where, I believe, there was never a door in or about the 
house but was opened or we forced him and in rooms I suspected 
I had boards taken up. Trenchard’s study was very well 
searched, but nothing there worth the removal but 100/., which we 
left.

He said to me, I looked 
for you before, which confirms me in what I told you in London 
concerning his lady.

I send an account of the arms and a copy of a letter 
taken out of John Speke’s study, old Mr. Speke’s eldest son. 
He owns the original to be his, which I have. I hope you will 
find a key to open it.

Thomas Axe to Secretary Jenkins. My master, Sir William, 
going last Tuesday to wait on his Majesty ordered me to open 
letters of public concern in his absence and, if need, to communi- 
cate the contents to Sir F. Warr. But, hearing that Powell, 
the carrier, was now in the country, [ rode immediately to him, 
got to the Mayor of Taunton’s house and charged him with dis- 
loyalty to the King and unkindness to Sir William in not dis- 
covering arms he bought for Friend, etc. I sent for his book- 
keeper with his books etc. for the last four years as also for his 
porters. Powell, being asked the quantity, says that, as he 
remembers, it was six muskets he bought for and sold to Friend, 
and the reason he did not speak of them was that he thought 
they were mentioned in his books delivered in. Then one of the 
porters told me there were two burdens of them matted about 
and by their weight he guessed there were six in each; and, 
though Mr. Friend had other goods directed to him, which were 
carried to his house, yet he ordered these to be carried to William 
Baker’s, a dangerous fellow, who died last week. Then Powell 
said he thought there might be twelve but referred himself to the 
books of Robert Murden in Gun Street, Leicester Fields, where he 
bought muskets three times in his own name. The first two 
parcels appear in Powell’s book to be in 1679 for Sir W. Wyndham. 
He says those for Friend were bought since. By Powell’s book 
he carried for Friend 8 May, 1680, two trusses, five pieces and two 
boxes, of which probably these muskets were a part. 

If this comes to you so that you may get Morden (Murden) and 
his book before the other post letters are dispersed, you may by 
surprise discover the truth, else you may expect a torn book as Sir 
William often meets with here, which has forced him this last week 
to cause eight gunsmiths, cutlers and gunstockers to give him 
on oath lists of what arms they have sold, cleaned or fixed since 
Oct., 1678. It is clear to me by Powell’s not being surprised 
and his answer of six, which was what Friend had confessed, that

I had no arms but what I have had 

several years and which hung up publicly so that every servant 

and neighbour knew of them, and I used to carry some of them in 

my coach and the rest myself and my servants constantly wore 

whenever I travelled. They took from me the sword the King 

knighted me with when I attended him at the Coronation, which 

I told the officers that took them away, but it did not prevail. 

I look on myself as degraded by them, I live in a solitary house, 
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no neighbour within hearing, and have frequent occasion of going 
to another house I have where I suffer my son to live, who is still 
a deputy lieutenant and active forthe King. Itis 16 miles between 
my two houses and hardly two houses together all the way and I 
have not a sword or pistol to guard me and, having served eight 
years as a judge, though I hope J carried myself with due respect 
even to the meanest, not insulting men in misery, as the manner 
of some judges has been, nor dealing roughly with those of a 
different religion (for I tried several Jesuits and Popish priests 
and did it with compassion to their condition), yet I must of 
necessity contract the ill will of many and I have found the ill 
effects of it, so that I do not think it safe for me to ride unarmed 
nor to leave my house wholly exposed to danger, so that I have 
not ventured to stir from home since this unkind usage. This is 
done to me by several of the gentlemen who, since I was dis- 
charged of my judgeship, encouraged me to stand for a knight of 
their county against the Oxford parliament. I have their letters 
to show for it. I was yoked in the same warrant with a notorious 
Papist, an attorney in my neighbourhood, who yet practised in 
the court where I sat, and, I dare say, he triumphs in the thought 
of having me for his companion and would not have been left out 
if offered it. The clause in 3 Jac. for disarming Papists yet takes 
care they shall have sufficient arms left for the defence of their 
houses, but I am worse used by colour of the Act for settling the 
militia, wherein I heartily served the King, being then in the 
House, and I served in this county as a deputy lieutenant divers 
years as well as in other public capacities but am not a penny the 
richer for them. While I was a practiser, I had as fair a share of 
practice as the best of them. All those now on the benches 
practised under me, save Mr. Justice Wyndham, and I treated 
them civilly. I settled the best part of my estate on my eldest 
son, who serves the King with all diligence, and am now left to 
shift for myself in my old age, yet I am no beggar. [3 pages.

The confirmation and particulars you 
may expect by the next. 

The raising of the siege of Vienna has made a very great 
alteration in the measures of the French King, for he before 
would accept of nothing but a considerable part of the Spanish 
Netherlands, but will now take 4 millions of money to compose 
the business, if the States of Holland will be security for the 
payment of it. Our German letters seem to say that the affairs of 
Teckely are in a much better condition than ever, there being a very 
good understanding between the King of Poland and him, who has 
promised to obtain very good terms for him from the Emperor. 

Letters from Winchester this morning say that his Majesty holds 
his resolution of coming hither next Tuesday and their Royal 
Highnesses the day before. . 

From Deal they write that the Governor has mustered all the 
Trained Bands to the west and Col. Rooke all those of Canterbury, 
Sandwich and other places adjacent, which took them two days. 

This day was held a Court of Aldermen, where great expectation 
was about the City charter, which was referred to a committee 
of Aldermen, but, Sir William Turner, the chairman of the com- 
mittee, being out of town, nothing was done. Sheriff Rich, lately 
chosen Alderman, lies dangerously ill. 

This day is published A Description or Relation of the most 
remarkable passages in the late siege of Vienna, with the town and 
fortification and manner of the Turks’ encampment engraved on 
a copper-plate and sold here for 6d. 

They write from Paris that great preparations are making there 
for war, and that upon advice received that the Dutch troops had 
joined the Spaniards two battalions of foot were immediately 
ordered from thence to reinforce the army of Maréchal d’Humieéres, 
for they say the Spaniards, having received 17,000 men from 
Holland by order of the Prince of Orange, when they could demand 
but 8,000 by the treaty, since resolved not to comply with any 
proposals offered by the French, but rather are inclined to a war 
and, ’tis believed, will begin the rupture, if there be any.

Our Dissenters continue reasonably observant. Some of them 
have been taken once or twice at private meetings and the pro- 
ceedings against them are not such as to encourage others, but 
I must give you a more particular account of one of them that has 
lately left us, named Trail, whom you have seen before the Council 
and whom of all their teachers I ever thought the most dangerous 
for parts, principles and correspondence, which made me at this 
time take more than ordinary care to observe him, and, having 
notice by the person I last named to you where he had hid some 
papers with one of his elders in a house distant from his own, I 
had the house searched and by a second search after some difficulty 
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had them brought me. I doubt by what I have yet found in 
them they have either been overlooked since the first search or he 
has destroyed the papers of most concern before these were 
lodged there, yet many are in characters which I can find nobody 
to unriddle, but I see no letter that I can read later than April 
°82 nor in many bundles is there any from a brother he had in 
London, who was his constant correspondent, as I can make 
appear under his own hand. 

But, whatever these papers may import, there cannot be 
(without downright proof) stronger grounds than he himself has 
given us to suspect him privy to the late horrid designs in England, 
for on the coming of some of the army to quarter in his neighbour- 
hood and my seizing these papers he left his house pretending 
business in co. Antrim, where he stayed some time concealed. 
Thence he came in disguise to somewhere near Derry and a ship 
going thence to America he entered himself by a false name and 
went off last Monday, yet (that I can hear) there was no warrant 
to apprehend him nor was he any more disturbed than the rest of 
his profession. Add to this his having a brother in London (I 
think named Robert), a preacher and a noted republican, who I 
hear is fled since the late discovery ; his father’s being chased out 
of Scotland for preaching rebellion ; his own being bred near him 
in Holland, where he has a sister married now to one Stewart, a 
lawyer, one, I am told, remarkable for parts and for those 
principles. I know not what this put together will amount to ; 
you will judge; but his flight seems to speak him conscious of 
some guilt. Very few of his own profession know where he is 
gone and I think none of ours but myself and the Lord Deputy, 
to whom I gave an account. I am told he left his wife and 
children without taking leave. Perhaps, if his brother be 
inquired for and his papers seized, somewhat more may be 
learned.

I have been moved by men of great loyalty and credit here to 
interecede with you in behalf of Mr. Parkinson, who has been 
expelled the University and is bound over to the next assizes, he 
being a man of diligence and learning who may do considerable 
service if set right and more considerable mischief if he take 
refuge in schism and sedition. I have encouraged him to attend 
you with a petition, acknowledging his fault and deploring his 
condition and begging you to put him in a way how he may satisfy 
for the ill he has been guilty of and be made capable of pardon. 
What recantation or other method will be proper, I shall not 
judge, but conceive it will not be proper for him to return hither.

I am not in the least inclinable to that 
party but ever was and am and will continue a true son of the 
Church of England as now established. At the election there 
were four competitors, two of a side, Hawes and Winchurst on one 
and Cheney and Hawkins on the other, put up by the commons.

Mayor and principal burgesses choose one. The majority was 
apparently by great odds for Cheney and Hawkins and on sight 
the Mayor was going to declare accordingly, but Hawes desired 
the poll.

Winchurst, as the parties came to poll against him for Cheney 
and Hawkins, desired the oath of allegiance to be tendered to them. 
I told the Mayor, who asked what he must do, it was a course I 
never knew any precedent of and, if he should begin it, it might 
give distaste, and besides it could not take away their voices, if 
they refused, and all the competitors being loyal and Mr. Hawkins, 
who is chosen, perfectly loyal, I thought it needless to have 
recourse to such an extraordinary way to serve Mr. Winchurst’s 
turn only, being no way advantageous to the King’s interest.

He was in great danger when apprehending Aaron 
Smith, because his friends incited the rabble to think he was a 
rogue and had robbed Smith, and was obliged to fly for his life till 
a company of train bands took him to the Lord Mayor’s. Going 
afterwards in a coach to Whitehall, he was twice shot at, and there- 
fore got out and sent for protection to the Earl of Sunderland, 
who sent him an escort, took his examination and then bade 
him go and seize Goodenough and others mentioned in the 
Proclamation.

A letter from Goodenough to Essington was given him written 
with alternate lines in milk, which only showed when held to the 
fire, and there was in it an intimation of killing the deponent.

Sir John being at 
Edinburgh he left a letter for him with his son, and lay all night 
at aninn there. He believes he left the next day. The people of 
the inn may know his face again, few Englishmen coming into 
that country. Lord Dumfries, he believes, is the most proper to 
give an account of the man being near the place.

[Thomas Atterbury to Secretary Jenkins.] I asked Mr.

I argued concerning 
David, who would not stretch forth his hand against the Lord’s 
anointed, but they said, it was neither sin nor presumption to 
attempt to kill the King. I told them, I was not scholar enough 
to discourse with them. Mr. White then pulled a piece of gold 
out of his pocket and said he would argue with any scholar I

and offered him 3001. to be one of those who should murder the 
Duke whilst hunting. Antony Row, the king’s purveyor, was 
to give notice when he went to hunt: when he was killed 
Row was to hasten to the Tower to his brother Capt. Row, 
and get him to secure the Tower for their party. Was to be 
sworn to secrecy by Sir Philip Skelton, but put it off. Was 
turned out of his place and imprisoned ten weeks during 
which a serjeant of the town came to tell him if he was not 
hanged he should be cut to pieces, which so frightened him 
that he dared not declare what he knew. [Ibid. No. 35 1.] 


Col. Henry Owen to the King and the Privy Council. Petition 
for a pass for going to and returning from Ireland. Was on his 
journey thither and was stayed by Justices in Somerset, where he 
has given bail to appear at the next assizes, and is now at Bristol 
in order to go to Ireland.

Samuel Packer to the King and the Privy Council. Petition

and, should not some be present, he might surfeit in his own 
blood or beat himself to death, and praying that his irons might be 
taken off and that he may have the enjoyment of his wife and 
relations.

Certificate by five persons well acquainted with Packer that he 
has been for about four years much troubled with the falling 
sickness.

Similar petition praying that he may be released on bail or

Things that may be proved. That Col. Algernon Sidney with 
Gen. Ludlow and Col. Ellison treated with the States General in 
John de Witte’s time for making a rebellion in England, for 
which design they demanded of them 200,000/. and 40 ships, 
saying they had 40,000 men ready to rise at their landing. This 
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treaty was held at Ambassador Newport’s house in a small island 
beyond Schiedam and young Heer Newport has but this last 
year showed Mr. the diamond ring Col. Sidney gave him for 
being their friend to the three deputies, the Pensioner de Witte, 
Heer Wegeman and old Newport, who was Ambassador at 
London in the time of the late rebellion. The reasons may like- 
wise be proved on which the designs took no effect. 

Questions to be asked Mr. Trenchard. Whether he did not 
constantly correspond in the last war with Lord Howard of 
Escrick, Peter der Moulin, and William Freeman alias Medlow, 
and sent his brother to Holland with Freeman by the name of 
Smith, who received 1,000 guilders for their good service in 
dispersing the States’ manifesto and other papers amongst the 
House of Commons.

Don Lewis at Rotterdam told Mr. —— that several parliament 
men were engaged in the discovery he was to make and that the 
King’s life and government were in danger and that the blow 
would be sudden. Israel Hayes, Mr. Ferguson’s landlord at 
Amsterdam, said several times that the King was the chief actor 
and deepest in the Papist plot, therefore must down. Mr. 
Cromwell’s landlord, Mr. Terry, merchant in Amsterdam, said that 
the said Mr. Cromwell had more wit and right to reign than the 
King. Mr. Abraham Kick in Amsterdam, Lord Shaftesbury’s 
landlord, at whose house the Dissenters held their cabals, several 
times told Mr. that now, looking on the present state of affairs 
in England, the King’s business was done and that in a little time 
there would be an end of kingly government. 

If some severe course be not taken against two or three of those 
rebellious English merchants in Amsterdam as a terror to others, 
that nest of bad men will increase and will be constantly plotting 
with the traitors in England. 

In Sir W. Temple’s time Mr. solicited the States General 
against Mr. Maquir, Mr. Browne and Mr. Wollis and procured 
their banishments on Sir W. Temple’s memorial to the States, and 
it is presumed that they cannot nor will not deny doing the like 
now, if desired, it being nothing but what is agreed in the several 
treaties with them.
